This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New-York  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
an^  Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  at  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New-York,  the 
place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  William  Neilson 
McVickar,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Harlem, 
^'ew-York,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Charles  C.  Tiffany,  Rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Madison  Avenue,  New- York, 
and  the  Rev.  Albert  Z.  Gray,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Pfailipsetown,  Putnam  County,  who  read  the  Lessons.  The 
Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cooke,  D.D.,  Rector  of 
St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  New-York.  The  Ante-Communion 
Service  was  read  by  the  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D., 
LI.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishoj)  of  the  Diocese;  the  Rev.  Joseph  H. 
Price,  D.  D.,  rector  of  St,  Stephen's  Cinircli,  New- York,  reading 
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the  Epistle,  and  the  Right  Rev.  George  William  Tozer,  D.  D., 
retired  Bishop  of  Central  Africa,  reading  the  Gospel.  The  Ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Fairbairn,  D.  D.,  War- 
den of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale.  The  Holy  Commu- 
nion was  celebrated  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Tozer,  the  Rev. 
Joseph  11.  Price,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cooke,  D.  D.,  the 
Rev.  Sullivan  H.  Weston,  D.  D,,  and  the  Rev.  Theodore  A. 
Eaton,  D.  D. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  Chair,  and  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled 
to  seats,  when  one  hundred  and  thirty*  answered  to  their  names, 
and  took  their  seats  as  members. 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  members, 
appointed  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  lion.  Hamilton  Fish 
and  Gen.  George  W.  Morrell.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates 
duly  appointed  were  called,  when  Lay  Delegates  from  eighty 
Parishes  appeared  and  took  their  seats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend 
the  President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  Seventh  Rule  of  Order  on  the 
admission  of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Con* 
vention. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Ad- 
mission of  Churches  was  presented  and  read,  as  follows:

OX  THE  INCORPORATION  AND  ADMISSION  OF  CUURCHEa 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of  Churches  respect- 
fully report : 

That  they  have  received,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and 
have  examined  the  papers  presented  by — 

I.  •'  The  Hector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry/men  of  (he  Holy  Trinity  Church 
"  of  Uarlem,  in  the  City  and  County  of  Neio-Tork." 

Tho  appliciition  is  miide  in  writing,  according  to  Canon  IV.,  and  is  accom- 
panied by  a  duly  certilied  and  authmticuted  ropy  of  a  resolution  of  tlie 
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Vwtry,  tLgreein^  to  abide  by  and  conform  to  and  observe  all  the  Canons  of 
theCharch,  and  all  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Convention  ;  also 
by  the  requisite  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  and  by  satisfactory  evidence  that 
not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually, 
for  at  least  on6  year  preceding  the  application,  attended  divine  service  in  such 
Church  or  congregation 

It  is  also  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  a  paper  purporting  to  be  a  Certificate  of 
Incorporation,  bearing  date  the  23d  day  of  June,  1868,  and  recorded  in  the 
<jffice  of  the  Register  of  the  City  and  County  of  New- York,  in  Liber  2 
of  Religious  Incorporations,  page  284 ;  and  also  by  a  certified  copy  of  an 
Mt  of  the  Legislature  of  New- York,  entitled  **  An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  the 
"Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Church  of 
"Htrlem,  in  the  City  and  County  of  New-York,"  passed  March  29,1871, 
whereby,  among  other  things,  it  is  declared,  that  the  "  Certificate  of  Licorpo- 
raUon"  of  the  said  religious  society,  "  and  every  act,  deed,  matter  or  thing 
"done  or  performed  by  such  religious  society  since  the  recording  of  the  said 
"certificate,  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  declared  to  be  as  valid  in  all 
"wspecta  as  if  the  said  certificate  and  all  other  acts  of  said  religious  society 
"had  been  in  conformity  to  the  act  passed  May  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
"Bixty^ght." 

A  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Ad- 
mission of  Churches,  made  to  the  Convention  in  1870,  (Journal  of  Convention, 
P^lfes  84, 35,)  shows  that  this  congregation  made  application  for  admission 
to  union  with  the  Convention  at  that  time  ;  it  then  submitted  the  same  cer- 
^cate  of  incorporation  that  is  now  presented  ;  among  the  objections  at  that 
time  Was  the  absence  of  United  States  Revenue  stamj^s. 

1T>ey  are  still  wanting  on  the  papers  now  presented. 

Bnithe  act  of  March  29, 1871,  may  be  regarded  as  a  special  act  of  incor- 
P^ion  of  this  Church  by  the  Legislature  of  New-York,  and  no  United 
Stiles  Revenue  stamps  are  required  to  such  act. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  to  the  absence  from  the 
^^ficateof  incorporation  of  the  declaration  required  by  Canon  IV.,  viz.: 
^^  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  every  Church  incorporated  under  any 
•^  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New-York,  save  the  General  Act  of 
■^Prtf  5, 1818,  and  the  amendments  theretOy  shall  declare,  uiwn  its  face,  that 
^ne  Church  or  congregation  is  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  it  is 
^^  ever  to  continue  as  such  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Q»nrch  in  the  State  of  New- York. 

The  relieving  act  of  1871  recognises  tliis  congregation  as  incorjwrated  un- 
^  the  acta  "  saved"  from  the  operation  of  the  Canon  referred  to,  and  the 
declaration  is  not  by  the  Canon  required  of  Churches  incorporated  under 
tW  acts. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  admission  of  this  Church  into 
union  with  the  Convention. 

II.  "  The  Society  ofUie  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin:' 

The  application  is  made  in  writing,  and  is  accompanied  by  a  duly  authen- 
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ticated  copy  of  a  Resolution  of  the  coD^regation,  aprreeing  to  abide  by  and 
conform  to  and  obserre  all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rales,  orders 
and  regulations  of  the  Convention.  Also  by  the  requisite  Certificate  of  the 
Bishop,  and  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-live  persons, 
members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually,  for  at  lea^t  one  year  precedin-g  the 
application,  attended  Divine- service  in  such  Church  or  congregation. 

The  application  of  this  Association  has  been  before  the  Committee  and  the 
Convention  on  several  previous  occasions,  when  defects  and  omissions  to 
comply  with  requirements  of  law,  in  order  to  constitute  the  Association  an 
Incorporation,  were  indicated. 

A  reference  to  the  accompanying  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue  shows  that  the  jiapers  now  presented  are  defective,  and  that  the 
Association  has  failed  to  correct  the  omissions  with  regard  to  United  States 
Revenue  stamps,  and  consetiuently  the  Committee  cannot  report  it  as  a  doly 
incorporated  body. 

In  the  Report  to  the  Convention  of  1871,  the  Committee  on  the  Incorpora- 
tion and  Admission  of  Churches  expressed  a  doubt  whether  a  Society  incor- 
porated itself  under  the  act  of  April  13,  18t)4,  (us  this  Association  has 
attempted  to  do,)  be  a  Church  or  Corporation,  within  the  contemplation  of 
the  (institution  and  Canons  of  this  Church.  Without  repeating  the  argu- 
ment or  statement  made  in  the  Report  of  1871,  the  Committee  repeat  the  doubt 
then  expressed. 

If  the  Association  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  United  States 
Statutes,  and  were  duly  incorporated,  there  would  still  remain  the  objection 
(stated  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  in  1878)  of  the  absence  from  the  iwper, 
which  purports  to  be  a  *'  Certificate  of  Incorjwration,"  of  the  declaration 
required  by  the  4th  Canon,  (as  amended  in  1872,)  viz.,  ••  that  the  Church  or 
"  congregation  is  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  it  is  for  ever  to 
"  continue  as  such  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
"  the  State  of  New- York." 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  ai)plication  be  refused,  and  the  papers 
be  referred  back  to  the  applicants. 

Since  the  drafting  of  the  foregoing,  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  Canons  for  the  presentation  of  papers  of  Churches  applying 
for  Admission,  the  Committee  received  a  letter  addreiived  to  them  in  behalf 
of  the  Association  above  referred  to,  directing  their  attention  to  a  decision  of 
the  Court  of  Api)eal8  of  the  State  of  New- York,  by  virtue  of  wliich  the  letter 
claims  that  a  United  States  Internal  Revenue  stamp  was  not  necessary  to 
the  validity  of  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  this  Association  or  Society. 
This  letter  accompanies  the  other  papers  of  the  Association  submitted  here- 
with. 

Without  raising  the  question  as  to  how  far  the  decision  or  opinion  of  a 
State  court  is  conclusive  in  determining  the  constitutionality  of  an  act  of 
Congress,  or  in  limiting  the  power  of  taxation  of  the  Federal  government,  an 
examination  of  the  decision  referred  to  in  the  case  of  Moore  va.  Moore,  Vol. 
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47,  (not  417,  as  stated  in  the  letter,)  N.  Y.  Reports,  page  468,  fails  to  change 
the  opinion  that  the  stamp  is  necessary. 

The  court  in  this  case  holds,  **  that  it  is  not  in  the  Constitutional  power  of 
"  Congress  to  prescribe  for  the  Stales  a  rule  for  the  transfer  of  property 
"  within  them  ;*'  it  proceeds  to  say  :  "  Withont  denying  that  it  is  within  the 
"  power  of  taxation,  conferred  upon  it,  for  Congress  to  lay  an  excise  tax  upon 
"  the  business  operations  of  communities,  and  to  collect  that  tax  by  means  of 
"stamps,  to  be  placed  upon  the  written  instruments  exclianged  between 
"  contracting  parties,  and  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  laws  to  that  end, 
"  by  the  imposition  in  it  of  penalties  f»)r  its  non  observance,  we  are  of  opinion 
"  that  it  is  without  that  power  to  declare  that  a  contract  or  conveyance 
"  between  citizens  of  a  State,  affecting  the  title  to  real  estate,  is  void,  for  the 
"  reason  that  such  observance  has  been  omitted." 

The  case  before  the  court,  upon  which  it  gave  tliis  decision,  turned  upon 
the  validity  of  two  conveyances  purporting  to  pass  the  title  to  real  estate. 

But  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  an  association  under  a  general  act  of 
the  State  Legislature  is  not  a  contract  or  conveyance  affecting  the  title  to 
real  estate,  or  to  property  of  any  kind.  At  the  time  of  the  proposed  incor- 
poration there  is  no  property  of  any  kind  affected  by  the  act  of  incorporation . 
All  rights  of  property  are  in  expectancy,  to  be  acquired,  if  at  all,  after  the 
completion  of  the  act,  which  the  certificate  is  designed  to  accomplish.  The 
object  is  to  give  to  several  individuals  an  aggregate  or  corporate  existence— 
to  merge  their  individuality  and  personal  responsibility  into  a  new  creation, 
called  a  body  politic,  or  a  corporation,  with  new  functions  and  capacities.  It 
ia  the  fusion — the  intermixture  and  combination  of  separate  individual  ingre- 
dients, into  a  compound  with  new  and  distinct  powers  and  faculties,  not 
possessed  by  any  or  all  of  the  separate  ingredienls,  but  acquired  only  by  the 
observance  of  the  proper  and  prescribed  rules  of  compounding.  It  is  not  a 
transfer  of  real  estate,  or  of  property  of  any  kind,  but  a  creation  under  a 
formula  or  prescription  laid  down  by  a  statute. 

The  act  under  which  this  Association  purports  to  be  formed,  does  not  pro 
fees  to  incorix)rate  a  Church,  but  a  Building  Society,  whose  object,  in  the 
language  of  the  act,  is  to  "  found  and  continue  one  or  more  free  Churches." 
The  Society  may  found  as  many  Churches  of  as  many  different  denominations 
as  its  means  may  allow,  but  itself  is  not  a  Church. 

It  comes  within  that  class  of  "  business  operations  of  communities"  which 
the  court,  in  the  case  cited,  says  it  will  not  deny  to  bo  within  the  jxjwer  of 
taxation  conferred  upon  Congress. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  is  obliged  to  adhere  to  the  opinion,  that  the  cer- 
tificate of  this  Association  is  invalid,  by  reason  of  the  want  of  properly  affixed 
United  States  Revenue  stamps.  The  letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  which  accompanies  this  report,  indicates  the  manner  in  wliich  this 
defect  may  yet  be  remedied. 

The  letter  also  claims  that  this  Association,  having  made  application  for  ad- 
mission  prior  to  the  amendment  of  1872  to  Canon  IV.,  s'uch  amendment  is  not 
applicable  to  their  request  for  admission.  The  answer  to  this  seems  ob- 
vious. 
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I.  It  18  competent  to  this  Convention  at  all  times  to  amend  the  Canons, 
and  to  prescribe  to  all  Churches  not  admitted  into  union,  such  requirements 
as  the  Convention  may  think  proper  for  the  maintenance  of  its  integrity  and 
consistency  as  a  Convention  of  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches,  and  for  the 
exclusion  from  its  body  of  associations  not  permanently  and  legally  devoted 
to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church. 

II.  This  Association  has  never  until  this  year  presented  papers  sufficient  to 
show  its  legal  exi8tence  as  a  corjMjration,  irrespective  of  any  question  as  to 
the  necessity  of  United  Slates  Revenue  stamps. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  no  equitable  claim  exists  in 
its  favor  by  reason  of  any  informal  or  insufficient  presentation  of  an  applica- 
tion prior  to  the  amendment  of  the  Canon  in  1872. 

III.  The  Hector,  Church  Wardens  and  Ve^rymen  of  St.  Ignatixu*  Church,  in 
the  City  of  New-  York. 

The  application  is  made  in  writing,  and  is  accompanied  by  a  duly  authen- 
ticated copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  agreeing  to  abide  by  and  conform 
to  and  observe  all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  rules,  orders  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Convention  ;  also  by  the  requisite  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  and 
by  satisfactory  evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of 
such  Church,  have  habitually,  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  the  application, 
attended  divine  service  in  such  Church  or  congregation. 

It  is  also  accomimnied  by  a  duly  certified  copy  of  a  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion of  the  Church  under  the  acts  amendatory  of  the  act  of  April  5,  1813, 
bearing  date  the  11th  day  of  December,  1871,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  Register  of  the  City  and  County  of  New- York,  in  Liber  2  of  Religious  In- 
corporations, |>age  311,  on  the  l*2th  day  of  December,  1871. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  admission  of  this  Church  into    ^ 
union  with  the  Convention.

Sir  :  In  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  acknow* 
ledge,  you  atk  my  opinion  on  a  question  presented  in  an  accompanying  state- 
ment, in  regard  to  an  Association  in  New- York,  whether  the  requirements  of 
law  with  regard  to  Revenue  stam])6  have  been  duly  complied  with. 

It  appears  from  the  statement  that  a  Society,  called  "  The  Society  of  the 
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Free  Churcli  of  St.  Mary  tbe  Vir^n,"  was  organized  in  the  City  of  New-Tork, 
under  a  general  law  of  the  State  of  New- York,  the  Certificate  of  Incorpora- 
tion bearing  date  the  22d  of  October,  1868. 

The  Certificate  of  Incorporation  was  filed  according  to  law  in  the  County 
Clerk's  Officje  ef  tbe  County  of  New-York  on  the  3d  December,  1868,  and  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  6th  of  December,  1868. 

No  United  States  Revenue  stamps  were  on  either  of  the  Certificates  when 
thus  filed.    But  it  would  appear  from  certified  copies  of  these  Certificates, 
•  with  memoranda  to  that  effect  on  the  margins,  that  stamps  were  subsequently 
affixed  to  the  originals  after  filing. 

The  question  is  asked  whether  the  stamps,  which  appear  thus  to  have  been 
affixed  to  these  instruments,  have  been  aflaxed  in  accordance  with  law,  so  as 
to  make  the  Certificates  and  their  filing  legal  and  valid  ;  and  whether  the 
fact  that  the  stamps  appear  not  to  have  been  aflSxed  within  twelve  months 
after  the  Ist  of  August,  1871,  or  within  twelve  months  after  making  the 
instruments,  or  any  irregularity  as  to  the  payment  of  a  penalty,  affect  the 
validity  of  the  instruments. 

Beferring  to  the  accompanying  "  Statement,"  I  reply  with  regard  to  the 
first  stamping  of  the  Certificate  filed  in  the  County  Clerk's  office,  with  a 
memorandum,  signed  by  A.  Williams,  Collector,  that  it  is  defective,  because 
there  is  no  statement  of  the  payment  of  a  penalty,  which  was  a  condition 
precedent  of  the  validity  of  such  stamping.  (Act  of  June  30,  1864,  Section 
158,  amended.) 

The  second  stamping  of  the  same  Certificate  was  invalid,  because  made  by 
a  Deputy  Collector,  who  had  no  authority  to  stamp  instruments  unless  when 
"AcUng  Collector!" 

The  stamping  of  the  Certificate  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  was  also 
lOTalid  for  the  want  of  a  penalty.  The  Collector  at  the  date  of  his  uiemoran- 
^wn,  September  30th,  1872,  had  no  authority  to  remit  the  penalty  on  an  in- 
wrument  which  had  been  issued  more  than  twelve  months,  even  in  the  ab- 
"^ce  of  fraudulent  intent.  (Section  158,  above  referred  to,  amended  by  sec- 
^01 5,  Act  of  July  14,  18T0.)  But  there  was  no  limit  to  the  time  in  which 
*D  instrument  might  be  stamped  by  a  Collector  on  payment  of  the  penalty. 
After  an  instrument  issued  without  stamps  has  been  duly  stamped  by  a 
^I'ector  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  section  158  amended,  it  is  us  valid 
•*"  originally  stamped,  except  as  against  rights  acquired  in  good  faith  be- 
fore the  stamping  of  such  instrument. 

As  regards  the  present  case,  the  original  Certificates  of  lncorix)ration  on  file 
can  now  be  stamped  without  a  penalty  by  any  person  having  an  interest 
therein,  before  some  Judge  or  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record,  according  to  the 
P">Ti8ion8  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  stamping  of  unstamped  instruments, 
documents  and  papers,  approved  June  23d,  1874.  (General  Nature,  No.  96.)

'Report 

OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  begs  leave  resi>ectfully  to  report : 

That,  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  tlie  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  the 
Journal  of  its  Proceedings  was  printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner 
under  his  direction  ;  and  that,  according  to  the  re<|uirement  of  the  Canons, 
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RTitidly  papers  have  from  time  to  time  been  recorded  by  him,  and  others  sent 
10  the  Clergymen  and  Parishes  concerned  in  the  same. 

The  Secretary  takes  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  Convention,  that  during 
the  last  year  he  has  caused  such  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
and  of  other  Dioceses  as  for  many  years  have  been  accumulating  under  his 
hand  and  remaining  in  his  care,  to  be  assorted  and  properly  arranged,  and  a 
large  number  of  the  same  to  be  bound  into  volumes  for  preservation  and  con- 
venient reference.  The  Library  Committee  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary has  kindly  permitted  him  to  deposit  this  collection  under  its  own  con- 
stant oversight  on  the  shelves  of  its  library,  where  access  to  the  books  can  at 
any  time  be  readily  had  under  proper  regulations  by  those  who  may  wish  to 
consult  them.  The  labor  of  the  work  performed  in  this  matter  has  been 
fi^^^t,  and  therein  he  has  been  aided  by  Mr.  Richard  Sill.  The  <^t,  also,  has 
neen  coDsiderable ;  and  there  not  having  been  authorized  for  a  long  time  any 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  by  the  Convention,  the  expense  has  been  de- 
frayed by  the  Secretary  to  the  amount,  as  appears  from  bills  and  receipts  in 
l»w  hands,  of  ($126  85)  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents.  The  whole  number  of  bound  volumes  of  Journals  belonging  to  the 
Diocese  and  now  in  his  care  is  about  one  hundred  and  forty. 

Among  these  volumes  it  will  be  found  that  the  Convention  has  one  com- 
plete 8et  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention  down  to  this  day  ;  two 
complete  sets  of  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York  ; 
three  other  sets  of  the  New- York  Journals  nearly  complete,  and  many  sets, 
more  or  less  perfect,  of  the  Journals  of  the  other  Dioceses.  One  complete  set 
of  the  New- York  Journals  belonging  to  the  Convention,  it  has  been  ascer- 
tained, was  destroyed  some  years  ago  by  fire. 

Appended  to  this  Report  is  a  list  of  all  these  volumes,  and  of  all  the  Jour- 
nals still  unbound  and  belonging  to  this  Convention.  It  includes  ten  sets 
completed  from  1847  to  1873,  ready  for  binding;  and  the  Secretary  ventures 
^  recommend  that,  for  preservation  and  to  meet  contingencies  from  possible 
low,  this  be  ordered  by  the  Convention.  He  especially  invites  attention  to 
ihig  account  of  the  several  Journals  still  needed  in  order  to  complete  cer- 
^^  partial  sets  bound,  but  otherwise  to  remain  imperfect,  of  the  Journals 
"  Veil  of  this  Diocese  as  of  other  Dioceses ;  and  to  the  consideration  of 
^"®  greater  value  which  will  be  added  to  this  collection  by  such  Church- 
^^^  as,  having  such  copies  and  not  caring  otherwise  to  preserve  them, 
^"  i%  so  kind  as  to  send  them  to  him  as  a  gift  to,  the  Diocese  for  this 
Ponwse. 

These  volumes  deserve  careful  preservati6n.  Therein  appear  the  strug- 
gles  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  from  its  first  organization  for  almost  a 
century  down  to  the  present  day  ;  the  hard  work  and  wise  counsels  of  its 
^-P'scopate ;  the  foundation  and  expansion  of  its  Parishes  under  its  faithful 
Ahsfiionaries  and  Rectors  ;  the  formation  of  its  laws  and  its  plans  of  benefi- 
**oce;  the  names  and  the  acts  of  its  Bishops,  of  its  other  Clergymen,  and 
o'  its  active  and  devoted  Laymen  in  its  behalf.  Of  these  the  greater  part 
*'e  at  rest  in  Paradise.  In  most  instances  their  memory  might  otherwise  be 
lost  among  those  now  reaping  goodly  harvests  from  their  self-denying  la- 
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bopg.    Like  them,  many  of  us,  too,  eliall  ere  long  have  left  behind  us  upon 
earth  little  open  record  of  our  toils  beside  that  which  is  written  in  these  an- 
nual Journals.    In  an  endeavor  to  help  in  saving  such  pages  from  perishing, 
your  Secretary  has  had  much  satisfaction. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We  have  now  thirty  MiMiionaries  upon  our  list. 

It  should  be  stated,  that  the  increased  receipts  are  not  the  result  of  any 
greater  interest  by  the  Church  in  {lie  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  fur,  as 
iDatter  of  fact,  the  contributions  from  Parishes  have  fallen  off  nearly  one 
VMuand  dollars  from  the  amount  received  last  year.  The  Bishop  was  twice 
obliged  to  make  a  special  api)eal  in  behalf  of  the  fund,  in  order  that  the  sti* 
pends  over  due  might  be  paid.  In  answer  to  these  appeals,  a  few  individuals 
contributed  $1,800,  which  alone  enabled  the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  demands 
made  upon  him. 

This  kind  offering  enables,  us  to  enter  upon  the  new  Conventional  year 
with  a  small  balance  on  hand,  and  we  now  earnestly  appeal  to  the  meiubers 
of  the  Church  to  continue  to  us  their  sympathy  and  aid,  enlarging  their  con- 
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tributions  for  tbe  coming  year,  so  that  oar  Missionaries  may  be  worthily  bus* 
tained,  and  the  work  committed  to  our  charge  may  be  carried  forward  with 
greater  vigor,  and  with  more  abundant  success. 

Additional  means  might  be  judiciously  expended  in  building  stations  that 
are  now  struggling,  and  in  opening  new  fields  in  regions  where  the  services 
of  the  Church  are  greatly  needed,  and  where  they  would  be  greatly  valued. 

We  trust  that  our  appeal  will  not  be  unheeded.

OF  THE  SOCIETY  FOR  PROMOTING  RELIGION   AND  LEARNING 
IN  THE  STATE  OF  NEVV-YORK. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning 
in  the  State  of  New- York,  as  tlie  Canonical  agent  of  the  Diocese  of  NewYork 
for  distributing  all  funds  for  Theological  Eklucation,  would  most  resi)eGtful]y 
report: 

That  during  the  past  Convention  year,  from  October  Ist,  1873,  to  October 
l*t,  1874,  in  discharging  the  duty  with  which  it  has  been  entrusted  by  the 
Convention^  the  Society  has  received  and  distributed  the  following  sums  :

This  entire  amount  has  been  applied  directly  to  the  object  for  which  it  was 
given.  If  any  encouragement  is  needed  to  draw  contributions  into  the 
treasury  of  the  accredited  Society  of  the  Diocese,  is  it  not  to  be  found  in  the 
important  practical  consideration  that  there  is  no  costly  machinery  between 
the  donor  and  the  recipient  to  absorb  a  larger  or  smaller  amount  of  the 
offerings  in  the  payment  of  salaries,  commissions,  &c.,  but  that  every  farthing 
bestowed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  young  men  in  pursuing  their  theological 
studies  goes  to  such  young  men  in  furtherance  of  the  object  for  which  it  was 
designed  ?    The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York  are  earnestly 
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requested  to  remember  the  cause  of  theological  education  among  their  other 
beDefactions.  It  has  a  special  claim  upon  them,  because  the  need  is  great, 
and  a  i)eculiar  weight  of  obligation,  because  the  Canon  enjoins  it  as  a  specific 
duty. 

In  common  with  the  Diocese  of  New-Tork  and  the  Church  at  large,  the 
{:$ocietj  for  Promoting  Religion  and  LearniDg  has  experienced  a  great  loss 
during  the  past  few  months  in  the  death  of  James  P.  De  Peyster,  Eeq.,  for 
over  thirty  years  its  honored  Treasurer.  Few  men  have  done  more  to  make 
the  influence  of  a  high-toned  Christian  character  and  an  unobtrusive,  quiet 
life  tell  for  good  ujion  their  fellow  men  than  he.  This  he  accomplished  by 
natural  gifts  which  prtxlisposed  him  to  the  things  which  make  for  peace,  but 
the  Blessed  Spirit  wrought  in  him  to  elevate,  and  purify,  and  harmonize 
those  gifts  with  which  Qod  originally  endowed  him,  and  the  beautiful  result 
was  seen  in  him  of  a  living  embodiment  of  St.  Paul's  portraiture  of  Charity. 
It  needs  but  to  suggest  the  not^s  by  which  the  Apostle  delineates  this  crown- 
ing grace  to  bring  to  the  recollection  of  all,  who  ever  knew  him,  James  F.  De 
Peyster  :  "  Charity  suffereth  long  and  is  kind  ;  charity  envieth  not ;  charity 
vaunteth  not  itself;  is  not  puffed  up;  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly ; 
seeketh  not  her  own  ;  is  not  easily  provoked  ;  thinketh  no  evil,  rejoiceth  not 
in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth.  Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things."  Mr.  De  Peyster  was  among  the 
Laity  very  much  what  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Johnson,  whose  loss  we 
were  called  upon  to  deplore  last  autumn,  was  among  tho  Clergy,  a  repre- 
sentative of  characteristics  and  qualities  which  are  described  by  simplicity, 
amiability,  guilelessness.  The  power  of  such  a  life  and  character  was  i)er- 
haps  never  better  illustrated  and  demonstrated  than  in  his  position  as  Trea- 
surer of  this  Society.  The  oflSce  in  itself  is  simply  perfunctory  ;  it  involves 
an  immense  amount  of  petty  details,  and  the  paying  out  small  sums  of 
money  to  a  large  number  of  beneficiaries  at  stated  and  frequently  recurring 
intervals  of  time.  To  most  men,  especially  if  engaged  in  large  and  active 
business,  such  an  oflSce  would  have  been  regarded  as  a  burdfen,  as  the  merest 
drudgery,  and  if  they  could  be  induced  to  discharge  its  duties,  it  would  be 
as  a  matter  of  real  self-denial.  But  with  Mr.  De  Peyster  the  giving  out  the 
quarterly  payments  to  the  scores  of  scholars,  who  waited  upon  him  at  his 
oflBce,  was  a  precious  opportunity  for  becoming  acquainted  with  the  young 
men,  and  by  showing  them  that  he  felt  an  interest  in  them,  for  winning  their 
confidence  and  affection,  so  that  they  became  fast  friends,  and  ever  after  the 
spell  of  his  influence  was  upon  them  for  good.  Hundreds  of  Clergy  all  over 
the  land  have  the  memory  of  Mr.  De  Peyster  fixed  deeply  in  their  hearts,  not 
as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning,  but  as 
ihe  good  man,  the  high-toned  gentleman,  the  loving,  sincere  Christian,  the 
generous,  loyal  friend,  whose  approval  and  good  opinion  they  esteemed  of 
great  worth.  When  the  worthy  young  men,  who  were  recipients  of  the  So- 
ciety's benefactions,  came  to  Mr.  De  Peyster  to  receive  their  quarterly  pay- 
mentH,  money  was  the  least  of  the  good  gifts  which  he  bestowed.  He  gave 
himself  to  them — something  of  his  own  lovely,  gentle,  high-toned  character  ; 
something  of  his  own  noble,  generous,  large-hearted  spirit — these  were  the 
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predooB  g^ifts  he  bestowed  ;  and  no  one,  the  while,  was  more  unconscious  of 
<3oing  so  than  himself.  Such  is  the  loss  which  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Religion  and  Learning  deplores  in  the  death  of  its  Treasurer,  and  the  Trus- 
"tees  beg,  through  their  Superintendent,  to  place  this  brief  tribute  to  Mr.  De 
'FeyBter's  memory  upon  the  records  of  the  Convention.

That  the  number  of  Trustees  to  which  the  Diocese  is  at  this  time  entitled 
is  69. 

The  Diocese,  as  such,  is  entitled  to  1.  The  number  of  Clergy  is  813  ;  the 
ratio  of  one  Trustee  for  every  eight  Clergymen  will  give  Ji9.  The  whole 
amount  of  money  contributed  by  the  Diocese  is  $253,842  37.

The  following  report,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York : 

Tliere  have  been  in  attendance,  during  the  past  academic  year,  sixty-seven 
students.  At  the  commencement,  held  on  the  17th  of  June,  ten  graduated 
Bachelors  of  Arts,  and  three  completed  their  preparation,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Canon,  for  entrance  on  the  study  of  Theology.  The  Col- 
lege o|)ened  on  the  9th  inst.  with  73  students. 

Daily  morning  and  evening  prayer  is  said  throughout  the  year.  The  Holy 
Communion  is  celebrated  every  Sunday.  There  is  a  sermon  every  Sunday 
morning  preached  by  the  College  officers  in  rotation.  At  evening  prayer  on 
Sunday  the  Warden  has  delivered  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  Church  Cate- 
chism. 

The  young  men  have  been  actively  engaged  in  ministering  to  the  wants 
of  the  neighborhood.  They  have  thus,  with  three  sad  exceptions,  shown 
their  zeal  and  loyalty  for  the  Church,  besides  learning  the  work  to  which  they 
have  consecrated  their  lives.  The  most  of  these  young  men  are  persons  of 
good  ability,  good  scholarship  and  excellent  character,  and  are  thus  giving 
promise  of  future  usefulness  in  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 

Of  those  who  have  received  their  classical  education  at  St.  Stephen's,  about 
twenty  are  students  of  the  General  Seminary  ;  thirty  have  graduated  from 
that  Institution,  and  about  sixty  are  now  in  orders.

SOCIETY. 

The  Execative  Committee  of  the  New-York  Protestant  Episcopal  City 
Miasion  Society  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

That  the  official  year  ending^  March  Slst,  1874,  has  been  one  of  unusual 
Activity  and  of  peculiar  interest  and  anxiety.  During  this  period  great  finan- 
cial troubles  have  befallen  the  country,  seriously  affecting  all  classes  of  the 
community.  Thousands  of  industrious  and  worthy  people  have  been  sud- 
denly thrown  out  of  employment ;  labor  of  all  kinds  has  been  at  a  discount, 
and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  the  demands  upon  the  Society  have  been 
greater,  while  the  pecuniary  ability  of  many  of  its  best  friends  has  been  more 
or  less  restricted. 

St.  Barnabas'  House,  304  Mulberry-street,  in  charge  of  the  '/  Sisterhood 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  has  continued  its  benign  work  in  behalf  of  the  home- 
lees,  the  friendless  and  the  destitute  women  and  children  applying  at  its  ever 
open  door,  giving  the  care  and  comfort  and  assistance  which  their  several 
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needs  required,  either  for  a  day  or  a  week,  mthoutfee  or  retoard,  1,746  per- 
80D8  have  been  admitted,  of  whom  547  were  Americans,  965  Protestants,  778 
Komanists,  and  8  Jews.  Situations  have  been  obtained  for  654  ;  648  have 
been  sent  to  otlier  institutions  ;  354  returned  to  their  friends.  During  the 
year,  19,221  lodginprs  were  furnished,  and  94,358  meals  given  to  the  needy 
and  destitute.  Beside  these,  and  the  "  House  children."  (16  in  number,)  the 
Sistern  have  had  105  children  under  their  care  in  the  Day  Nursery. 

So  it  appears  that  there  were  (including  the  Day  Nursery  children)  1,888 
persons  received  into  the  House,  against  1,611  last  year,  being  an  increase  of 
277  ;  and  tluit  there  were  1,208  lodgings  and  12.716  meals  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  154  visits  were  made  to  families  in  the  neighborhood,  and  2,474 
individuals  visited  for  ])uriK>se8  of  relief,  consolation  and  instruction. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  are  memorable  for  the  means  furnished  to 
give  so  many  families  good  dinners  in  their  own  homes,  besides  feasting 
1,155  children  and  their  friends  in  the  House.  The  Christmas  funds  were 
never  so  abundant,  (thanks  to  the  loving  givers,)  and  the  Christmas  tree  not 
only  njoiced  the  hearts  of  the  House  and  Day  Nursery  children,' but  made 
the  mothers  comfortable  by  substantial  gifts  of  needed  clothing. 

The  constant  visitations  among  the  sick  poor  make  more  and  more  evi- 
dent the  absolute  necessity  of  a  Dispensary  in  connection  with  the  Home, 
and  osjK»cially  of  an  Infirmary  for  |>oor  children  who  have  contagious  and  in- 
fectious diseases.    T?iere  i$  no  hospital  in  t?is  city  far  children  of  thit  elast. 

St.  Barnabas*  Chapel,  806  Mulberry-street,  is  growing  steadily  in  im- 
portance and  usefulness.  It  is  really  a  large  Parish,  with  its  free  Chapel, 
maintaining  daily  services  at  9  A.  M.  and  5  P.  M  ;  Sunday  services  at  10.80 
A.  M.  and  7.30  P.  M. :  a  weekly  lecture  on  Wednesday  at  7.30  P.  M.;  Holy 
Communion  every  Thursilay  at  11  A.  M.,  and  on  Holy  Days  at  hours  conve- 
nient f«>r  the  SisterluxHl. 

The  following  statistics  will  give  some  idea  of  the  work  and  its  results : 

Public  stTvices  in  the  Cha]vl.  697  :  Baptisms.  68  ;  Burials,  10  ;  Marriages, 
8  ;  Holy  Communion  administered  in  public  and  in  private.  122  times,  to  an 
aggrt^gate  of  1.494  ix'rsunis;  Panvhial  visits.  512  ;  Worshippers  from  the 
House.  1.803:  familit^s.  over  100:  Sunday-School  children,  313;  Offertory, 
fiUV)  81  :  Alms  Clu^t.  $5  09. 

The  gr^'at  ntHnl  of  the  region  is  a  large  and  commodious  and  well  appointed 
C^lum-h  editici*,  offering  to  the  dense  pt>pulation/«^'  sittings  as  well  as  a  free 
salvation. 

St.  B.VKXABA8*  Industrial  Association,  working  in  connection  with  the 
ChftiH'l.  has  Uhmi  blesstni  with  mo^^t  markeil  and  uulooked  for  success.  The 
ladies  have  furni>h«Hl  stowing  to  59  women  ;  have  taught  165  children  in  the 
wwkly  S«»wing  Si»luH>l.  against  97  last  year ;  the  children  made  327  garments 
for  their  own  Ivnefit,  lH'>ides  much  other  work  ;  6.460  yards  of  material  were 
ustni :  1. 110  pi%\>s  of  work  cut  out  and  made,  and  all  but  12  sold,  and  47 
visits  were  mavle  to  families.

St.  Barnabas'  Free  Reading  Room  Association,  308  Mulberry-street, 
^T'^  aldo  working  to  increase  the  influences  of  the  Chapel  and  the  House.  The 
Room  is  well  lighted  and  comfortable,  made  attractive  by  a  library  of  fair 
pr«c>portioii8,  by  illustrated  papers,  magazines  and  daily  pajwrs,  and  is  open 
^y^GTj  evening  except  Sunday  from  7  till  10  o'clock.  8,812  enjoyed  the 
p»l  erasures  and  the  privileges  of  the  Room  the  last  year,  being  an  average 

liighily  attendance  of  over  28  boys  and  young  men. 

Such  is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  work  at  St.  Barnabas' ;  and  if  so  much  is  now 

<ioue  with  so  little  means,  what  might  not  be  accomplished  if  the  facilities 

'««'©re  equal  to  the  need  1 

^ETETLEnEH  Chapel,  near  the  comer  of  9th  Avenue  and  83d-street,  is  be- 
coming more  and  more  a  power  for  good  among  the  hundreds  of  German 
fa.milies  who  dwell  in  the  rough  district  lying  west  of  Central  Park,  between 
©Oth  and  90th  streets. 

The  work  and  results  of  last  year  may  be  stated  as  follows : 

98  public  services,  with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  nearly  6,000  persons  ; 
&inilie8,  85  ;  baptisms,  20;  burials,  13;  marriages,  4;  confirmed,  22;  present 
'lumber  of  Communicants,  131 ;  Day  School,  142  scholars;  Sunday-School, 
iGo  scholars  ;  Industrial  School,  80  girls  ;  Pastoral  visits,  1,017  ;  given  to  the 
'^ery  poor  and  needy,  1,052  meals ;  offertory,  $307  20. 

May  Qod  bless  this  work  in  the  future  as  He  has  done  so  woudrously  in  the 
P^t! 

Bellbvue  Hospital  has  received,  as  in  former  years,  the  almost  entire 
^u.bor8  of  one  Clergyman.  He  has  held  public  service,  with  a  sermon  on 
^'Very  Sunday  A.  M.,  and  on  the  great  days  of  the  Church,  with  an  aggregate 
•attendance  of  over  1,300  patients  ;  baptized  70  infants  and  8  adults  ;  admin- 
istered Holy  Communion  to  101  per8')ns  in  the  Chapel,  and  to  137  in  the 
'^^'ards  ;  read  the  burial  service  over  116  bodies;  visits  in  the  wards,  G,065  ; 
"Visits  to  families  outside,  03  ;  visits  to  the  sick  on  Ward's  Island,  930. 

At  the  Tombs,  Prisons,  Homes,  &c.,  of  the  City,  public  religious  services 
liave  been  held  regularly,  and  visitations  made  as  follows  :    Every  Sunday 
-A.  M.  at  the  Isaac  Hopper  Home  at  10:30;  every  Sunday  P.  M.  in  the  male 
department  of  the  Tombs  at  3  o'clock  ;  every  Tuesday  in  the  female  depart- 
ment at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  every  Thursday  visit  to  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital ;  every  Friday  at  the  Colored  Home,  public  services  at  10  A.  M., 
and  a  Bible  Class  of  over  50  inmates  ;  twice  a  month,  at  least,  service  in  the 
House  of  Detention  ;  visit  to  the  ten-day  Station  House,  twice  every  week  ; 
the  Boys'  Prison  as  often  as  practicable,  and  also  the  Essex  and  Jefferson 
Markets,  the  Yorkville  and  Harlem  prisons. 

During  the  year  325  public  services  were  held,  with  an  aggregate  attend- 
ance of  25,000  persons  ;  175  children  were  baptized ;  0  persons  were  buried  ; 
Holy  C\>mm union  was  administered  to  80  iwrsous ;  235  missionary  visits  were 
made,  and  religious  conversation  held  with  2,500  individuals. 
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Tliifl  one  Misfiionarj  has,  probably,  preached  the  GoBpel  to  as  many  persons 
as  all  our  domestic  Missionaries  put  together  I 

Blackwell*s  Island,  with  its  five  institutions,  and  constant  population 
of  8,000  souls,  has  received  the  regular  ministrations  and  constant  care  of  one 
Missionary,  with  services  as  follows : 

77  public  services  on  Sunday,  08  on  week  days ;  total,  175 ;  attendance  on 
Sundays,  10,757 ;  on  week  days,  3,210 ;  total,  13,907 ;  Baptisms,  28 ;  Holy 
Communion  administered  41  times  to  774  persons ;  personal  visitation's  in 
the  wards,  1,53G.  In  the  library  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum  there  are  now  400 
volumes ;  at  the  Alms  House,  630  volumes ;  and  at  the  Chanty  Hospital, 
150  volumes.  300  volumes  have  been  taken  from  the  one  in  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  by  the  patients,  and  3,340  by  persons  in  the  Alms  House.  An  united 
and  successful  effort  has  been  made  to  supply  abundant  reading  matter  to  all 
who  wished  for  it,  especially  in  the  Penitentiary.  The  results  have  been 
most  ha})py,  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing.  18,486  copies  of  daily 
and  weekly  religious  and  secular  papers,  besides  large  quantities  of  maga- 
Bines,  have  been  received  and  distributed  during  the  year. 

Besides  all  this,  weekly  services  have  been  held  in  the  New- York  Orphan 
Asylum  and  in  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House.  Also,  Sunday  services 
once  or  twice  a  month  in  the  New- York  Infant  Asylum,  occasional  Sundajr  ser- 
vices in  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House,  and  regular  Sunday  visitations 
in  the  Roosevelt  Hospital. 

The  whole  work  and  its  results  may  be  thus  summed  up :  Public  and 
private  services,  1,585  ;  families  under  the  care  of  the  Society,  673  ;  Baptisms, 
875  ;  Burials,  20G ;  Confirmed,  23  ;  present  number  of  Communicants,  572  ; 
Holy  Coinmuniim  administered  to  distinct  752  persons  in  public  and  in  pri- 
vate ;  Cliildren  taught  in  Sunday-Schools,  778  ;  in  Day  Schools,  180  ;  in  In- 
dustrial Schoiils,  245  ;  visits  to  families  in  need  or  sickness,  2,254  ;  visits  to 
individuals  for  relief  and  instruction,  15,301  ;  different  persons  addressed  at 
religious  services,  36,500 ;  i)ersous  reached  and  miuistered  unto  in  various 
ways,  83,300. 

Such  is  the  work  which  has  been  carried  forward  in  the  face  of  financial 
difficulties  and  numerous  discouragements,  arising  from  the  increasing  ex- 
penses aud  diminishing  receipts. 

The  year  was  finished,  however,  without  incurring  any  debt  for  necessary 
expenditures.  It  was  only  done,  it  must,  in  truth,  be  said,  by  drawing  on 
the  fund  devoted  to  the  canceling  of  the  mortgages  on  the  real  estate. 

The  Committee  are  thankful  to  God,  who  enabled  them  by  any  means  to 
meet  the  wants  of  so  many  of  the  needy  and  suffering,  and  preach  the  Gos- 
pel to  so  many  who  otherwise  would  not  have  heard  the  glad  tidings  of  sal- 
vation ;  and  they  can  but  believe  that  the  Clergy  and  Laity  will  realize,  as 
never  before,  the  absolute  necessity  of  giving  the  Society  the  first  ])lace  after 
the  Parish  in  the  list  of  their  benefactions.  A  Society  which  is  doing  so 
much  positive  good,  reaching  so  many  of  the  deserving  poor,  carrying  the 
Gospel  to  thousands  whom  no  ordinary  influences  reach  or  can  reach,  ought

to  ^^®  free  from  anj  possibility  of  total  or  even  partial  suspension  ;  ought,  in* 
deed,  to  be  placed  on  a  pennanent  basis. 

For  over  40  years  it  has  been  at  work  in  the  public,  penal  and  charitable 
Institutions  of  the  city  and  adjacent  islands,  and  out  of  it  have  grown  many 
of  %lxe  Homes  and  Hospitals  which  are  an  honor  to  the  Church  and  the  city, 
and.  it  deserves  to  be.  better  cared  for,  financially,  than  it  has  been  or  is  at 
tMs  moment  cared  for.  The  work  commends  itself  to  all  as  important  and 
necessary ;  and  yet,  because,  forsooth,  it  is  a  home  work,  which  can  be  done 
it  n,Tij  time,  it  is  put  off,  and  either  not  done  at  all  or  crowded  out  of  notice 
till  ontside,  and  more  clamorous  demands  are  satisfied.  This  is  reversing  the 
tnie  order  of  things.  The  true  order  of  Christian  labor  begins  with  the  in- 
dividual heart,  each  one  making  himself  a  centre  of  radiating  influences, 
then  combining  with  others  in  the  Parish,  the  Diocese,  the  country  and  the 
^orld ;  ever  working  from  within  outward. 

Instead  of  this,  the  city  and  Diocese  receive  the  few  thousands,  while  out* 
■^©  objects  receive  the  ten  and  hundred  thousands.  If  this  work  is  not  bet- 
tor Bnstained  in  future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  as  a  general  thing,  the 
Conamittee  can  see  no  other  way  but  to  itop,  and  they  feel  that  the  full  re- 
sponsibility of  such  a  result  must  lie  at  the  doors  of  Christian  men  and  wo- 
"■leu  of  this  city  and  country.

THE  BISHOP   OF  NEW-YORK. 


My  Brethiie]^  of  tue  Clergy  ais^d  Laity  : 

Just  twenty  years  have  passed  away,  since,  on  the 
Feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  18o4,  the  assembled 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,  tlien 
including  the  present  Dioceses  of  Albany  and  Long 
Island,  called  upon  him  who  now  addresses  yon  to 
undertake  that  most  weighty  and  responsible  office, 
^liich,  then  but  a  few  days  before,  had  been  made 
vacant  by  death. 

Twenty  years  in  the  life  of  a  Diocese,  especially  when 

it  is  yet  in  the  first  century  of  its  existence  as  a  fully 

organized   body,   must   needs  be  a   history    of  great 

interest,  full  of  pregnant  lessons,  and  full  of  tokens  of 

encouragement  or  discouragement  for  the  future.     And 

it  must  be  confessed  that  twenty  years  in  the  life  of  a 

Cliristian  Bishop,  in  a  critical  age,  when  the  country 

has  been  developing  with  marvellous  entei-prise  and 

energy,  and  has  been  passing  through  a  great  conflict — 

when  the  Church,  in  England,  through  all  her  vast  pos- 
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sessions,  and  in  this  country,  has  been  putting  on  her 
beautiful  garments,  has  been  vitalizing  all  her  great  prin- 
ciples and  agencies,  rising  up  in  their  might  to  something 
like  a  primitive  zeal  and  self-devotion,  twenty  years,  I 
say,  in  such  an  age,  in  the  life  of  a  Christian  Bishop,  in 
a  large  central  Diocese,  must  needs  be  something  very 
serious  for  him  to  look  back  upon  1  To  review  the 
pages  that  contain  a  record  of  his  daily  official  life  for  so 
many  years,  to  cast  his  eye  over  the  complex  and 
crowded  scheme  of  annual  duty,  to  try  to  recall  one  in  a 
hundred  of  the  anxious  questions  that  necessarily  pre- 
sented themselves  to  him,  one  in  a  hundred  of  the 
critical  and  responsible  situations  in  which  the  course  of 
events  placed  him,  to  gaze  back  upon  the  whole  vast 
checkered  scene  of  care  and  labor,  thinking  less  of  what 
has  been  done  than  of  what  might  and  ought  to  have 
been  done — such  a  retrospect  cannot  but  humble  any 
Chief  Pastor  under  a  sense  of  his  grievous  insufficiency, 
while  yet  it  may  awaken,  as  it  certainly  does  in  the 
present  speaker,  warmest  thankfulness  in  view  of  num- 
berless supports,  preservations  and  blessings.  And 
here,  perhaps,  I  may  be  allowed  to  mention,  as  among 
the  singular  favors  I  have  enjoyed  in  my  official  work — 
a  thing  wliich  affects  my  mind  strangely,  as  a  kind  of 
mystery :  during  my  very  nearly  twenty  years  of  service 
I  have  not  lost  or  been  obliged  to  postpone  more  than 
ten,  I  think  not  so  many,  strictly  Episcopal  services 
through  indisposition. 

It  is  but  right  that  the  Diocese  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing,  so  far  as  results  may  be  represented  in 
a  general  view,  what  has  been  the  progress  of  the  Church 
within  its  limits  during  the  last  twenty  years,  and  what 
the  enlargement  of  its  work.  Having  first  presented 
very  briefly  a  general  summary  of  the  tokens  of  Church 
life  and  growth  in  the  Diocese  for  the  entire  period,  I 
shall  then  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the 
Diocese  during  the  past  Conventional  year. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  the  results  I 
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am  about  to  present  of  a  twenty  years'  stewardsliip  are 
the  fruits  under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  of  your 
joint  prayers,  labors  and  offerings.  It  is  to  the  Clergy, 
supported  by  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  Laity,  that 
we  are  indebted,  through  the  divine  goodness,  for  what- 
ever increase  we  are  privileged  to  behold  in  our  Master's 
Vineyard. 

I  have  then  to  report  that  during  the  past  twenty  years 
there  have  been  Confirmed  66,698  persons.  Of  Ordina- 
tions, there  have  been  367  Deacons  and  266  Priests — in 
all,  623.  The  larger  number  of  Deacons  ordained  is 
manifestly  due  to  the  circumstance,  that  so  many  of  the 
young  men  educated  and  ordained  in  this  Diocese  are 
called  away,  and  are  allowed  to  depart  to  labor  in  other 
fields  before  the  time  arrives  for  their  admission  to 
Priests'  Orders.  76  new  Parishes  have  been  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention.  Between  90  and  100 
Corner-stones  have  been  laid.  110  Churches  have  been 
Consecrated.  And  in  addition  to  these,  it  must  be  men- 
tioned that  a  considerable  number  of  Churches,  some  of 
them  large,  substantial  and  costly  structures,  have  been 
erected  and  occupied,  but  not  yet  consecrated,  on  ac- 
count of  some  remaining  incumbrance  of  debt,  though  it 
is  believed  that  in  no  case  is  the  debt  of  such  magnitude 
as  to  render  the  property  in  the  edifice  insecure.

The  present  number,  after  having  surren- 
dered to  each  of  the  Dioceses  of  Albany 
and  Long  Island  about  70  Clergymen, 
is  nearly  the  same  that  it  was  20  years 
ago— about 310 

As  to  the  growth  of  Church  life  and  work  in  the  Dio- 
cese within  the  last  twenty  years,  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  demonstrations  of  it  may  be  seen  in  the 
development  of  Mission  work  among  the  Churches  in 
this  city.  In  my  communication  to  the  Diocese  a  year 
ago,  I  stated  that  ''  the  Mission  Chapels  in  this  city  had 
become  at  least  fourfold  what  they  were  at  the  beginning 
of  my  Episcopate."  But  further  investigation  has  con- 
vinced me  that  that  statement  was  altogether  inadequate. 
If  we  look  at  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  the  number  of 
^uls  reached,  the  efficient  means  of  influence  em- 
ployed, the  abundance  of  the  fruits  gathered,  we  shall 
find  it  very  safe  to  say,  that  within  twenty  years  the  work 
has  increased  more  than  tenfold.  It  has  indeed  risen 
up  as  almost  a  new  work. 

Let  it  not  be  thought  invir'ious  or  indelicate  if  we  pre- 
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sent  two  or  three  examples.  They  are  more  impressive 
than  general  representations.  In  Trinity  ParisTt^  N.  Y., 
the  report  of  1853  for  the  parent  Chnrch  and  two  Chap- 
els, St.  Paul's  and  St.  John's,  includes  daily  services  in 
Trinity,  Communions  monthly  and  on  the  great  festi- 
vals, and  a  fair  return  of  collections  for  Canonical  ob- 
jects, for  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  Seamen 
very  good  returns  ;  but  there  is  no  mention  of  Schools 
for  the  Poor,  or  of  Mission  Chapels  for  the  Poor.  No 
doubt  the  corporation  was  doing  much  to  assist  feeble 
Churches  of  which  no  report  was  made.  In  1856  the  re- 
port was  much  the  same,  with  the  addition  of  Trinity 
Chapel.  In  1878  the  report  of  the  same  Parish  shows  a 
great  enlargement  of  work  ;  the  addition  of  two  free 
Chapels,  St.  Chrysostom  and  St.  Augustine,  besides  St. 
Cornelius  at  Fort  Columbus,  weekly  Communions  in  the 
Parent  Church  and  two  of  the  Chapels,  an  increase  of 
Clergy  for  work  among  the  poor,  229  Sunday- School 
teachers  and  Catechists,  2,764  scholars  ;  daily  Parish 
Schools,  free :  boys,  404 ;  girls,  264.  Industrial  Schools  : 
teachers,  123  ;  scholars,  2,050  ;  604  Baptisms,  against  174 
iu  1853  ;  323  Confirmed,  against  61  in  1853  ;  Communi- 
cants, 2,729,  against  700  in  1853.  Contributions  from  the 
people  nearly  ten-fold  what  they  were  in  1853.  But  the 
great  and  significant  change  is  in  Mission  work  in 
Schools  and  Chapels  among  the  poor.  In  St.  George's 
Parish  the  Sunday-School  work  was  always  large.  The 
report  of  1853  (the  new  Church  having  been  completed, 
occupied,  and  being  entirely  filled)  gives  700  Communi- 
cants, 1,100  children  in  the  Sunday-Schools,  a  Mission- 
ary who  visits  extensively  among  the  poor,  though  with- 
out a  Chapel,  a  Dorcas  Society,  distributing  garments 
very  largely,  a  Sewing  School,  maintained  by  ladies  on 
every  Saturday,  containing  170  girls,  and  a  daily  Parish 
School  for  the  poor  of  100  children.  To  these  may  be 
added  the  Rector's  sermons  and  lectures  at  the  average 
rate  of  four  a  week.  The  report  for  the  same  Parish  in 
1873  is  brief,  but  it  returns  2,000  Communicants,  against 
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700  in  1853,  2,000  children  in  the  schools,  for  the  1,100  in 
1853,  together  with  the  very  noteworthy  addition  of  three 
Mission  Chapels,  one  for  Germans  with  German  service, 
and  two  for  English  preaching  and  worship. 

I  might  institute  a  similar  comparison  in  the  case  of 
many  other  Parishes :  St.  Mark's,  Calvary,  St.  Thomas', 
Grace,  Ascension,  Incarnation,  St.  Clement's,  Holy  Com- 
munion, St.  Luke's,  Holy  Trinity,  St.  Ann's,  St.  Peter's, 
Transfiguration,  Holy  Apostles',  St.  John  the  Evangel- 
ist, St.  Michael's,  St.  Mary's,  and  so  of  the  rest,  for  they 
are  all  of  one  spirit.  In  each  and  all  of  these,  and  in 
many  others,  either  by  the  addition  of  Mission  Chapels 
or  by  the  enlargement  of  them,  or  by  employing  more 
Clerical  force  so  as  to  work  more  extensively  among  the 
poor,  or  by  the  erection  of  free  Churches,  or  by  the 
opening  of  daily  Schools,  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
has  been  extended  more  largely  to  the  poor,  to  those  who 
had  to  be  laboriously  sought  out  and  gathered  in ;  min- 
istrations for  consolation  and  relief  have  been  carried 
more  widely  among  strangers,  the  dispersed  and  hidden 
children  of  sin  and  suffering,  who  only  become  known 
and  accessible  because  sore  distress  has  overtaken  them. 

And  so  year  by  year  our  Christian  work  has  gone  out 
more  and  more  beyond  the  limits  of  the  comfortable 
Parish.  It  has  gone  out  to  the  highways  and  hedges. 
It  has  penetrated  into  the  dark  places  of  poverty,  ignor- 
ance, sin.  It  has  taken  the  friendless  by  the  hand.  The 
Church  has  sought  to  make  her  Ministry  more  like  that 
of  her  blessed  Master  and  Head,  looking  with  especial 
compassion  upon  those  who  to  the  world  seem  most  mis- 
erable and  most  absolutely  lost.  The  Church  and  the 
Parish  are  less  places  for  mere  reputable  preaching  and 
a  round  of  becoming  ministrations.  They  are  more  and 
more  centres  of  vast  complex  systems  of  all  embracing 
Christian  work,  in  which  laymen  and  laywomen,  the 
young  and  the  old,  bear  their  parts,  setting  no  limits  to 
their  researches  and  efforts,  and  caring  most  for  those 
who  most  need  care. 
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It  is  nnder  the  influence  of  these  larger  and  more  lov- 
ing views  of  Christian  duty  that  new  institutions  have 
sprung  up,  that  several  feeble  ones  have  rapidly  de- 
veloped into  greatly  increased  importance,  that  new 
ventures  of  faith,  new  lines  of  Christian  effort  have  been 
entered  upon.  St.  Barnabas'  House,  (a  part  of  the  work 
of  the  City  Mission,)  the  House  of  Mercy,  the  Midnight 
Mission,  the  Home  for  Incurables,  the  House  of  Rest  for 
Consumptives,  the  Asylum  for  the  Blind,  St.  Mary's 
Hospital  for  Children,  the  Sheltering  Arms,  the  House 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rockland  County,  the  Hospitals 
at  Poughkeepsie,  Yonkers  and  Newburgh,  the  Home  for 
Old  Men  and  Aged  Couples,  the  Church  Mission  to  Deaf 
Mutes,  are  all  new  within  the  last  twenty  years ;  while 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Orphans'  Home,  and  St.  Luke's 
Home  for  Aged  Indigent  Christian  Females,  which  twenty 
years  ago  were  in  their  infancy,  have  now,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God  upon  the  loving  zeal  of  our  Christian  people, 
risen  up  into  large  and  well-established  Institutions. 

In  the  mean  time  the  City  Mission  has  been  revived, 
and  through  its  Chapels  and  the  various  Institutions 
visited,  is  carrying  on  a  very  useful  work.  The  Sisters 
of  St.  Mary,  at  the  House  of  Mercy,  at  St.  Mary's  School, 
N.  Y.,  and  at  St.  Gabriel's,  Peekskill,  and  at  the  Orphan- 
age at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  where  tl^iey  last  year  braved 
the  pestilence,  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  St.  Barnabas'  House, 
have  won  all  hearts  that  were  near  enough  to  understand 
them,  by  their  patient  endurance,  their,  loving  zeal  and 
devotion. 

Indeed,  the  rapid  development  and  growth  of  woman's 
work  in  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  within  the  last  twenty 
years  has  been  remarkable.  Whether  as  associated  in 
organized  communities,  or  as  sepai-ate,  yet  recognised 
and  permanent  helpers  in  Parishes  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rector,  after  the  manner  of  Deaconesses,  or  as 
Christian  ladies,  retaining  their  ordinary  position  and 
relations  in  society,  yet,  in  a  spirit  of  active  beneficence 
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availing  themselves  of  leisure  to  speak  for  Christ  in 
prisons  and  among  the  poor  and  suffering,  they  have  in 
large  numbers  devoted  themselves  unobtrusively,  unre- 
servedly, to  arduous  Christian  work,  in  a  way  which 
^owed  that  they  sympathized  heart  and  soul  with  that 
more  expansive,  more  far-reaching,  more  self-denying 
Christian  spirit,  the  later  manifestations  of  which  I  have 
been  referring  to. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  the  Episcopal  office,  one  of 
my  very  first  cares  was  the  holding  of  a  conference  with 
a  few  Clergj^men  and  Laymen  at  a  friend's  house  on  the 
subject  of  Mission  work  among  the  poor  of  this  great 
city.  It  was  a  kind  of  work  in  which  I  had  long  been 
interested,  and  to  which  I  had  been  led  by  my  parochial 
experience  to  give  much  anxious  thought.  On  the  even- 
ing of  that  conference  I  pressed  the  geneml  subject, 
and  I  also  suggested  a  general  scheme  for  large,  organ- 
ized City  Mission  work.  It  was  warmly  received.  But 
I  was  never  the  devotee  of  theories  and  schemes  ;  and  as 
I  looked  around  me  in  this  city,  and  considered  the  po- 
sition and  relation  of  Clergy  and  Parishes,  I  preferred, 
instead  of  urging  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Mission 
House  for  a  number  of  Missionaries,  which  I  had  sug- 
gested, to  encourage  that  Mission  woi-k  from  strong 
parochial  centres,  which  has  since  been  so  largely  de- 
veloped. There  is,  of  course,  room  for  general  City 
Mission  work  under  the  ausi)ices  of  a  general  City  Mis- 
sion Society.  But  by  far  the  most  extensive  work  has 
been  carried  on  from  parochial  centres  and  under  pa- 
rochial diriH^tion. 

From  the  evening  of  that  first  private  conference,  to 
whicli  I  have  referred,  down  to  the  present  time,  Mission 
icork  among  the  poor  and  ni^glected  has,  perhaps,  occu- 
pied a  larger  space  in  my  addresses,  conversations  and 
sermons  than  any  other  branch  of  Christian  duty.  That 
the  nnnarkable  development  of  that  kind  of  Christian 
work  in  the  Diocese  during  the  last  twenty  years  is  due 
in  any  considerable  measure  to  the  words  of  its  Bishop 
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I  am  very  far  indeed  from  suggesting  or  supposing.  In 
this  city  something  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  circumstance 
that  the  influx  of  a  large  foreign  population  has  created 
of  late  years  an  urgent  demand  for  a  kind  of  Christian 
agency  which  was  not  so  mucli  called  for  in  former  days. 
But  increasing  needs,  arising  silently  in  an  unprece- 
dented w^ay,  are  not  always  met  in  a  correspondingly 
increased  spirit  of  love  and  devotion.  It  is  the  work 'of 
the  good  spirit  of  Grod.  It  is  a  part  of  that  general 
movement  toward  deeper  views  of  the  ministry  and  of 
the  work  of  the  Church  of  God  on  earth,  which  has  been 
stirring  within  the  last  thirty  or  forty  years  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  Church  of  England  through  all  her  borders, 
and  a  large  portion  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Church 
in  this  country. 

Every  one  will  understand  how  consoling  it  must  be 
to  a  Christian  Bishop,  how  grateful  to  all  zeal6us,  loving 
members  of  the  Church,  that  Christian  work  has  been 
growing  and  not  languishing  in  these  past  years — that 
Clergy  and  Laity — men  and  women  have  in  so  many  cases 
risen  to  higher  conceptions  of  the  privilege  and  duty  of 
living  for  Christ  in  the  work  of  His  Church.  Most  cer- 
tainly, in  looking  back  and  around  us  we  may  recognise 
short  comings  enough  to  keep  us  humble  ;  w^e  may  mark 
more  than  enough  of  deficiencies  yet  unprovided  for  to 
prevent  us  from  relaxing  in  the  fervency  of  our  prayers 
and  earnest  endeavors.  But  w^e  may  well  offer  our 
thanksgivings  for  past  blessings,  and  take  courage  for 
yet  larger  enterprises  of  love  and  mercy  in  the  future. 

While  this  Mission  work  and  other  Church  work  has 
been  advancing  in  the  city,  the  rural  portions  of  the 
Diocese  have  by  no  means  been  idle  or  stationary.  One 
county,  which  twenty  years  ago  had  two  Missionaries 
but  no  Church  edifice,  has  now  seven  Churches.  In 
Richmond  County,  Staten  Island,  five  new  Churches 
have  been  erected  ;  in  Dutchess  County,  twelve,  eight  of 
them  at  new  points  ;  in  Putnam^  two  ;  in  Ulster,  three  ; 
in  Orange,  seven ;  in  Westchester,  nineteen.     Many  of 
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these,  of  course,  were  for  Parishes  existing  previously. 
To  these  new  Churches  must  be  added  a  large  number 
both  in  town  and  country  that  have  been  very  consider- 
ably enlarged,  and  so  far  repaired  and  restored  as  to 
make  them  virtually  new  Churches.  In  several  cases,  in 
the  interior  of  the  Diocese,  we  have  been  indebted  for  an 
admirable  Church  edifice  to  the  munificence  of  a  single 
individual.  One  such,  erected  in  EUenville,  Ulster 
County,  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Humbert,  of  Brooklyn,  as  a  me- 
morial of  a  son,  who  departed  this  life  in  that  village,  I 
have  consecrated  within  a  few  weeks.  It  is  a  beautiful 
edifice,  in  a  region  of  country  where  it  was  much  needed, 
and  where  I  am  persuaded  it  will  exert  with  Grod's  bless- 
ing a  wide  influence  in  refining  and  elevating  the  religious 
feelings  of  the  people. 

I  cannot  close  this  imperfect,  and  yet,  as  I  fear,  too 
extended  review  of  Church  work  in  the  Diocese  during 
the  past  twenty  years  without  another  brief  reference  to 
St.  Stephen  s  Training  College,  Annandale — one  of  the 
most  important  Church  Institutions  in  the  country — 
whose  Warden  we  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to 
yesterday.  A  very  few  words  may  be  allowed,  i)erhaps, 
especially  at  this  crisis,  in  reference  to  its  origin.  It 
began  in  a  small  free  Church  school  and  mission,  estab- 
lished by  a  large  hearted  Layman  residing  at  Annaudale, 
which  from  the  fii-st  was  under  the  charge  of  a  young 
Clergyman  then  recently  ordained.  My  first  senices 
there  were  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  School  House.  On 
occasion  of  one  of  my  early  visits  I  went  to  one  of  the 
school  rooms,  to  be  present  while  one  of  the  classes, 
composed  of  the  larger  boys,  was  receiving  instruction 
by  the  young  Clergyman,  first  in  Latin,  and  then  in  some 
portions  of  early  Church  History.  I  was  much  struck 
by  the  beauty  and  thoroughness  of  the  instruction  given 
in  the  Latin  language,  but  still  more  by  the  clearness, 
simplicity  and  beauty  of  the  expositions  given  to  these 
boys  of  the  distinctions  in  principle  between  truth  and 
error    involved    in    the  condemnations  of  heresy  and 
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vindications  of  the  Truth  of  God  in  the  early  Councils  of 
the  Church.     On  my  return  to  the  house  of  my  friend, 
the  founder  and  supporter  of  that  Church  work,  I  stated 
to  him  the  strong  impression  made  upon  me  by  the 
character  of  the  instruction  I  had  witnessed.    And  I 
observed  that  it  would  be  nearly  as  easy  to  instruct 
twenty  boj^s  as  five,  and  that  without  any  very  large 
outlay  of  money,  without  any  very  loud  or  ambitious 
professions,  it  would  be  possible  to  slowly  establish  a 
young  JVas7iotahy  an  embryo  Institution,  which  in  time 
would  become  a  thing  of  great  importance  to  the  Church. 
An  enlargement  of  Church  work  speedily  followed.    A 
beautiful  and  costly  Church  was  erected,  and  that  having 
been  laid  in  ruins  by  fire  just  as  it  was  ready  for  con- 
secration, another  still  more  beautiful  was  erected  in  its 
place,  to  be  a  place  of  worship  for  the  neighboring  popu- 
lation, and  a  Chapel  for  the  coming  Institution.    The 
Work  developed  and  grew  and  took  shape,   until  St. 
Stephen's  Training  College,  for  the  education  of  young 
Dien  looking  to  the  sacred  ministry  of  the  Church,  had 
been  duly  organized  and  established  under  the  .charge  of 
the  young  Clergyman  to  whom  I  have  referred,  as  first 
Warden.    That  young  instructor,  that  first  Warden  of 
St.  Stephen's,  has  been  now  for  several  years  Professor 
of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the    General   Theological 
Seminary,  for  two  or  three  years  its  Dean  ad  inter iviy 
the  Rev.   George  F.  Seymour,  D.  D.,  whom  we  must 
now  speak  of  as  the  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of 
Illinois. 

St.  Stephen's  College  has  each  year  applicants  for 
every  room  it  can  provide.  A  considerable  number  of 
its  Alumni  are  already  in  Holy  Orders,  some  35,  doing 
earnest  work  in  the  Church  at  various  posts,  all  the  way 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  During  the  ensuing 
year  some  26  of  its  graduates  will  be  found  pursuing 
the  studies  and  training  for  the  Ministry  in  the  General 
Theological  Seminary.  It  is  an  Institution  for  which 
we  may  well  be  grateful,  and  I  have  a  good  hope  that 
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its  merits  will  be  fully  recognised,  and  that  at  some  not 
very  distant  day  large-minded  Christian  persons  will  be 
found  to  give  it  a  liberal  endowment. 

But  I  promised  at  the  outset,  that  after  giving  a  gen- 
eral view  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  and  its  work  in 
this  Diocese  during  the  twenty  years  of  my  Episcopate, 
I  would  say  a  very  few  words  respecting  the  aspects  of 
Church  life  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year.  The 
notice  must  necessarily  be  brief.  One  of  the  most  ob- 
vious means  of  estimating  the  vigor  of  Church  life,  the 
efficiency  and  thoroughness  of  her  ministrations,  is  to  be 
found,  of  course,  in  the  number  and  character  of  the  Con- 
firmations. In  comparing  the  work  of  two  given 
Parishes,  an  estimate  formed  merely  from  the  numbers 
confirmed  might  be  very  fallacious  and  unjust,  because, 
while  the  one  Parish,  from  its  position,  might  be  con- 
stantly undergoing  changes,  receiving  accessions  of 
strangers,  which  furnish  materials  for  large  Confirmation 
classes,  the  other  Parish,  from  its  pbsitipn,  having  a  con- 
gregation which  changes  little,  and  which  consists  large- 
ly of  persons  who  are  already  confirmed  and  Communi- 
cants, may  have  comparatively  few  to  be  called  to  that 
holy  rite.  But  comparing  the  \cliole  Diocese  one  year 
with  another,  the  numbers  confirmed  will  furnish  an 
useful  exponent  of  Church  activity  and  progress.  In 
the  year  1853,  my  predecessor,  after  his  first  visitation 
of  the  Diocese,  including  all  the  Parishes  but  three,  and 
when  the  Diocese  had  not  been  fully  visited  in  the  years 
immediately  preceding,  reported  the  then  unprecedented 
number  of  2,700.  Some  of  these  probably  were  accumu- 
lations of  previous  years,  for  in  his  second  year,  which 
he  had  nearly  completed,  the  number  confirmed  was 
1,427.  In  1868,  just  previous  to  the  division  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  confirmations  reported  by  me  were  3,930,  more 
than  1,200  above  the  confirmations  reported  under  favor- 
able circumstances  in  1853.  Since  the  division  of  the 
Diocese  the  confirmations  have  ranged  not  far  from 
25  and  2,000.     Last  year  they  were  2,485.     This  year 
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tliey  have  been  3,083,  nearly  500  in  excess  of  any  year 
since  the  division.     The  number  would  have  been  some- 
"virhat  larger  but  for  providential  circumstances,  which, 
for  a  time,  forbade  long  and  distant  visitations.    As  it 
"was,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  Florida,  who  confirmed  in  two  Churches  for 
me,  and  of  the  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Tcfzer,  late  of  Central 
Africa,  who  made  five  visitations  for  me,  including  one 
ordination  and  several  confirmations,  all  my  actual  ap- 
pointments were  duly  met,  and  all  actual  requests  for 
visitations  were  complied  with.     I  would  have  made 
some  further  appointments  had  they  seemed  to  be  ur- 
gently required.     A  number  of  Parishes  I  shall  hope  to 
visit,  God  willing,  after  the  close  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

The  natural  desire  of  a  large  portion  of  the  Clergy  in  and 

near  the  city  to  have  their  confirmations  take  place  in  the 

Lenten  or  Easter  Season,  leads  to  a  crowding  together  of 

appointments  in  that  portion  of  the  year.    In  eight  days, 

including  Holy  Week  and  Easter  Sunday,  there  were 

22  visitations,  and  752  persons  confirmed.     In  forty  days, 

in  portions  of  March  and  April,  I  had  sixty  visitations, 

and  the  number  of   persons  confirmed  was  1,693.     I 

preached  on  an  average  about  twice  a  week,  and  for  the 

rest  contented  myself  with  somewhat  extended  addresses. 

This  rapid  succession  of  visitations  in  one  portion  of 

the  year  has  been  in  no  way  disagreeable  or  inconvenient 

to  me.    They  never  before  were  so  thickly  accumulated  as 

daring  the  late  spring  season,  and  I  never  passed  through 

them  with  less  wear  and  tear  of  body  and  mind,  or  with 

more  satisfaction.     It  was  enough  for  me  that  the  wishes 

of  the  Clergy  were  met,  and  that  my  daily,  hourly  duties 

kept  me  constantly  in  the  very  thickest  of  Church  life, 

in  the  very  midst  of  her  chiefest  joys  and  triumphs. 

For  what  can  be  a  higher  or  purer  joy — what  can  be  a 

more  heart-cheering  triumph,  than  to  see  multitudes  of 

souls  won  for  Christ,  won  to  holy  purposes,  and  to  the 

solemn  consecration   of   themselves  to  the  Lord  that 
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bought  them — to  see  them  sealed,  and  blessed,  and 
strengthened  for  a  heavenly  calling !  What  more  ani- 
mating and  uplifting  to  the  heart  of  a  Chief  Pastor,  than 
to  pass  rapidly  from  one  to  another  of  Christ's  minister- 
ing servants,  to  see  them  in  the  presence  of  their  flocks, 
in  the  veiy  act  of  gathering  in  the  fruits  of  their  labors, 
or  the  fruits  of  Gc^'s  gracious  work,  and  to  note  their 
loving  zeal  and  devotion  :  sometimes,  perhaps,  the 
yearning  of  their  hearts  after  some  who  had  held  back 
from  the  proffered  blessing  !  It  was  a  continual  exhilara- 
tion, a  course  of  duty  and  grateful  service  which  any 
Christian  Bishop  might  well  be  content  to  live  and  die 
in. 

And  here,  my  dear  Brethren,  is  what  I  wished  to  say 
respecting  the  state  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year. 
I  have  seen  a  great  deal  of  hard  clerical  work  in  this 
Diocese  during  the  past  twenty  years.  But  I  never  saw, 
and  I  never  expect  to  see,  during  my  remaining  days, 
nobler  examples  of  true  Christian  love  and  zeal,  of  in- 
tense devotion  to  ministerial  duty,  of  painstaking  care 
for  the  welfare  of  the  flocks  committed  to  their  care,  on 
the  right  hand  and  on  the  left,  among  men  of  all  phases 
of  theological  thought,  (no  monopoly  of  zeal  anywhere, 
in  any  corner,)  than  I  saw  made  manifest  by  many  tokens 
among  the  Clergy  during  my  visitations  in  the  past  sea- 
son. The  whole  Diocese  seemed  in  a  glow.  Such  a 
tiling  as  clerical  apathy,  as  an  easy,  superficial,  perfunc- 
tory, professional  tone,  would  have  been  an  anomaly, 
very  hard  to  find. 

I  might  refer  to  many  facts  corroborative  of  what  I 
myself  saw  and  heard  in  my  communications  with  the 
Clergy,  but  it  would  carry  me  too  far.  I  content  myself 
with  speaking  from  the  standpoints  which  I  occupied 
in  my  visitations  ;  and  I  do  most  fervently  render  thanks 
to  Almighty  God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  that  the 
great  body  of  the  Clergy,  and  so  many  laymen  and 
women  have  been  moved  to  such  loving  zeal  and  fidelity' 
in  the  Master's  service.     No  doubt  the  most  zealous 
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would  acknowledge  themselves  unprofitable  servants. 
No  doubt  the  most  grateful  for  mercies  bestowed  upon 
the  Church  would  still  proclaim  that  there  are  de- 
ficiencies and  short  comings — that  there  are  works  that 
need  to  be  undertaken — important  institutions  and 
enterprises  that  deserve  and  ought  to  be  better  sus- 
tained. Nevertheless,  we  do  feel  bound  to  profess  most 
tbankf ully  our  conviction  that  in  this  Diocese  there  has 
been,  and  is  now  advancing,  a  marked  growth  of  spiritual 
life,  an  increase  of  energy  in  pious  and  charitable 
works. 

I  believe  that  other  Dioceses  in  this  country  may  say 
something  of  the  same  kind.  And  how  is  it,  my  dear 
Brethren,  with  our  Mother  Church  of  England?  An 
able  and  well  informed  Clergyman  of  that  Church  de- 
clared recently  that  there  never  were  so  many  earnest 
Communicants  in  the  Church  of  England  as  at  tliis 
present  time.  An  eminent  statesman  of  England,  well 
acquainted  at  least  with  the  general  condition  of  the 
Church  in  that  country,  speaking  certainly  .at  that  time 
without  any  party  object  to  serve,  declared,  in  reference 
to  the  idea  of  the  Church  being  in  danger,  that  a  Church 
is  in  danger  when  there  is  little  life  in  her — when  she  is 
languid  and  indolent,  faithless  to  her  great  charge  of 
souls — too  much  in  love  with  the  world  ;  that,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Church  of  England  was  remarkably  full  of 
religious  life  and  activity  and  good  w^orks,  and  that  of 
such  a  Church  there  need  be  no  fear.  Another  great 
statesman  of  p]ngland,  an  earnestly  religious  man,  by 
his  position  thrown  for  many  years  into  intimate  rela- 
tions with  the  Clergy  and  the  Church,  declared,  within  a 
few  weeks,  in  his  place  in  Parliament,  that  it  was  next 
to  impossible  for  any  young  man  to  conceive  of  the 
change  for  the  better  which  had  taken  place  in  the 
Church  of  England  within  the  last  forty  yi^ars.  He  gave 
a  dark  picture  of  what  the  Church  was  before  the  begin- 
ning of  that  forty  years  ;  and  then,  speaking  from  his 

own  intimate  knowledge,  he  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to

the  devotion,  the  untiring  zeal  and  fidelity  of  the  great 
body  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Church.  Indeed,  it  is  no  mat- 
ter of  opinion.  Facts  demonstrate  the  truth.  In  an 
hundred  forms  the  activities  of  the  Church  of  England 
make  themselves  apparent  to  every  candid  and  intelli- 
gent eye ;  the  Churches  erected  by  single  individuals, 
the  labors  among  the  Poor,  the  crowded  and  earnest 
Communions,  the  leading  and  active  part  taken  by  many 
of  the  nobility  and  gentry  in  all  religious  and  charitable 
undertakings — these  and  other  like  evidences  of  spiritual 
life  make  England  at  this  day  a  remarkable  country. 

In  my  first  address  to  the  Convention  in  1865,  being 
led  by  a  case  of  discipline  to  touch  the  subject,  I  said, 
"  it  must,  I  think,  be  confessed  by  every  enlightened  ob- 
server, that  the  movement  which  has  occurred  in  the 
Anglican  Church  within  twenty  years  is  the  most  ener- 
getic and  the  most  important  of  any  which  has  been  wit- 
nessed in  that  branch  of  the  Church  since  the  period  of 
the  Reformation." 

Having  described  the  origin  and  character  of  the  move- 
ment, and  the  living  practical  fruits  it  had  produced,  I 
added,  '*  these  are  some  of  the  abundant  tokens,  not  that 
all  which  has  been  written  is  true  ;  but  that  the  Church, 
as  a  whole,  has  arisen  and  shaken  herself  from  the  dust, 
set  herself  to  a  new  and  more  glorious  warfare  against 
the  powers  of  darkness." 

Care  was  taken  in  that  address  to  recognise  the  obvi- 
ous truth,  that  in  every  great  movement  in  the  Church, 
however  legitimate  and  salutary  in  itself,  there  were 
likely  to  be  tendencies  to  excess  that  would  affect  more 
or  less  a  number  of  partial  and  unstable  minds ;  and  that 
while  the  great  body  of  the  Church  might  gain  im- 
measurably from  the  movement,  a  few  individuals,  look- 
ing only  at  one  side  of  truth,  or  one  set  of  half  truths, 
might  be  hurried  into  extremes,  and  borne  away  to  re- 
volve around  a  new  and  strange  centre.  I  referred  to 
certain  secessions  from  the  Church,  and  I  said,  "who, 
for  one  moment,  would  weigh  her  losses  against  her 
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gains?  Who  that  comprehends  what  the  Anglican 
Church  is  now,  and  what  she  was  thirty  years  ago, 
would  be  willing  to  carry  her  back  to  that  state  of  com- 
parative formalism  and  superficiality  for  the  sake  of 
having  restored  to  her  ten  times  the  talent  and  learning 
which  she  has  lost?  What  intelligent  theologian  can 
doubt  that  the  Church,  with  her  present  expansion  and 
moral  enei-gy,  and  her  true  appreciation  of  her  own 
principles,  is  more  than  ever  stable  in  her  position,  and 
the  great  bulwark  of  the  truth  of  God  against  the  errors 
and  corruptions  of  Romanism  ?" 

Since  those  words  were  spoken  and  placed  on  record 
nineteen  years  ago,  the  Church  of  England  has  gone  on 
developing,  deepening,  extending  her  great  work  in  the 
way  I  have  briefly  described.  Her  great  Statesmen  and 
her  eminent  Clergy  gratefully  recognise  the  fact.  But, 
in  the  meantime,  those  tendencies  to  excess  in  a  few 
minds  which  I  have  referred  to  as  sure  to  accompany 
and  follow  every  great  movement  in  the  Church,  how- 
ever salutary  it  may  be  in  itself,  have  been  appearing  in 
the  Church  of  England  among  a  few  men  in  the  shape  of 
high  wrought  statements  on  some  points  of  doctrine,  and 
in  the  shape  of  what  may  justly  be  termed  excessive 
ceremonial.  I  say,  ''among  a  few  men,"  for  out  of  15 
or  20,000  Clergymen  the  number  of  these  extremists  is 
exceedingly  small — so  small  that  a  well-informed  person 
has  significantly  expressed  it,  by  asserting  that  all  their 
names  might  be  written  upon  a  very  small  sheet  of  note 
paper.  And  some  of  that  small  number  are  admitted 
to  be  singularly  self-denying  laborers  in  the  most  de- 
plorably squalid  and  miserable  portions  of  London  and 
of  other  towns,  and  they  are  recognised  as  being  pecu- 
liarly forcible  and  impressive  Preachers  of  the  great 
central  vital  truths  of  the  Gospel. 

In  the  meantime,  such  has  been  the  effect  of  the  earn- 
est, affectionate,  self-denying,  pains-taking  Ministry  of 
the  great  body  of  the  Clergy,  that  tens  and  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  the  people  who  had  been  alienated  from 
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the  Church,  or  who  had  been  born  in  the  ranks  of  dis- 
sent, have  been  drawn  by  sympathy  with  her  loving 
zeal  into  her  fold,  and  are  now  worshipping  with  rejoic- 
ing hearts  around  her  altars.  Secessions  from  the 
Church  are  much  rarer  than  they  were  twenty-five  and 
thuty  years  ago,  and  where  the  Church  is  losing  one  she 
is  gaining  a  hundred. 

I  do  not  wonder  at  tlie  indignant  exclamation  of  that 
great,  that  earnestly  religious  statesman,  in  the  House 
of  Commons  of  England,  when  vindicating  the  great 
body  of  the  Clergy,  when  pointing  out  the  extraordinary 
changes  for  the  better  which  had  taken  place  within  forty 
years,  he  said,  in  that  great  assembly,  in  the  face  of  the 
English  nation  :  "I  will  never  allow  the  eccentricities  of 
a  handful  of  Ritualists  to  make  me  forget  the  exti'aor- 
dinary  merits  of  the  great  body  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Church  of  England." 

The  beneficed  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  are  in 
a  very  different  position  from  the  Clergy  of  the  Church 
in  this  country.  They  have  a  legal  title  to  their  place 
and  their  living.  They  are  independent  of  the  people  of 
the  congregation,  so  far  as  any  Rector  can  be  said  to  be 
independent  of  the  flock  to  which  he  ministers.  They 
may,  if  so  minded,  (a  thing  not  likely  to  occur  often 
anywhere,)  they  may  introduce  services  unacceptable  to 
the  majority  of  the  congregation,  with  a  degree  of  impu- 
nity not  often  possible  with  us.  And  so  there  may  have 
been  arguments  in  favor  of  restrictive  legislation  for  the 
English  Clergy,  which  have  no  application  here.  What- 
ever those  arguments  were,  they  seem  not  to  have  been 
satisfactory  to  many  of  the  ablest  of  the  Laity  or  to  the 
great  body  of  the  Clergy.  They  did  not  think  it  right, 
for  the  sake  of  reaching  a  very  few  eccentric  men,  to 
enact  a  law  which  would  render  every  Clergyman  liable 
to  be  harassed  by  petty  prosecutions  whenever  it  should 
happen  to  please  a  few  ignorant,  evil-minded  laymen, 
and  suit  the  caprice  of  an  intolerant  Bishop.  The  ques- 
tion, however,  lies  beyond  our  province.    That  the  Law 
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was  brought  forward  from  the  purest  motives,  no  one  can 
doubt  who  knows  any  thing  of  its  authors.     And  that, 
in  a  greatly  modified  and  improved  forni,  it  ultimately 
passed  by  a  large  majority,  can  surprise  no  one  who 
considers  the  character  of  a  Legislature,  almost  wholly  • 
secular,  wholly  so  in  one  of  its  branches,  and  little  con- 
versant, a  large  portion  of  them,  with  just  views  of  eccle- 
siastical subjects.     Still  less  can  the  passage  of  such  a 
bill,  through  such  a  Legislature,  to  control  the  action  of 
a  body  of  Clergy,  in  a  peculiarly  independent  position, 
be  deemed  a  matter  of  surprise  by  any  one,  w^ho  duly 
considers  the  extraordinary  means  employed  in  England 
to  agitate  the  public  mind  and  create  alarm  on  the  sub- 
ject of  supposed  designs  against  the  existing  constitution 
of  Church  and  State  in  that  country.    The  whole  history 
of  the  Church  scarcely  affords  an  example  of  disturb- 
ance, of  acrimonious  exaggeration  so  general,  proceed- 
ing from  causes  so  inconsiderable,  as  that  which  we  have 
seen  in  England  and  in  this  country  within  the  last  few 
years.     Notwithstanding  the  fact,  to  which  I  have  re- 
ferred, that  secessions  from  the  Church,  in  the  direction 
of  Rome,  have  been  of  late  much  fewer  than  they  were 
twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  and  that  secessions  have 
been  more  than  counterbalanced  by  accessions,  yet  such 
has  been  the  activity  employed  in  selecting  a  few  ex- 
treme statements,  statements  often  capable  of  an  inno- 
cent interpretation,  but  very  liable  to  be  misunderstood 
by  ill-informed  persons ;  such  has  been  the  activity  in 
selecting  such  statements  and  others  grossly  offensive, 
often  from  writers  who  really  represent  nobody  but 
themselves,  (a half-dozen  individuals,)  activity  in  keeping 
those  offensive  statements  passing  and  repassing  before 
the  public  mind,  along  with  partial  and  colored  descrip- 
tions of  ceremonial,  in  a  very  few  Churches,  (I  have  my- 
self been  reported  as  having  officiated  in  Scarlet  Robes  I) 
such  has  been  the  unwearied  persevemnce  and  the  bit- 
terness with  which  many  agents  have  helped  to  keep 
these  chimeras  before  the  world,  before  thousands  of 
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the  quiet  families  of  the  Church,  that  no  small  numbeir 
of  ill-informed  people  have  been  persuaded  that  thera 
was  serious  occasion  for  alarm. 

Undoubtedly  it  is  the  impemtive  duty  of  the  religious 
•  journalist,  of  the  head  of  the  parish,  of  the  theological 
Professor,  of  the  head  of  the  Diocese,  to  expose  errors 
whicli  have  invaded,  or  which  threaten  to  invade  the 
Church,  and  to  vindicate  the  truth  of  God.    But  among 
considerate  Church  teachers  of  every  class  and  degree, 
there  will  be  a  j  ust  proportion  between  tlie  tone  of  those  ex- 
posures and  vindications,  between  the  prominence  given 
to  tliem,  the  time  and  space  allowed  to  them,  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  peril.     Because,  while  it  is  the  duty  of 
all  who  are  in  positions  of  influence  or  authority  to  warn 
the  Church  against  error,  it  is  also  their  duty,  and  a 
great  and  momentous  duty  it  is,  to  protect  the  Church 
from  being  unnecessarily  disturbed  by  idle  or  exaggera- 
ted alarms.     The  quiet  devout  families  of  the  Church, 
the  weary,  overburdened  members  of  our  flock,  who  are 
trying,  often  in  loneliness  and  sorrow,  to  do  their  duty, 
to  starve  God  in  peace,  to  find  some  comfort  and  rest  for 
their  souls,  they  have  a  right  to  demand  of  us  that  we 
feed  them  with  food  convenient  for  them,  that  we  lift  up 
their  hearts  above  the  perturbations  of  the  world,  and, 
above  all,  that  we  do  not  arouse  their  angry  passions 
without  cause,  nor  afflict  them  with  anxieties  and  fears, 
when  there  is  no  need.     Whenever  we  contribute  beyond 
reason  to  fill  the  Church  with  suspicions  and  jealousies 
and  acrimonious  divisions,  in  just  .such  proportion  do  we 
trouble  the  j^ieace  of  lu»r  children,  interfere  with  tlieir 
spiritual  edihcation  and  growth  in  grace,  prevent  them 
from  dealing  earnestly  and  truly  with  their  own  souls, 
in  just  such  proportion  do  we  cripple  and  vitiate  the 
whoh*  wi>rk  of  the  Church,  in  pivaching  Christ  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  in  carrying  on  her  warfare  against  the 
world,  the  flesh  and  the  l>evil.     If  the  means  and  agen- 
cies i»mi>loyiHl  in  spnniding  criminations  and  recrimina- 
tions— in  sending  far  and  wide  unintentional  misconcep- 
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t  ions  and  misrepresentations — if  these  means  and  agen- 
cies were  employed  in  pressing  home  the  truth  and  love 
of  Christ  upon  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  men,  in 
l^indling  a  fire  of  love,  zeal,  devotion — in  laying  bare 
the  corruption  prevailing  in  glittering  places — if  they 
¥vere  employed  with  all  their  might  in  turning  perishing 
souls  away  from  the  idolatry  of  wealth  and  pleasure 
and  fashion,  to  the  service  of  the  Lord  that  bought  them, 
and  is  soon  to  judge  them— I  say,  if  all  the  means  and 
agencies  now  in  large  measure  so  cruelly  misused,  were 
used  with  a  more  heavenly  wisdom  and  grace,  what  a 
mighty  accession  of  power,  and  influence,  and  honor, 
would  come  to  the  Church  of  God. 

And  here  is  a  consideration  which  it  is  hard  to  keep 
out  of  one's  mind,  but  which  it  is  by  no  means  pleasant 
to  dwell  upon,  either  in  public  or  in  one's  own  thoughts 
in  secret.     This  Church,  of  which,  through  the  mercy  of 
God,  we  have  the  privilege  of  being  members,  which  we 
all  profess  to  love,  and  no  doubt  do  love  fervently,  is 
not  alone  on  the  earth.     She  is  not  speaking  her  words 
and  doing  her  work  with  none  but  the- eye  of  God  upon 
lier.     If  she  were,  it  would  still  become  her  to  take  heed 
to  her  ways,  and  all  her  members  to  consider  well  what 
will  be  most  conducive  to  her  peace  and  edification.    But 
our  dear  Church  here  on  earth  is  not  alone.     She  has  to 
speak  her  words  and  to  do  her  work  in  the  presence  of 
witnesses  and  spectators.     On  the  right  hand  and  on  the 
left  are  religious  bodies  with  their  eyes  upon  us,  their 
ears  wide  open  to  hear,  what  we  ourselves  say  of  each 
other  and  of  our  own  internal  state.     If  we  give  our- 
selves a  bad  character  beyond  the  truth  of  things,  it  is 
very  doubtful  whether  those  exterior  bodies,  on  the  one 
side  or  on  the  other,  will  have  the  knowledge  or  the  dis- 
position to  reject  our  testimony  against  ourselves,  or  to 
reduce  that  testimony  from  what  is  exaggerated  to  what 
is  real  and  true.     If  any  membor  of  this  Church  do 
allow  himself,  through  passion,  through  prejudice  and 
ignorance,  through  personal  malevolence,  to  say  what  is 
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untrue  of  another  member  of  the  Charch  or  of  a  whole 
class  of  members,  and  so  defame  the  Chnrch,  give  her 
the  cliaracter  of  having  within  her  evils  which  she  has 
not  in  any  such  measure  as  is  vaguely  conveyed,  or  dis- 
tinctly asserted,  then,  besides  other  grievous  injuries, 
he  helps  to  lower  his  own  Communion  in  tlie  estimation 
of  exterior  bodies,  and  to  lessen  her  influence  for  good, 
her  power  of  winning  those  who  need  her  guidance  and 
her  blessings. 

I  know  it  may  be  said  that  the  most  effectual  way  to 
still  the  loud  voice  of  censure  in  tiie  Church  is  to  restrain 
the  offences  that  provoke  them.  Yet  tlie  question  will 
still  return,  whether  many  of  the  supposed  offences  are 
not  imaginary,  and  whether  those  that  really  exist  do 
not  come  very  far  short  of  forming  any  justification  for 
the  use  that  is  made  of  them. 

But,  of  course,  what  sort  of  statements  respecting  men 
and  things,  respecting  opinions  and  practices  in  the 
Church  shall  be  put  forth,  and  made  the  staple  of  public 
discourse,  must  be  left  in  large  measure  to  individual 
judgment  and  conscience.  No  doubt  there  is  room  for 
much  difference  of  opinion  and  practice  in  subordinate 
things,  and  that  without  any  violation  of  essential 
unity. 

And  here,  my  dear  Brethren,  I  must  speak  to  you  in 
a  more  personal  way,  though  the  first  person  has  been 
already  used  more  than  suited  the  feelings  of  the  speak- 
er. Many  persons  in  official  positions  have  spoken  in 
their  respective  spheres  witliout  reserve.  In  the  place 
which  I  occupy,  and  at  a  moment  like  the  present,  I  do 
not  think  it  would  become  me,  or  be  consistent  with  my 
duty,  to  keep  silence  as  to  my  definite  position  and  views. 
No  one  can  be  more  sensible  of  the  responsibility  which 
attaches  to  his  words  and  actions  than  I  am.  The  re- 
sponsibility is  fully  accepted,  not  without  earnest  prayer, 
that  the  feeblest  and  most  unworthy  of  God's  servants 
may  be  guided  into  all  needful  truth,  and  enabled  to 
speak  it  in  love. 
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As  you  may  well  suppose,  my  dear  BrethreD,  there  is 
Nothing  to  tell  which  ought  not  to  be  already  well  known 
tro  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Church  at  large,  so  far  as  the 
CJhurch  at  large  may  choose  to  concern  itself  about  the 
x-iews  of  the  present  Bishop  of  New- York.  From  the 
lirst  day  of  coming  into  the  Episcopate  unto  this  hour,  I 
liave  spoken  out  in  the  plainest  way  in  regard  to  the 
great  fundamental  principles  of  the  Church  and  of  the 
Oospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  In  my  first 
Ipiscopal  Address,  some  words  of  which  have  just  now 
"been  recalled  to  your  recollection,  I  said  enough  to  make 
it  clearly  apparent  what  elements  (including,  of  course, 
a  true  faith  and  a  valid  Ministry)  I  thought  essential  to 
the  fullest  spiritual  life  of  the  Church  and  to  its  best  in- 
fluence in  the  world. 

On  subsequent  occasions,  in  times  of  agitation,  (and 
when,  with  certain  minds,  has  there  not  been  agitation  ?) 
I  pointed  out  the  absolute  security  under  God  for 
the  unchangeableness  and  stability  of  the  Church.  Pa- 
pal Rome  on  the  one  side  might  change,  and  had  changed 
deplorably  within  our  memory,  because  she  guides  her- 
self by  her  living  authorities,  and  so  may  add  new  arti- 
cles to  the  faith  whenever  she  pleases.  The  denomina- 
tions on  the  other  side  might  change,  as  many  parts  of 
Germany  and  Switzerland  and  New-England  had  chang- 
ed, because  they  guide  themselves  by  the  prevailing  in- 
dividual opinion,  and  so  may  change  the  rule  of  faith 
whenever  the  majority  of  the  congregation  desire  it.  Far 
diflferent  from  both  of  those  conditions  of  existence  the 
Church  of  our  love,  the  whole  Anglican  Communion,  re- 
mains, through  the  great  goodness  of  God,  through  all 
revolutions  of  opinion  around  her,  immovably  fixed  in 
her  position,  so  far  as  her  faith  and  order  and  her  great 
leading  principles  are  concerned,  because  she  is  pledged 
to  an  everlasting  confonnity  to  one  and  the  same  invari- 
able standard :  the  eternal,  immutable  Word  of  God. 
She  is  pledged  to  confonnity  to  the  A\-  ord  of  God,  not  as 
that  word  may  chance  to  be  interpreted  by  one  or  an- 
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other  school  of  theologians  in  these  later  ages,  interpre- 
ted in  a  sense  unknown  in  the  first  ages ;  but  she  is 
pledged  to  conformity  to  the  Word  of  God  in  the  sense 
in  which  it  was  received  and  witnessed  to,  so  far  as  vital 
matters  were  concerned,  by  the  whole  early  undivided 
Church. 

Very  often  reference  has  been  made  to  the  absolute 
certainty  as  well  as  stability  thus  given  to  the  truth  of 
God  as  it  is  held  in  the  Church,  ready  for  the  use  of  all 
her  children.  It  is  quite  wonderful,  and  yet  not  won- 
derful, how  those  who  have  been  weary  wanderers  amid 
the  wild  conflicting  opinions  in  the  world,  when  they 
come  intelligently  into  the  Church,  become  at  once  con- 
scious of  a  new  feeling  of  repose  and  assurance  of  heart, 
in  a  great  rest  as  to  the  certainty  of  the  truth. 

No  doubt  these  unchangeable  principles  of  the  Church 
may  be  held  in  one  spirit,  or  in  another  and  very  differ- 
ent spirit.  The  light  and  the  associations  spread  over 
them  and  giving  them  character,  may  be  of  one  tone  or 
anotlier.  That  tone  may  approach  the  spirit  and  temper 
of  the  sects,  or  it  may  partake  more  largely  of  the  primi- 
tive ethos^  deeper,  broader,  more  genial — the  visible  ab- 
sorbed into  and  tilled  with  the  supernatural,  and  invested 
with  all  the  tender,  soul-moving  characters  that  come 
from  the  presence  of  our  dear  Lord  on  earth,  and  from 
the  ages  of  martyrs  and  confessors.  The  truths  and 
principles  are  unchanged  ;  but  the  spirit  in  which  they 
are  held  and  used  may  vary,  and  has  often  varied.  The 
visible  Cross  ever  signifies  the  same  thing  ;  but  under 
one  set  of  circumstances  it  may  move  a  multitude  to 
tears,  under  another  set  of  circumsfcinces  it  may  convert 
them  into  an  angry  mob. 

In  my  Address  of  1868  I  referred  to  the  great  improve- 
ment which  had  taken  place  in  the  worship  of  the  Church 
within  twenty-five  years  ;  a  tendency  to  greater  outward 
reverence  ;  to  more  becoming  arrangements  in  the  sacred 
edifice  ;  to  more  tender  care  and  order,  and  a  more 
inspiring  glow  and  animation  in  the  services.     Not  a 
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single  principle  had  been  in  any  way  changed,  but  yet 
the  whole  worship  of  the  Church  had  been  made  more 
wliat  it  ought  to  be. 

At  the  time  of  the  lirst  separate  organization  of  the 
Church  in  this  country,  the  externals  of  public  religious 
service  liad  necessarily  been  in  a  very  crude  and  neglected 
state.    Scarcely  any  congregation  in  this  Diocese  would 
now  be  content  with  what  was  then  very  common.    In 
those  observations  in  1868  I  pointed  out  what  a  grievous 
injury  it  would  have  been  to  the  Church  in  subsequent 
years ;  what  an  impediment  to  its  life  and  growth  ;  what 
discontent  and  violation  of  law  would  have  risen  up  in  the 
Church  had  our  first  General  Conventions  been  so  short- 
sighted and  so  unwise  as  to  attempt,  by  a  system  of 
severe,  minute,  restrictive  legislation,  to  fasten  upon  the 
Church  for  all  time  the  crude,  sordid  forms  and  arrange- 
ments of  that  pioneer  period.    Nevertheless,  wiiile  I 
exposed  the  fallacy  of  a  somewhat  popular  notion,  that 
much  regard  for  the  outward  and  visible  things  of  Re- 
ligion weakens  our  interest  in  tlie  inward  and  spiritual, 
showing  that  the  contrary  is  true,  and  that  the  main- 
tainance  of  Religion  in  the  heart  of  man,  and  in  its  place 
of  influence  in  the  world,  depends  largely  upon  the  de- 
cency and  becoming  state  observed  in  the  public  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  I  yet  strongly  deprecated  excess  in 
outward  ceremonial,  or  the  introduction  of  any  novel 
forms  of  observance,  which  by  their  foreign  aspects  and 
associations  might  give  unnecessary  offence  ;  might  give 
rise  to  misconstructions  ;  or  by  their  too  minute,  me- 
chanical details  take  off  the  thoughts  of  the  worshippers 
from  the  supreme,  spiritual  realities  of  their  appearing 
before  God. 

Finally,  in  the  Address  of  1871,  in  dealing  with  the 
important  subject  of  woman's  work  in  the  Church,  and 
especially  with  that  work  as  carried  on  in  organized  asso- 
ciations of  women,  in  sisterhoods — a  thing  wliich,  al- 
though primitive,  is  now,  within  twenty  or  thirty  years, 
only  just  springing  up — after  having  been,  for  long  years. 
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or  rather  centuries,  in  abeyance  in  out  branch  of  the 
Church,  and  which,  therefore,  is  obnoxious  prejudice  in 
many  quarters,  which,  indeed,  may  almost  be  said  to  be 
still  on  its  trial ;  in  doing  this,  I  called  attention  to  the 
obvious  consideration,  that,  in  a  great  movement  and 
conflict  like  that  of  the  Anglican  Reformation,  struggling 
to  cast  oflf  Papal  usurpation,  and  to  sweep  utterly  away 
the  onerous  and  corrupt  additions  to  faith  and  practice 
of  mediaeval  times,  it  would  unavoidably  happen,  that 
some  innocent  and  even  useful  things  would,  from  the 
excitement  of  the  contest,  and  the  violence  of  the  recoil, 
be  condemned  and  cast  oflf  along  with  the  really  evil 
things,  there  would  be  a  temporary  loss  of  some  good, 
which  in  time  would  be  reclaimed.     These  incidental 
effects  of  the  Reformation  were  much  less  serious  in 
England  than  on  the  continent,  where  they  were  grievous 
and  permanent.     But  even  in  the  Anglican  Church,  for 
long  years  after  the  Reformation,  we  can  recognise  a 
state  of  feeling  and  practice  with  regard  to  certain  things, 
which  would  not  have  been  found   in  the  primitive 
Church.     These  deficiencies  and  ])rejudices  were  not  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  make  us  regret  the  Reformation. 
No  !  a  thousand  times  no  !    But  those  deficiencies  and 
prejudices  were  of  such  a  nature  that  any  candid  ob- 
server, comprehending  the  true  spirit  of  Christianity  and 
of  the  early  Church,    would  say,   the  English  Church 
would  be  none  the  worse,  but  much  better,  loftier  in  her 
spirit  and  tone,  more  efficient  :n  her  work,  more  secure 
in  her  position,  if  she  would  rise  above  her  prejudices 
against  innocent  things,  if  she  would,  in  a  brave  large 
spirit,  supply  to  her  living  working  system  what  she 
finds  lacking  in  it,  if  she  would  judge  of  things  less  by 
their  mere  unlikeness  to  media^valism,  and  more  by  their 
resemblance  to  the  Gospel,  as  exemplified  in  the  life 
and  work  of  the  Primitive  Church.     In  a  word,  my  lead- 
ing thought  was,  that  what  we  greatly  needed  to  give  us 
the  dignity,  the  magnanimity,  the  freedom  and  efficiency 
of  action,  the  assured  confidence  and  repose  of  spirit  of 
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a  true  branch  of  the  holy  Apostolic  Catholic  Church  of 
God,  was  an  enlarged  and  liberal  Christian  spirit— along 
'With  inflexible  devotion  to  the  one  immutable  truth  of 
God,  inflexible  opposition  to  false  principles  and  dan- 
gerous practices  on  the  one  side  and  on  th^  other — 
^long  with  these  a  large,  ingenuous  tolemnt  spirit,  averse 
to  all  narrow,  acrimonious  contentions,  able  to  recognise 
good,  and  ever  ready  to  employ  it  for  the  glory  of  God 
^nd  the  salvation  of  men.  Without  such  a  spirit  we  are 
kittle  better  than  a  sect.  We  are  liable  to  spend  our 
breath  in  unseemly  belittling  personal  controversies, 
^tid  we  are  little  capable  of  seeing  and  knowing  what  we 
Ought  to  do  for  the  Church's  weal  in  new  emergencies, 
Or  of  having  power  to  do  it. 

The  principles  and  order   of   this  Church  are  un- 
changeable, because  divine,  and  abundantly  authenti- 
cated by  the  witness  of  the  undivided  early  Church. 
It  is  as  ridiculous  to  think  that  this  Church,  or  any  but 
an  infinitesimal  part  of  it,  (eccentric,  wayward,  unstable 
spirits,  always  to  be  found  in  all  ages  in  every  religious 
body,)  could  ever  be  Romanized,  medisevalized,  as  it 
Would  be  to  apprehend  that  the  Church  might  be  con- 
verted to  Buddhism.     But  in  regard  to  the  spiritual  life 
and  work  of  the  Church,  if  we  have  the  enlarged  Chris- 
tian spirit  of  which  I  have  spoken,  we  may  perchance 
have  occasion  to  see,  from  time  to  time,  that  there  are 
ways  and  means  by  which,  through  the  mercy  of  God, 
through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  as  a 
Church  do  our  work  more  thoroughly,  and  walk  more 
nearly  in  the  footsteps  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Such  is  the  general  spirit  in  which,  during  my  Epis- 
copate, I  have  ever  spoken  openly  and  frankly  to  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese.  My  views  and  principhis  are 
precisely  what  they  were  thirty  years  ago.  A  deeper 
consideration  of  things  may  have  enlarged  the  bounds 
of  my  toleration  and  sympathy — may  have  brought  to 
me,  as  I  hope  it  has,  more  of  that  enlarged  and  liberal 
Christian  spirit  of  which  I  have  spoken.     A  wider  fa- 
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miliarity  with  the  different  modes  and  phases  of  worship 
used  and  allowable  within  the  limits  of  our  Church, 
may  have  taught  me  to  see  that  things,  which,  once,  with 
a  narrower  experience,  I  might  have  felt  a  repugnance 
to,  are  not  only  innocent,  but  in  many  cases  useful.  But 
in  all  other  respects  every  succeeding  year  of  my  life 
has  only  confirmed  previous  impressions,  and  intensified, 
if  possible,  my  devotion  to  the  principles,  the  order  and 
the  ways  of  this  Church. 

And  now  what  of  the  future  ?  It  would  be  superflu- 
ous, I  hope,  for  me  to  say,  here  from  this  chair,  that  I 
am  the  friend  of  order  in  the  Church,  and  of  that  meas- 
ure of  uniformity  in  worship  and  view,  which  it  is  rea- 
sonable to  expect  in  a  great  ecclesiastical  body.  Abso- 
lute uniformity,  in  such  a  body,  is  a  thing  impossible, 
and  a  thing  hardly  to  be  desired,  were  it  ever  so  easily 
attainable.  In  a  vast  ecclesiastical  system,  including, 
as  it  necessarily  must,  persons  of  widely  differing  tastes 
and  mental  habitudes,  it  can  be  no  great  effort  of  virtue 
in  one  Christian,  to  concede  to  another  Christian  the  en- 
joyment of  religious  services,  differing,  in  some  minor 
respects,  from  those  which  he  may  prefer  for  himself. 

Nevertheless,  extravagant  departures  from  what  may 
justly  be  considered  as  the  recognised  order  of  the 
Church,  whether  they  take  place  at  one  extreme,  or  at 
the  other,  are  much  to  be  regretted  and  deprecated.  It 
is  hard  to  relieve  them  from  the  imputation  of  a  certain 
measure  of  self-will,  and  of  a  kind  of  indelicacy  and 
disrespect  toward  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  and 
toward  the  great  body  of  her  members.  It  were  much 
to  be  wished,  that  members  of  the  Church  who  engage 
in  such  courses,  would  consider  seriously  with  them- 
selves whether,  upon  a  calm  and  severe  examination, 
their  line  of  conduct  can  be  approved  as  altogether  du- 
tiful, and  also,  whether  they  are  wise  for  themselves,  or 
just  toward  the  Church,  when  they  persist  in  doing  that 
which  tends,  reasonably  or  unreasonably,  to  provoke 
the  intolerant  and  irritable,  and  so  to  bring  down  upon 
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^*Xe  Cliurcli  a  system  of  narrow  restrictive  legislation- 
legislation  which,  in  some  form,  the  Church  barely  es- 
^^ped  at  the  last  General  Convention,  and  which,  were 
^^  to  be  adopted  now,  as  it  may  be,  would  trouble  the 
"Peace  of  the  Church  instead  of  promoting  it,  would  cause 
^any  of  the  noblest  spirits  in  our  Household  to  hang 
their  heads  for  very  shame— not  so  much  for  any  abridg- 
ment of  their  individual  liberties,  (though  that  might 
take  a  form  that  would  be  a  grievance,)  as  for  the  expo- 
eure  to  all  Christendom  of  a  temper  and  a  policy  unwor- 
thy of  an  Apostolic  Church.     This  latter  class  of  per- 
eons,  to  whom  I  chiefly  refer,  as  being  averse  to  narrow 
Testrictions,  are  themselves  little  inclined  to  any  extreme 
Tiews  in  Theology,  or  to  any  thing  that  can  be  fairly 
charged  as  excess  in  ceremonial.     But  they  are  strongly 
in  favor  of  the  utmost  toleration  and  liberty  that  can  be 
included  within  the  limits  of  the  Faith,  and  of  that 
range  of  opinion  and  practice  which,  in  the  Primitive 
Church,  and  in  the  Anglican  Church  since  the  Reforma- 
tion, has  had  examples  abundantly  sufficient  to  give  it 
a  claim  to  protection.     Such  persons  (and  the  Church 
is  full  of  them  through  all  her  borders)  have  no  indi- 
vidual eccentricities  to  gratify — still  less  have  they  any 
party  or  personal  views  to  indulge. 

But  without  speaking  for  others,  I  may  say  for  my- 
self, that  while  1  am  far  from  being  moved  by  any  over- 
weening anxiety  touching  the  issue  of  several  special 
questions  now  supposed  to  be  pending  in  the  Church,  I 
must  confess  that  I  am  profoundly  interested  in  that 
great  future  which  the  Church  in  this  country  has  before 
her,  if  she  only  have  the  wisdom  and  the  courage  to  be 
true  to  herself,  true  to  her  Lord,  true  to  her  own  divine 
constitution  and  order,  true  to  that  large,  benignant, 
comprehensive  spirit  which  should  pervade  and  govern 
every  true  branch  of  the  one  Iloly  Catholic  Church,  true, 
in  fine,  to  those  great  doctrines,  full  of  Grace,  Mercy, 
Truth,  which  cannot  be  confined  within  the  narrow  lim- 
its of  any  mere  human  system,  doctrines  which  are  as 
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widely  and  graciously  suited  to  the  needs  of  suffering 
humanity  as  they  are  fitted  to  lift  up  the  heart  in  adoring 
wonder  and  love  toward  their  all-merciful  Author. 

Such  a  Church— a  Church  so  grand  and  lofty  in  her 
spirit  and  proportions,  a  Church  abounding  in  such 
names  as  Andrews  and  Herbert  and  Keble  on  the  one 
hand,  and  in  such  names  as  Leighton  and  Simeon  and 
Venn  on  the  other  ;  a  Church  which  includes  and  deals 
gently,  lovingly  with  such  differing  phases  of  mind  and 
thought,  such  a  Church  is  not  to  be  served  by  a  vehe- 
ment dogmatism,  by  a  naiTow  policy  of  proscription  and 
denunciation  worthy  only  of  a  sect. 

And  as  to  the  preservation  of  peace  and  order,  the 
great  hope  of  the  Church  is  not  in  a  narrow,  irritating 
system  of  restrictive  legislation,  which  provokes  disgust 
and  conflict,  while  it  is  always  tending  to  dwarf  the 
mind  of  the  Church  to  a  familiarity  witli  petty  questions 
and  ignoble  views.  The  great  hope  is,  first,  in  the  stead- 
fast, conservative  habits  of  mind,  in  the  modesty  and 
delicacy  of  feeling  which  characterize  the  great  body  of 
the  Church,  and  second,  in  the  kindJy  paternal  authority 
of  her  chief  Pastors,  an  authority  whicli  becomes  less 
gracious  and  less  healing  in  proportion  as  it  ceases  to  be 
paternal  and  discretionary,  and  comes  to  be  obliged  to 
make  its  appearance  mainly  in  prescribed  efforts  to  en- 
force arbitrary  Canonical  regulations.  Of  course,  wliere 
clear,  definite  law  is  persistently  violated,  and  where  Can- 
onical proceedings  have  been  set  in  motion  by  parties 
having  a  right  to  act,  it  may  become  a  necessity  for  the 
Ordinary  to  take  steps  toward  discipline,  however  little 
suited  it  may  be  to  his  feelings  to  do  so. 

But  it  is  believed  that  we  may  all  take  to  ourselves  this 
consoling  assurance :  Such  is  the  moderate,  considerate, 
steadfast  temper  of  the  great  body  of  the  Church,  tliat 
eccentric  and  violently  extreme  people,  whether  of  the 
Clergy  or  of  the  Laity,  whether  extreme  and  violent  in  one 
direction  or  in  the  other,  will  nevel'  establish  a  penna- 
nent  influence  in  the  Church,  or  succeed  in  commanding 
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any  considerable  following.  They  may  occasion  a  tem- 
porary noise  and  flurry  in  a  very  limited  circle,  but  the 
noise  and  the  flurry  will  pass  away,  and  the  disturbing 
name  will  speedily  be  forgotten. 

There  is  a  temper,  a  disposition  of  mind,  an  habitual 
^ay  of  acting  in  the  Church,  which  I  suppose  all  of  us 
would  agree  in  thinking  most  conducive  to  the  peace, 
good  order  and  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  most  be- 
coming for  those  who  have  put  on  Christ,  and  become 
members  of  His  Spiritual  Body.  It  is  when  there  is 
every  where  in  the  Church  a  prevalence  of  that  spirit 
which  makes  the  Chief  Pastor  for  his  part  slow  to  re- 
strict liberty  of  action,  and  the  Clergy  and  people  for 
theb  part  slow  to  abuse  it.  And  such  I  believe  to  be 
the  spirit  and  habit  which  prevail  almost  universally 
throughout  our  Communion.  And  if,  because  of  the 
hifirmity  of  our  nature,  exceptional  things  must  some- 
times occur,  there  is*  still  the  great  Christian  remedy  of 
patience,  moderation,  forbearance.  We  are  ever  prone 
to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  passing  events.  There 
are  people  who  seem  to  see  a  great  crisis  in  the  Church 
in  every  petty,  eccentric  movement  of  individuals.  Their 
habits  of  judging  and  acting  are  formed  amid  the  excite- 
inents  and  mutabilities  of  the  world,  rather  than  accord- 
ing to  the  unearthly,  steadfast  spirit  of  the  Church, 
^hich,  making  little  of  the  mere  human  agitations  within 
her  fold,  moves  on  with  an  almost  unseen  but  resist- 
less power,  swaying  with  her  hidden  influence  both  the 
one  and  the  other  of  her  contending  factions,  passing 
orer  and  away  from  successive  schools  of  human  philoso- 
phy* y^a,  over  and  away  from  mere  human  inventions  in 
theology,  outlasts  temporal  kingdoms,  as  she  will  also 
survive  the  very  earth  itself,  on  which  they  have  tlie 
beginning  and  the  end  of  their  being. 

We  are  not  to  be  indifferent  to  disorders  or  excesses 
in  teaching  and  practice  in  the  Church,  if  such  un- 
happily should  occur.  Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
we  to  be  impatient  or  violent  or  narrow  in  our  methods 
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of  dealing  with  them.  The  sharp  methods  of  criminal 
courts  are  little  suited  to  the  mysterious  things  of  the 
Church  of  God.  Above  all,  let  us  beseech  the  God  of 
all  grace  and  wisdom  to  save  us,  each  one  of  us,  from 
the  wi-etched  delusion  of  erecthig  our  poor  individual 
judgments  into  an  infallible  authority — to  save  us  from 
the  attempts  to  which  self-coniident  men  are  so  much 
prone — to  reduce  and  circumscribe  and  compress  all  the 
manifold  wisdoms  and  mysteries  of  the  Church  of  God, 
until  they  can  crowd  them  all  into  the  nutshell  of  their 
own  individual  thinking. 

And  O  !  should  it  ever  be  our  blessed  privilege  to  re- 
cognise among  our  brethren,  of  whatever  school  of 
thought,  a  singular  example  of  high  and  holy  living,  of 
pure  devotion  to  God  and  to  duty,  of  self-sacrifice  in 
doing  the  work  of  the  Lord,  may  the  spirit  of  all  grace 
keep  us  pure  from  the  sin  of  admitting  into  our  hearts 
the  least  feeling  of  envy,  jealoi\sy,  or  dislike — save 
us  from  using  the  coarse  instruments  of  the  world  to 
beat  down  lofty  characters  in  the  Cliurcli  of  God,  because 
they  hold  to  one  gi-ain  more  or  one  grain  less  than  suits 
witli  our  theological  code.  The  one  "  grain  more,"  if  it 
be  so,  may  not  be  according  to  my  views,  or  my  way  of 
speaking  ;  but  if  it  be  within  the  limits  of  the  Church's 
examples  and  the  Church' s  toleration,  then  every  attempt 
to  disparage,  to  ostracize  for  such  a  cause,  saddens  me, 
and  I  say  to  myself  in  secret  what  I  now  say  openly  to 
my  dear  Brethren,  "if  such  things  are  to  be,  so  much 
the  worse  for  the  Church." 

O,  even  at  the  best — even  when  the  Church  as  a  whole 
is  in  a  spiritual  glow — there  is  enough  and  more  than 
enough  of  living  at  ease,  of  living  for  the  world,  enough 
and  more  than  enough  of  those  who  live  for  what  people 
will  say  of  them.  Let  us  cherish  and  protect  every  plant 
of  true  devotion  in  this  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  Let  us 
be  forward  to  reverence  and  to  use  for  the  Church's 
service,  for  the  Masters  honor,  whatever  has  been  made, 
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tittTOxigh  His  grace,  most  meet  for  a  holy  warfare  against 
ttie  powers  of  darkness. 

A^s  to  supposed  evUs  in  the  Church,  we  may  remem- 
\)eT,  even  if  the  evils  were  much  greater  than  they  are, 
ttat  Time  is  a  great  Physician,  and  it  may  be  added,  a 
great  Disciplinarian. 

The  grace  and  truth  of  God  are  great  mediators  and 
arbitrators  in  the  things  of  the  Church.  There  are  great 
moral  powers,  which  no  man  nor  set  of  men  may  gain- 
say or  resist.  Whatever  springs  up  in  the  Church  as 
a  work  of  God,  must  either  grow  and  propagate  itself,  ' 
because  it  is  a  work  of  God.  and  good  for  the  souls  of 
men,  suited  to  their  needs,  or  else  not  growing,  not  pro- 
pagating itself,  becaujie  not  a  divine  reality,  not  suited 
toman's  need,  it  becomes  a  common  thing  of  man's 
devising,  loses  its  hold  on  Christian  reverence,  and  so 
fades  away  and  comes  to  nothing. 

Within  the  memory  of  this  generation,  as  before  ob- 
served, a  desire  spi-ang  up  in  the  Church  for  a  more 
reverent  and  becoming  ordering  of  all  outward  things 
pertaining  to  the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God — 
more  goodly  structures — more  tender  care  for  the  de- 
^ncy,  beauty,  majesty  of  our  spiritual  sacrifices  in  the 
great  congregation.  It  was  to  some  extent  criticized  and 
<>pposed  ;  but  it  rapidly  grew .  and  gained  acceptance, 
for  it  was  a  work  of  God,  needful  for  His  honor  and 
glory,  and,  if  possible,  still  more  needful  for  man's 
religious  nature,  and  for  the  influence  of  divine  things 
in  the  world. 

But  superadded  to  that  recognised  and  accepted  im- 
provement in  the  ordering  of  divine  services,  widely,  if 
not  generally  prevailing,  there  were,  a  few  years  since, 
introduced  into  some  eight  or  ten  churches  in  this  coun- 
try— ^in  not  more  than  eight  or  ten  out  of  the  whole  2,800 
or  3,000  churches  of  the  country — certain  peculiar,  more 
foreign,  more  exceptional  features,  especially  in  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Eucharist.     Have  those  more  foreign 
and  exceptional  features  propagated  themselves  in  the 
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Church  in  this  country,  and  gained  acceptance  widely 
and  rapidly  as  tlie  really  substantial  improvements  in 
public  worship  had  done  before  them  ?  I  wish  to  be  as 
little  personal  or  invidious  as  possible.  But  I  am  ex- 
emplifying a  great  law  for  our  special  instruction  at  this 
time.  And  I  venture  to  say,  most  confidently,  that  those 
more  foreign  and  exceptional  features  have  not  propaga- 
ted themselves — are  not  at  this  time  propagating  them- 
selves in  the  Church  in  this  country;  they  have  not 
widely  and  rapidly  touched  and  won  men's  hearts. 
They  have  not  vindicated  tliemselves  by  any  inherent 
reality,  or  proved  efficacy  for  good,  by  any  appearance 
of  their  being  necessary  for  the  truth's  sake,  or  for  the 
soul's  salvation.  And  not  having  grown,  as  a  true 
plant  of  God,  is  it  too  much  to  say,  that  they  are  secretly 
losing  a  part  of  such  hold  as  they  had,  in  a  limited 
sphere,  on  Christian  reverence,  and  so  preparing  to  fade 
away,  rather* than  increase  and  spread  abroad.  And 
therefore,  we  say  again,  as  to  all  exceptional  things,  we 
can  afford  to  be  patient,  and  we  ought  to  be  kind  and 
sympathizing  toward  all  the  good  w^e  find  in  a  servant  of 
God,  whether  we  fully  approve  of  all  his  peculiarities  or 
not.  Time  is  a  great  Physician  !  Time  is  a  great  Disci- 
plinarian ! 

One  or  two  words  more  before  leaving  this  general 
subject.  I  have  spoken  strongly  in  favor  of  administer- 
ing the  system  of  the  Church  in  a  large,  tolerant,  com- 
prehensive spirit,  and  strongly  against  narrow  restric- 
tions. I  have  done  so,  looking  chiefly  to  no  special, 
temporary  questions,  to  no  limited  objects,  but  desirous 
to  place  on  record,  with  a  full  sense  of  responsibility  in 
doing  so,  my  deliberate,  long-considered  judgment,  (to 
pass,  when  I  am  gone,  for  what  it  may  be  worth,)  that 
a  spirit,  patient,  sympathetic,  largely  tolerant  and  com- 
prehensive, is  the  only  administrative  spirit  that  can 
ever  conduce  to  the  real  well  being  of  a  great  ecclesias- 
tical body,  or  contribute  to  make  this  vast  Communion 
of  ours  what  it  ought  to  be  as  a  true  branch  of  the  One 
Holy  Catholic  Church  of  God. 
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But  to  administer  the  system  of  the  Church  in  a  com- 
prehensive and  tolerant  spirit  is  one  thing ;  to  change 
the  system  itself  at  the  expense  of  truth  and  consistency 
for  the  sake  of  making  the  Church  acceptable  to  a 
greater  number  without,  or  more  acceptable  to  some 
within,   that  is  a  very  different  thing.     For  one  that 
^ould  be  pleased,  a  hundred  would  be  not  only  dis- 
pleased, but  deeply  wounded  and  wronged.     To  contrive 
^  poUcy  with  a  view  to  include  the  greatest  number,  is 
^ot  the  first  or  liighest  duty  of  the  Cliurch.     The  Church 
is  the  divinely  authorized  teacher  of  truth  in  the  world, 
^nd  her  great  duty,  her  imperative  duty,  (I  miglit  add, 
her  wisest  policy,)  is  to  teach  fundamental,  well-authen- 
ticated truth  positively  in  clear  definite  outlines,  as  God 
has  taught  it  in  His  Holy  Word,  and  abundantly  attested 
in  its  true  meaning,  as  to  vital  points,  through  the  wit- 
ness of  His  Primitive  Saints.     The  light  of  the  Church 
fcecomes  dim  whenever  her  teaching  becomes  vague, 
whenever  it  is  lowered  or  softened  to  suit  the  popular 
taste.     The  teaching  of  the  Most  High  is  explicit,  posi- 
tive, in  sharp  outline,  because  that  is  to  deal  mercifully 
"with  fallen,  sinful  men,  by  setting  up  clearly  in  the  world 
Bis  full,  absolute,  exclusive  truth.     But  because  the  Al- 
Tuighty  Lord  hath  revealed  in  nfost  definite  and  positive 
terms  the  truth  we  are  to  receive  and  believe  to  the  sav- 
ing of  our  souls,  and  hath  told  us  what  are  the  conse- 
quence of  wilful  unbelief,  it  does  not,  therefore,  neces- 
sarily follow,  that  every  human  soul  within  the  bounds 
of  Christendom,  within  the  light  of  the  Gospel,  is  cer- 
tainly lost  unless  it  rise  up  to  the  full  comprehension  and 
acceptance  of  the  whole  truth  precisely  as  revealed. 
The  Lord  is  a  God  of  mercy,  and  of  infinite  wisdom. 
He  is  our  Maker  ;  He  knoweth  whereof  we  are  made  ; 
He  makes  allowance  for  our  weakness,  our  slowness  of 
heart,  and  even  for  our  invincible  prejudices.     It  is  for 
US  to  speak  the  whole  truth  clearly  ;  it  is  for  all  men  in  a 
Christian  country  to  seek  to  know  the  whole  truth 
clearly,  and  to  try  to  live  by  it ;  but  the  final  judgment 
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of  men  who  come  short  of  the  full,  clear  truth,  thatc=^ 
blessed  be  God  !  is  for  Him,  and  not  for  us. 

But  you  have  already  been  detained  too  long,  and  !t^ 
must  turn  away  from  the  crowd  of  reflections  which  offend 
themselves  to  my  notice.     From  all  that  has  been  said,  — 
if  these  prolix  obser\-ations  have  conveyed  to  you  any 
clear  and  consistent  impression,  you  will  have  perceived — 
that  he  who  has  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  address- 
ing you  to-day,  while  humble  under  a  sense  of  his  own 
unwortliiness ;  while  sensible  that  we  of  this  Diocese, 
and  all  our  brethren  elsewhere,  need  increase  of  prayer 
and  inci-ease  of  devotion  to  our  blessed  Master's  work, 
yet  at  the  same  time  shows  that  the  contemplation  of  the 
history  of  the  Church  during  the  last  twenty  years; 
during  the  last  forty  years,  here  and  in  England  ;  its 
work  and  its  progress  ;  the  contemplation  of  its  present 
state  and  of  its  future  prospects,  is  attended  on  his  part 
with  feelings  of  exceeding  comfort,  of  devout  thankful- 
ness, of  cheerful,  unshaken  confidence. 

I  hope  it  is  not  the  apathy  of  a  saddened  heart,  but  I 
am  free  to  say  that  I  look  forward  to  the  approaching 
Council  of  the  Church  with  the  extreme  of  serenity.  She 
will,  I  humbly  trust,  do  the  few  things  needful  to  facili- 
tate and  invigorate  her  work,  and  then  for  the  most  part 
leave  new  inventions  and  projects  and  impossible  de- 
mands altogether  untouched.  Our  position  and  powers 
in  the  Church  as  individuals.  Bishops,  Clergy,  Laity, 
are,  in  many  respects,  analogous  to  our  position  in  the 
natuml  world.  In  some  lines  of  effort  we  can  do  great 
things.  In  other  lines  of  effort  we  are  absolutely  impo- 
tent and  helpless,  and  perverse  effort  is  simply  suicidal. 
In  the  natural  world  we  are  surrounded  by  great  natural 
laws  and  powers.  If  we  conform  to  those  laws,  and 
make  a  legitimate  and  skillful  use  of  those  powers,  man 
can  achieve  mighty  things.  If  he  goes  contrary  to  those 
laws  and  powers,  or  attempts  to  change  them,  he  loses 
his  labor,  and  injures,  perhaps  destroys  himself.  When 
he  came  into  this  world  he  found  himself  provided  with 
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those  laws  and  powers,  and  subjected  to  them.  He  did 
not  invent  or  create  them,  and  he  cannot  change  them. 
It  is  for  him  to  obey  them  and  use  them  aright. 

Such  in  great  measure  is  our  position  in  the  Church. 
Her  great  Truths,  received  from  her  Lord,  her  order 
and  constitution,    her  doctrines,    her  sacraments,   her 
ministry,  are  things  determined  and  settled  by  divine 
authority,  attested  in  the  witness  of  primitive  Saints. 
We  come  into  the  world,  into  the  Church,  and  find  our- 
selves encompassed  and  blessed  by  these  great  laws  and 
powers,  these  supports  of  spintual  life,  these  means  of 
achieving  great  things  for  our  own  good  and  for  the  good 
of  our  fellow- men.     What  part,  then,  shall  we  choose 
to  act  ?    We  may  accept  and  use  these  great  laws  and 
powers ;  we  may  labor  and  teach  with  them,  working 
out  everlasting  blessings  ;  or  we  may  fight  against  them 
to  our  own  great  loss  and  to  the  great  loss  of  others  ;  but 
^e  have  no  power  to  change  them.    They  are  written, 
where  the  writing  cannot  be  altered  or  effaced.    Not  all 
our  declarations,  not  all  the  definitions  of  partial  and 
local  Synods,  however  venerable  and  imposing,  can  make 
one  hair  white  or  black.    That  such  is  the  case  may  well 
^  our  exceeding  great  comfort.    Amid  all  the  varying 
policies  and  winds  of  doctrine  that  keep  up  agitation  in 
some  quarters,  hurrying  people  this  way  and  that  way, 
We  have  the  unspeakable  consolation  of  knowing  that 
ours  is  a  heritage  of  truth  and  peace,  of  which,  if  we  are 
only  faithful  to  it,  not  all  the  powers  of  the  world  can 
deprive  us. 

Considering  the  position  of  the  Church  as  having  on 
either  side  of  her  great  schools  of  thought,  differing  very 
much  from  her  tone  and  her  principles,  it  ought  not 
greatly  to  surprise  us,  that,  while  vast  numbers  are  com- 
ing from  them  to  us,  a  few,  through  partial  reading  or 
partial  associations,  through  morbid  discontents  and  an- 
tipathies, having  come  under  the  influence  of  exterior 
ideas,  should  sometimes  go  away  from  us  to  them.  We 
may  regret  the  loss  to  them  and  to  ourselves ;  but  it  is 
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one  of  those  things  which,  to  some  extent,  will  be  always 
occurring  in  the  religious  world. 

Against  the  eccentricities  of  individuals  special  arrange- 
ments afford  no  security.     Our  truest  way  to  increase 
of  peace,  to  still  increasing  life  and  power  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  is  in  striving  to  rise  more  above  the  world, 
more  above  its  narrow  divisions,  to  draw  nearer  to  our 
Lord  in  true  love  and  devotion,  to  become  more  like  Him 
in  real  sanctity  of  heart,  and  then  through  Him  to  draw 
nearer  to  our  Brethren  in  genuine  sympathy  and  self- 
abnegation,  so  that  we  may  labor  and  pray  with  them, 
and  lose  ourselves  amid  the  joys  of  united  affection  and 
heavenly  Communion. 

Dearly  beloved  Brethren  :  When  the  Divine  Sufferer, 
the  Man  of  Sorrows,  was  just  passing  under  the  dark 
cloud  of  His  passion,  He  did  not  hide  Himself  from  the 
world  ;  and  in  that  wonderful  address  to  His  Brethren, 
(14th  St.  John,)  He  did  not  seek  to  draw  chief  attention 
to  His  own  sorrows,  but  He  employed  the  latest  hours  in 
consoling  and  instructing  them,  and  preparing  them  for 
coming  events. 

The  poorest  and  humblest  of  His  servants,  unworthy 
to  be  in  any  way  referred  to  in  such  a  connection,  desires 
yet  to  place  himself  under  the  shadow  of  that  great  ex- 
am])le.  Instead  of  seeking  privacy  to  brood  over  private 
griefs  and  anxieties,  he  wishes  to  employ  himself  still  in 
doing  his  duty,  and  in  shedding  around  him  such  light 
and  comfort  as  he  may.  And  therefore  he  appears  as 
usual  in  his  place,  and  he  closes  all  with  a  heartfelt  bene- 
diction, "Peace  be  unto  you,"  and  with  an  Apostolic 
word  of  exhortation,  "Rejoice  in  the  Lord  al  way,  and 
again  I  say  rejoice.  Let  your  moderation  be  known 
unto  all  men.  The  Lord  is  at  hand.  Be  careful  for 
nothing  ;  but  in  everything,  by  prayer  and  supplication 
with  thanksgiving,  let  your  requests  be  made  known 
unto  God  ;  and  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  un- 
derstanding, shall  keep  your  hearts  and  minds,  through 
Christ  Jesus!"

or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of 
*he  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  con- 
firmations, marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
iQQmcants  in  his  Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  Sundaj^-Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also  the  amount  of  the 
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Communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  do- 
mestic  and  foreign,  fbr  parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in 
general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the 
same.  And  every  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any 
Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he 
may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  ser- 
vices, the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same. 
And  these  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall 
think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journals  thereof.

Bnt  what  we  are  able  to  report  in  the  way  of  statistics  can  give  but  little,  if  any,  idea  of 
the  natnre  of  oar  work  or  the  success  which  attends  it  We  gather  the  men  who  are 
scattered  about  the  wharves  and  in  the  vessels  in  our  vicinity  into  onr  Chapel,  and  preach 
to  them  the  Gospel  of  the  Redeemer,  and  distribute  among  them  bibles,  testaments, 
prayer-books  and  religious  books  of  various  kinds  and  in  different  languages,  and  we 
often  learn  that  these  instrumentalities  are  the  means  of  the  reformation  or  conversion  of 
the  men  of  the  sea.  During  the  past  year  our  encouragement  has  been  greatly  increased, 
and  we  look  forward  to  still  greater  success  in  the  future.

SSonnsnce  of  every  service,  are  admirably  convenient.    The  building  is  well  lighted  and 

^ventilated,  comfortably  warm  in  winter,  and  in  summer  cool.    Its  acoustic  qualities  are 

I>erfect,  and  that,  without  the  least  departure  fh>m  the  old  and  accepted  types  of  Church 

ikmngement  in  quest  of  concert  hall  advantages. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  building,  organ  and  furniture  has  been  not  far  fVom  $100,000. 
Other  expenses  were  incorred  in  connection  with  the  enterprise,  amounting  to  at  least 
^15,000  more,  but  We  have  not  considered  them  as  Ikirly  chargeable  to  the  building  ac« 
coQQt  The  Parish  and  its  friends  have  raised  nearly  one>balf  of  the  whole  amount  ex- 
pended, and  they  have  no  doubt  of  their  ability  to  carry  the  burden  thus  assumed,  with 
the  prospect  of  relief,  which,  in  this  portion  of  the  city  they  enjoy,  fjrom  the  constant  and 
nptd  increase  of  the  population.

Thus  difficulties  are  multiplied,  and  labors 
enlarged.

A  portion  of  it  was  due  the  Minister  in  charge,  previous  to  his  relinquishment  of  all  claim 
to  salary. 

The  St.  George's  Society  is  an  organization  distinct  (h>m  the  Church  of  St.  George  the 
Martyr,  having  originated  previous  to  the  American  Revolution.  It  has  a  Permanent 
Fund  of  $85,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  wholly  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  English. 
On  the  first  of  May,  1872,  it  appointed  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  the  ''  Martyr  " 
one  of  its  Chaplains  ex  officio  at  a  salary  of  $250  per  annum,  and  payable  out  of  a  Con- 
tingent Fund,  which  appointment  still  continues.  During  the  past  year  24  patients  have 
been  admitted  to  the  free  use  of  the  Beds  of  the  Church  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital;  one 
remained  two  days,  one  five  days,  and  the  remainder  Arom  three  weeks  to  five  months 
and  upwards. 

The  extensive  arrangements  made  in  the  city  last  winter  to  relieve  the  distressed, 
materlall  J  lessened  the  number  of  applicants  upon  the  charity  of  the  Church.

Thomas*  Chapel  most  tastefhliy  decorated.  This  latter  work  is  largely  due  to  the  energy 
and  liberality  of  Joseph  M.  Cooper,  E*q.,  a  valued  member  of  the  Parish. 

The  prospects  of  St.  Thomas*  Chapel  were  never  so  encouraging.  Under  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Lowry,  every  department  of  Church  life  and  activity  is  advanc- 
ing. The  Sanday-School  is  especially  pro^p^rod,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr. 
Alexander  C.  Morgan  and  his  noble  band  of  helpers,  is  to  be  ranked  among  the  largest  in 
the  city.

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Barnes  respectfully  reports : 

That  for  the  last  year  he  hae  been  laboring  as  Miesionary  at  St.  John's  Church  and 
Hospital,  Tonkers,  andor  the  direction  of  the  Rector,  and  that  any  official  acts  performed 
are  incorporated  in  the  Rector's  report. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  A.  Bbodnax  reports  as  follows : 
During  the  past  year  I  have  supplied  vacant  pulpits,  as  opportunities  offered. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Buel,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dog- 
matic Theology  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  reports : 

That  since  his  last  report  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dogmatic  Theology  in  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  that  he  has  officiated  occasionally,  in  Divine  service,  in  preaching,  and  in 
celebrating  the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  in  the  City  of  New- 
Tork;  in  St.  George's  Church,  in  the  same  city;  in  St.  John's  Church,  Brooklyn;  in  Trinity 
Church,  Ht.  Vernon;  In  St.  Ann's  Church,  Brooklyn,  and  in  Christ  Church,  Ramapo,  and 
in  the  Chapel  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Cowley  respectfully  reports-: 

That  in  addition  to  his  duties  in  charge  of  '*■  The  Children's  Fold,'*  he  has  assisted 
several  of  the  Clergy  in  their  respective  Parishes,  preaching,  baptizing  and  administering 
the  Holy  Communion;  the  records  being  made  where  they  severally  belonged.  He  has 
also  baptized  one  infiint,  and  officiated  at  one  burial,  not  otherwise  than  hereby  regis- 
tered.

Theological  Seminary,  he  has  officiated  in  various  Churches  in  the  Dioceses  of  New-York 
and  of  Long  Island,  by  saying  prayers,  preaching,  baptizing,  and  administering  the  Holy 
Ck>mmunion.

That  during  the  past  year  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  office  in  Westchester 
County,  New- York  City,  and  past  summer  frequently  assisting  at  Christ  Churcti,  Weat 
Islip,  Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

The  Rev.  Levi  Johnston  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  to  report  that  my  official  acts  between  the  meeting  of  last  Convention,  1873,  and 
the  1st  of  April,  1874,  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Walden,  N.  Y.,  having  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish  at  the  latter  date.

Since  my  retirement  from  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Ncw-Rochelle,  I  have  at- 
tended public  worship  on  Sundays,  the  higher  festivals,  several  "  Holy  Days"  and  week 
days. 

I  have  performed  the  services  of  the  Church  12  times,  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion 6  times,  and  also  once  in  private;  preached  15  times. 

I  have  assisted  in  reading  service  54  times,  and  assisted  in  celebrating  the  Holy  Com- 
munion S8  times. 

Read  the  burial  service  twice;  married  one  couple. 

The  Rev.  William  \V.  Olssen,  A.  M.,  Pi-ofessor  of  the  Greek  Language 
and  Literature,  and  of  the  Hebrew  Language  in  St.  Stephen's  College, 
Annandale,  N.  Y.,  reports  as  follows  : 

During  the  past  year  I  have  performed  the  duties  of  the  above  named  professorship, 
and  have  taken  part  in  the  daily  services  of  the  College  Chapel.  In  addition  I  have  else- 
where read  service,  in  whole  or  in  part.  3i  times,  preaclicd  27  times,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Commuiiiun  in  public  4  times,  in  private  once,  baptized  4  infants,  and  read  the  burial 
service  over  the  bodies  of  3  persons. 
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iTie  Rev.  Samubl  Osgood,  D.  D.,  reports : 

Bapaami,  (ad.  2,  inf.  19 J  21 ;  marriag^e,  1 ;  burials,  4. 

Dr.  Osgood  has  kept  his  position  in  the  Diocese  as  before,  and  generally  preached  on  San- 
clays  and  other  Charch  days.  lie  lias  lived  part  of  the  year  as  usual  at  his  home  in  Fairfield, 
Oonnecticat,  and  rendered  religious  serrices  in  that  neighborhood.  His  longest  term  of 
service  in  one  pulpit  was  four  months,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Staten  Island,  during 
the  Rector's  (the  Rev.  J.  S.  Bush)  absence.  He  preached  on  Whitsun-Day  and  Trinity  Sun- 
day at  St  Thomas',  in  this  city;  at  King's  Chapel,  Boston,  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday, 
and  at  Appleton  Chapel,  Cambridge,  the  Sunday  after  Baster,  after  advising  the  Bishop  of 
IMasaachusetts  of  his  intention.  He  has  given  a  number  of  literary  lectures  for  Church 
oharities,  and  ho  has  acted  as  a  member  of  the  Italian  Commission,  attended  many  meet- 
ings and  raised  some  money  for  its  service.  He  has  written  much  for  Church  periodicals, 
and  been  a  student  of  Christian  literature  and  a  friend  of  generous  methods  of  education 
'vvithln  the  measure  of  his  ability  and  opportunity.  Imperative  circumstances  require 
tilm  to  live  in  or  near  this  city,  and  ho  desires  regular  pulpit  occupation,  with  the  usual 
labors  of  teaching  the  young  and  visiting  the  afflicted. 

The  Rev.  John  H.  Rogers  reports  as  follows  : 

I  would  most  respect  Ailly  present  to  you  the  following  report  of  my  official  acts  during 
the  past  year : 

Assisted  sundry  Clerical  brethren  in  morning  or  evening  service  on  75  occasions. 

This  assistaace  has  been  largely  rendered  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Tomp- 
Icinsvllle,  Staten  Island;  to  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  Baptist,  and  to  the 
£ector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  New-York  City. 

Read  morning  or  evening  service  in  vacant  Parishes,  or  during  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  Rector,  47  times.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  12  times.  Preached  61  ser- 
Tnons.    Attended  3  fhnerals ;  baptized  2  infants. 

During  the  past  three  months  I  have  had  temporary  charge  of  the  Church  of  the 
^Redeemer,  New- York  City,  the  Rector  having  been  absent  in  Europe  for  this  period. 
This  charge  will  expire  on  his  return,  which  is  expected  about  the  5th  of  October. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Seymour,  A.  M.,  respectfully  reports : 

That  since  the  last  Convention  until  Easter  he  has  officiated  on  every  Sunday,  (except 
one,  and  tliat  at  Christ  Church,  Pelham,)  for  a  part  of  the  time,  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Apostletf,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  at  the  Church  of  St  John  Baptist,  New-York 
City ;  that  since  Easter  and  to  this  date  he  has  had  temporary  charge  of  Grace  Church, 
Westileld,  New-Jersey,  which  was  duly  admitted  last  May  into  union  with  the  Convention- 
of  the  Diocese  of  New-Jersey ;  that  in  Westfield,  he  has  publicly  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month,  and  also  on  Whitsun-Day  and  Trinity 
Sunday.    Baptisms,  7 ;  marriages,  3. 

Residence  for  the  present,  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y. 

The  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  S.  T.  D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History 
in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  reports : 

That  since  the  last  Convention,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor  in  the  General 
Tlieologlcal  Seminary,  and  Acting  Dean  of  the  Institution,  he  has  continued  to  hold  the 
position  of  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Mercy,  New-York,  at  the  foot  of  West  86th-8treet. 

In  this  Institution,  which  has  for  its  object  the  reclamation  of  fallen  women,  he  has 
officiated  on  819  occasions ;  he  has  baptized  7  adults,  admitted  12  to  the.Ho]y  Communion, 
and  attended  3  ftinerals. 

The  Bisbop  of  New-York  visited  the  House  of  Mercy  on  Wednesday,  July  8th,  and 
confirmed  seven  candidates.  The  Sisters  of  St.  Mary,  who  have  been  in  charge  of  this 
Inititntion  since  1868,  still  continue  their  labors  of  self-denying  love  with  a  larger 
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measare  of  sacceiB  than  erer  before.  The  nnmber  of  inmates  at  present  in  the  Hbnse  to 
76.  Increased  sabscrlptions  in  amoant  and  nnmber  are  earnestly  solicited  to  detnj  titie 
larger  ontlaj  which  is  required  to  support  so  nomeroas  a  Ikmily. 

OnUide  of  the  Honse  of  Mercy  the  Professor  has  baptized  4  infants,  preached  50  times, 
and  attended  5  fianerals.

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New- York  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  at  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New- York,  the 
place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Arthur  Brooks,  Rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  New-York,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Clement's  Church, 
New- York,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Osgood,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who 
read  the  Lessons.  The  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  William  T. 
Wilson,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  Kingsbridge, 
New- York.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese;  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Synuott,  rector  of  St. 
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Paul's  Church,  Poughkeepsie,  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev. 
Morgan  Dix,  D.  D.,  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New-York,  reading 
the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Joaeph  H. 
Rylance,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church  in  the  Boweiie, 
New- York.  Tlie  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Morgan 
Dix,  T).  D.,  the  Rev.  Sullivan  H.  Weston,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Ste- 
phen 11.  Synnott,  the  Rev.  George  J5.  Draper,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rev.  William  S.  Coffey. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  Chair,  and  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled 
to  seats,  when  one  hundred  and  twenty-two*  answered  to  their 
names,  and  took  their  seats  as  members. 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  members, 
appointed  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  lion.  Samuel  B.  Rug- 
glos  and  Gen.  George  W.  ^Morell.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates duly  appointed  were  called,  when  Lay  Delegates  from 
eighty-two  Parishes  appeared  and  took  their  seats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend 
the  l^'csident  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  Seventh  Rule  of  Order  on  the 
admission  of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Con- 
vention, 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with.

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The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  Lloyd  W.  Wells,  Esq.,  the  vote  by  ballot  was 
imanimously  dispensed  with  ;  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigen- 
brodt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  tiie  same,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with ;  and  Edward  F.  De  Lancey,  Esq.,  was  elected 
Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  announced  to  the  Convention,  that  he  appointed 
the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton,  D.  D.,  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

In  compliance  with  Canon  L  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  laid 
before  the  Convention  a  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  Standing  Committees,  appointed  by  the  Right 
Rev.  the  President,  were  then  announced  :

ON  THE  INCORPORATION  AND  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES. 

The  C'oinniittt.Hj  on  the  Incorporaiion  and  Admission  of  Churches  respect- 
fully report : 

That  they  have  rt^ceived  but  one  aj^plication  for  admission  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

This  application  has  come  from  the  Society  of  "  The  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  in  Highland,  town  of  Lloyd,  county  of  Ulster,'*  a  Society  incoriwrated 
under  the  act  of  April  13,  1854,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  So- 
cieties to  establish  Free  Churches." 

The  Committee  in  their  reports  in  former  years  have  fully  expressed  their 
doubt  as  to  whether  a  Society  of  this  description  be  a  Church  or  congregation 
within  the  intent  of  the  constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church.  Without 
now  rejH^ating  what  thoy  have  said  u|H>n  this  jx)int,  and  contenting  them- 
selves with  simply  renewing  the  expression  of  that  doubt,  they  have  to  re- 
|K>rt.  with  reference  to  the  present  application,  that  the  certificate  of  incor|>«)- 
ration  is  defective,  in  that  it  fails  to  declare  ujkju  its  face  that  the  Six-ieiy 
ini*orjx>rateil  is  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  it  is  for  ever  to  con- 
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tinue  as  such  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  New- York,  as  is  required  b/ section  1  of  Canon  IV.  of  this  Diocese.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALBANY. 

To  the  Contention  of  the  Diocese  of  NcwYork : 

At  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  held  at  Troy,  Jan.  15th, 
1875,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

"  Recced,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  api)oiuted  to  memorialize  the  next 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York  to  assist,  in  whatever  way  it 
inay  de<>m  best,  the  Diocese  of  Albany  in  completing  its  Episcopal  Endow- 
ment.*' 

The  undersigned,  as  the  Committee  under  this  resolution,  respectfully 
:irepresent : 

That  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  is  $37,500.  This  sum 
^as  raised  when  the  Diocese  was  organized.  It  was  contributed  entirely  by 
CJhurchmen  within  this  Diocese,  and  was  regarded  at  the  time  as  unexpect- 
edly liberal  and  large,  considering  our  numbers  and  our  means. 

The  efforts  which  then  proved  so  successful  were  greatly  stimulated  by 
expectations  that  the  Diocese  of  New- York  would  supplement  what  we  should 
^aise  with  a  generous,  if  not  an  c(]ual  amount.  Those  expectations  were 
leased  not  only  u|K)n  the  natural  and  reasonable  feeling  that  the  Mother  Dio- 
cese would  not  allow  her  young  daughter  to  go  forth  without  some  provision 
for  her  needs,  but  also  upon  repeated  representations  to  that  effect,  made  in 
^rour  Convention,  and  actual  measures  there  inaugurated. 

Our  hopes,  however,  were  doomed  to  disappointment.    Nothing  has  been 
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received  from  the  Diocese  of  New- York  towardB  our  Episcopal  Fand.  In 
consequence,  the  income  from  that  Fund  pays  only  about  one-half  of  ike 
Bishop's  salary,  while  the  deficiency  has  to  be  made  up  by  asseaBments  upon 
the  Parishes.  These  assessments  are  a  burden  more  grievous  to  be  borne, 
because  we  fondly  expected  to  be  freed  from  it  by  your  promised  aid.  And, 
what  is  worse,  they  divert  from  the  Parishes  offerings  which  would  otherwise 
go  to  our  Missionary  work. 

This  work  is  very  heavy  upon  us.  About  one-half  of  the  Parishes  and 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  are  dependent  on  Missionary  aid.  There  is,  besides,  a 
large  iield  for^ew  operations,  if  we  could  command  the  means.  Of  all  this 
responsibility  the  New  Diocese  relieved  the  Old ;  and  that  responsibility  has 
been  nobly  borne.  We  are  now  contributing  annually  to  Diocesan  Missions 
five  times  as  much  as  before  the  division.  But  yet  all  our  increased  efibrts 
are  insufficient  for  the  constantly  incasing  necessities.  We  are  unable  to 
undertake  much  work  which  is  pressing  upon  us ;  and,  at  times,  we  have 
been  compelled,  for  want  of  means,,  to  reduce  the  number  and  stipends  of  our 
Missionaries.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese 
should  be  turned  still  more  into  this  channel ;  and  such  would  be  the  case, 
if  the  Episcopal  Fund  were  made  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  do  away  with  the 
assessments,  which  are  now  drawing  largely  upon  the  resources  of  our 
Parishes. 

To  help  us  attain  this  most  desirable  object,  we  make  our  petition  to  your 
honorable  body.  All  of  us  feel  that  we  are  at  least  equitably  entitled  to  a 
portion  of  your  Episcopal  Fund.  But  there  is  among  us  a  no  less  general 
repugnance  to  enforce  any  claims,  however  persuaded  we  are  of  their  validity ; 
or  to  resort  to  any  methods,  except  those  of  friendly  solicitation.  We  would 
faiu  believe  that  it  is  enough  to  remind  you  of  the  sBSurances  of  help,  which 
were  kindly  held  out  to  us  at  the  time  of  the  division  ;  and  we  would  earnestly 
beg  that  thoy  mny  now  be  redeemed.  We  would  ask  for  our  Diocese  what 
was  done  for  Western  New-York,  what  Western  New-York  did  for  Central, 
and  what  has  become  customary  on  the  erection  of  a  new  Diocese  from  an 
old  one.  We  would  apjxjal  to  the  generosity  of  our  brethren  of  the  strong 
and  richly- favored  Dif>cese  of  New-York,  to  your  sense  of  propriety  and  jus- 
tice, and  above  all,  to  those  cords  of  love  which  ever  did,  and,  we  trust,  ever 
will  bind  us  together  in  Christ  and  His  Church.

OP  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That,  according  to  the  order  of  the  Convention  in  1874,  the  Journal  of  its 
proceedings  was  printed  and  distributed,  as  usual,  under  his  direction.  In 
compliance  with  the  Canons,  he  has  also,  during  the  past  year,  recorded 
various  documents,  which  have  been  sent  to  him  for  the  purpose,  and  he  has 
transmitted  all  other  documents  and  papers,  as  required,  to  such  Clergymen 
and  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  as  were  concerned  in  the  same. 

The  work  of  putting  the  Journals  of  the  Conventions  of  this  Diocese  and  of 
other  Dioceses,  and  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  into  a  state  proper  for  their 
security  and  preservation,  as  referred  to  in  his  last  report,  has  been  continued 
from  that  until  the  present  time.  During  this  year  106  new  volumes  of  these 
Journals  have  been  bound  and  added  to  the  collection,  which  was  then  re- 
ported to  be  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
under  the  care  of  its  Committee,  as  the  property  of  this  Convention,  and 
accessible  to  any  one  for  reference,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  your  Secre- 
tary. The  whole  number  of  these  bound  volumes,  belonging  to  the  Diocese, 
is  now  250.  From  surplus  copies  of  some  Journals  in  his  care  he  has  been 
able  to  supply  several  Dioceses  and  individuals  with  what  they  have 
wanted,  in  order  to  complete  their  series  ;  and  from  several  he  has  received 
copies  needed  by  him  for  filling  up  the  numbers  not  otherwise  to  be  found  in 
our  own  files. 

Under  authority  of  the  resolution  on  page  45  of  the  Journal  of  the  New- 
York  Convention  of  1874,  the  expense  of  this  binding,  and  of  boxes  for 
tlie  Journals  yet  unbound,  has  been  defrayed  from  the  Diocesan  Fund. 
Two  members  of  this  Convention,  who  are  interested  in  historic  records, 
have  provided  whatever  else  was  needed  for  this  work,  without  expense  to 
the  Diocese,  to  the  amount  of  about  one  hundred  dollars. 

In  an  Appendix  will  be  found  a  catalogue  of  this  collection  as  it  appears  in 
its  present  state.

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Misfiionary  Cotnmittee  of  the  Diocese  begs  leave  to  present  its  Annual 
Beport  as  follows : 

The  number  of  Missionary  stations  is  80. 

The  number  of  Missionaries,  27. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that,  at  the  beginning  of  the  current 
year,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $218  20.  Since  that  time  there- 
ceipte  from  all  sources  have  been  $6,767  46,  making  the  gross  amount  avail- 
able for  the  uses  of  the  Committee,  $6,985  75. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Committee  thus  far  have  been  $5,757  77,  leaving 
at  this  date  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $1,227  08. 

There  will  be  due,  however,  to  the  Missionaries  on  the  tst  of  October  next, 
$1,550.  This  payment  the  Committee  have  every  reason  to  believe  they 
will  be  able  to  meet  promptly. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  your  Committee  feel  that  they  have  cause  for 
gratitude  in  the  result  of  their  year's  labors.  They  have  a  band  of  faithful, 
energetic  Missionaries  now  in  the  field,  and  the  work  being  accomplished  is  of 
a  solid  and  enduring  character,  while  the  stipends  of  the  Missionaries  have  been 
promptly  paid.  There  is,  of  course,  abundant  room  for  more  extended  opera- 
tions, and  these  your  Committee  are  ready  and  anxious  to  undertake  so  soon 
as  the  necessary  means  are  provided.  If  the  many  Parishes  of  the  Diocese 
which  hitherto,  from  oversight  or  from  a  mistaken  impression  that  their  co- 
operation is  not  needed,  have  failed  to  make  offerings  for  this  work,  would 
contribute  to  the  Treasury  of  your  Committee  in  the  same  proportion  as  those 
who  have  always  regularly  and  liberally  aided  us,  the  sphere  of  our  opera- 
tions might  be  greatly  enlarged  and  much  useful  work  might  be  done. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  confidently  express  the  hope,  that  in  the  com- 
ing year  a  still  greater  interest  may  be  manifested  in  their  work,  and  that 
the  cause  of  Diocesan  Missions  may  take  that  place  which  it  deserves  in  the 
sympathies  and  kindly  co-operation  orall  the  members  of  the  Church  in  our 
IKocese.

This  entire  sum  has  been  devoted  to  the  objects  for  which  it  was  be- 
stowed. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  has  been  in  existence 
for  more  than  seventy  years.     Its  record  is  a  remarkable  one.    Owing  to 
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judicious  management  and  faithful  administration  of  its  properly  it  ham  not 
only  kept  steadily  on  in  the  i>ath  of  usefulness  daring  all  this  period,  bat  it 
has  from  year  to  year  increased  its  power  for  doing  good.  Notwithstanding 
all  the  vicissitudes  and  disasters  in  trade  and  monetary  affairs  which  haT« 
occurred  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  this  Society  has  never 
failed,  as  each  year  closed,  to  have  its  tale  to  tell  of  admirable  worka  aooon- 
plished,  of  benefits  scattered  far  and  wide  with  a  liberal  hand.  And  now, 
when  for  many  months  our  country  has  been  chocked  in  its  career  of  materia] 
prosperity,  when  the  wealthy  feel  the  need  of  restraint  in  expenditure,  and 
numbers  who  have  never  dreamed  of  straitened  circumstances  for  themselves 
and  those  dependent  upon  them,  are  forced  to  endure  hard  self-denial,  this 
Society,  by  God's  blessing,  is  enabled  to  report  a  larger  amount  of  benefec- 
tions  given  than  ever  before. 

Over  one  hundred  and  twenty  young  men,  representing  almost  every  sec- 
tion of  the  United  States,  have  been  kept  at  their  books  in  preparation  for 
the  Sacrt»d  Ministry.  Among  these  are  cases  which  illustrate  the  great  ser- 
vice which  the  Society  renders  the  Church  in  such  seasons  of  depression  as 
the  present.  Several  Students  who,  at  the  outset  of  their  career,  were  in 
affluent  circumstances,  would  now  be  forced  to  abandon  study,  and  forego, 
at  least  for  the  i)re8ent,  the  prospect  of  taking  Orders,  owing  to  the  loss  of 
means,  were  it  not  for  the  helping  hand  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Re- 
ligion  and  Learning. 

Such  an  agency  for  doing  good  ought  to  be  liberally  supported  by  the 
Clergy  and  Laity,  not  only  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York,  but  of  the  whole  State 
and  country.  Two  or  three  among  the  many  reasons  which  might  be  named, 
which  give  it  a  just  claim  upon  the  confidence  and  sympathy  of  Churchmen, 
may  be  concisely  stated  : 

First.  The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  its  distribution 
of  Schf)liirship8  ia  administered  by  the  Trustees  ujKjn  principles  as  broad  and 
comprehensive  as  thoso  of  the  Church  herself;  all  are  aided,  without  distinc- 
tion or  diiference  as  to  theological  bias  or  scliool  of  thought,  who  are  other- 
wise qualified  to  receive  assistance. 

Second.  The  management  of  the  business  of  the  Society  is  such  that  no 
unnecessary  ex[)ense  is  incurred.  The  comparatively  small  amount  which 
ia  expended  in  taking  care  of  the  property  is  derived  from  the  income  of  the 
estate ;  and  hence. 

Third.  All  collections,  and  offerings  and  donations  which  are  made  to  the 
funds  cf  the  Society  are  sacredly  devoted,  without  the  diminution  of  a  single 
farthing,  to  the  object  for  which  they  are  given.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  New- York  Protestant  E])i8Copal  City  Mis- 
sion Society  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

That  the  official  year  ending  March  31,  18  r5,  has  been  rich  in  God's  mani- 
fold blessinps  upon  the  work  done  in  His  name.  In  no  preceding  year  has 
so  much  been  accomplished,  so  much  real  charity  bestowed,  so  much  sickness 
and  sufferinjr  alleviated,  especially  among  children.  The  position  of  the  So- 
ciety  to-day  is  one  of  which  the  Church  should  be  proud  ;  and  the  review  of 
what  has  been  done,  and  is  now  doing,  should  rouse  the  members  thereof  to 
most  vigorous  efforts  to  sustain  it  fully,  and  make  it  the  rallying  centre  of 
the  noblest  and  best  work  among  those  whom  no  other  Christian  influence 
reaches. 

1.  Look  at  its  field.  It  goes  among  the  poorest  and  most  ignorant ;  it 
visits  the  sick  in  Bellevue,  Charity,  Roosevelt,  the  Woman's  and  Ward's 
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Island  Hospitals ;  it  ^foes  to  the  Tombs,  the  County  Jail,  the  Essex,  Yorkville 
and  Harlem  Prisons ;  to  the  Colored  Home  and  the  House  of  Detention  ;  to 
the  Penitentiary  and  Work  House,  and  speaks  of  repentance  and  hope ;  it 
cheers  and  comforts  the  inmates  of  the  Alms  House,  the  Lunatic,  Orphan  and 
Infant  Asylums,  and  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House ;  at  Bethlehem 
Chajwl  it  relieves  the  destitute,  and  instructs  the  Germans  ignorant  of  the 
Church  and  the  way  of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ ;  at  St.  Barnabas'  House  it 
shelters  the  homeless  women  and  children,  feeds  the  hunprry,  clothes  the 
naked,  is  a  friend  to  the  friendless,  and  every  where  labors  to  lift  up  the  fallen 
and  save  the  lost.  It  is  the  work  of  all  others  which  we,  as  Churchmen  and 
as  citizens,  ought  to  be  the  least  willing  to  neglect ;  work  at  our  own  doors, 
which,  if  we  do  neglect,  will  be  left  undone,  and  which  is  especially  com- 
mended to  us  by  that  most  gracious  of  all  sanctions :  *'  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  My  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me." 
Only  $30,000  are  required  to  do  it. 

2.  Ijook  at  the  means  we  have  had  to  do  with. 

From  all  sources, — collections  in  churches,  collections  by  the  financial  agent 
and  voluntary  contributions, — we  have  received  for  all  purposes  outside  of  St. 
Barnabas*  House,  $12,172  79 ;  for  St.  Barnabas'  House,  $5,828  60 ;  making 
the  sum  total,  $18,001  39. 

To  sustain  seven  missionaries,  who  devote  their  whole  time  and  strength 
to  the  work  of  the  Society,  to  keep  open  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel  for  regular 
Sunday  and  daily  and  week-day  Services,  and  for  its  flourishing  Sunday- 
School  of  800  scholars  ;  to  provide  Sunday  Services  at  Bethlehem  Chapel  for 
the  Germans  west  of  Central  Park,  and  for  its  Sunday  and  regular  Day 
Schools,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Day  Nursery  at  St.  Barnabas*,  re- 
quired $18,151  81  :  to  meet  the  wants  of  St.  Barnabas*  House  required 
$8,057  40;  to  pay  interest  on  bonds,  $1,610;  to  defray  the  incidental  ex- 
penses of  repairs,  insurance,  printing,  burials,  &c.,  required  $1,567  32  ;  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $29,386  53,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $11,385  14. 

Providentially  we  had  a  balance  from  the  legacies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van 
Borne,  which  had  been  laid  aside  as  a  fund  towards  rebuilding  306  Mul- 
berry-street, and  we  were  compelled,  with  great  reluctance,  to  draw  upon 
that  balance  in  order  to  meet  the  deficiency  and  avoid  a  floating  debt. 

Now  the  fact  which  gives  special  significance  to  this  report  is  this :  an  an- 
nual deficiency  is  not  a  new  thing  in  the  history  of  the  Society  ;  it  has  been  a 
stubborn  fa«!t  to  contend  with  for  many  years  ;  and,  in  consequence  thereof, 
notwithstanding  all  our  appeals  in  Churches  and  to  individuals,  we  have, 
from  time  to  time,  been  forced  to  mortgage  the  property  of  the  Society,  which 
is  valued  at  $52,000,  in  order  to  avoid  an  increasing  debt,  or  very  largely  to 
reduce  the  work. 

We  did  not  dare  to  shut  our  ears  to  the  cry  of  the  154,000  spiritually  des- 
titute, the  outcasts  of  society,  annually  found  in  the  prisons  and  hospitals 
and  almshouse ;  we  did  not  dare  to  turn  away  from  the  door  of  St.  Barnabas' 
House  the  homeless  and  friendless  women  and  children  constantly  applying 
there  for  refuge  and  relief;  we  did  not  dare  to  turn  our  faces  away  from  the 
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sick  and  the  needy  bejr^ing  for  care  and  good  nursing ;  and  we  flattered 
ourselves,  year  by  year,  that  our  brethren,  and  through  them,  our  fellow- 
citizens,  would  see  and  feel  the  urgent  necessity  and  the  practical  bearings 
of  this  work,  and  would  adequately  support  us  in  doing  it.  But  we  were 
mistaken. 

We  are  now  bankrupt  I  We  have  drained  every  possible  resoorce,  and 
yet  we  are  in  debt  for  August's  expenses,  and  have  nothing  to  pay  the  bills 
maturing  on  the  first  of  September  next. 

This  is  a  most  mortifying  report  to  make  to  a  Convention  like  this,  es- 
pecially when  we  consider  the  numbers,  the  great  influence  and  the  vast 
wealth  of  the  Church  in  this  city,  and  the  immense  sums  of  money  which  are 
annually  given  by  our  own  people  to  outside  objects.  The  fault  is  not  in  the 
giving  to  these  objects,  but  in  neglecting  to  give,  first,  to  sustain  this  Christ- 
like work  at  our  own  doors. 

The  Church  and  the  world  about  us  would  be  justly  amaxed  and  shocked 
if  we  should  suspend  operations,  and  we  should  doubtless  be  censured  for 
abandoning  such  a  charitable  work.  But  does  the  whole  responsibility  rest 
upon  us  ?  Can  it  be  reasonably  expected  that  we,  as  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, shall  carry  on  this  enterprise  ?  It  cannot  be  !  It  ought  not  to  be,  were 
it  possible,  for  it  is  a  field  for  all  to  labor  in  ;  it  is  a  toil  for  Christ  in  His  own 
chosen  sphere,  and  among  those  whom  He  came  specially  to  seek  and  to 
save. 

The  following  summary  tells  what  has  been  done  from  April  1,  1874,  to 
March  31,  1875  :  1,498  public  and  private  services,  with  an  aggregate  at- 
tendance of  106,071  persons ;  Holy  Communion  administered  to  868  distinct 
individuals  ;  341  baptisms  ;  65  persons  confirmed  :  297  bodies  received  Chris- 
tian burial ;  an  average  attendance  of  145  at  the  Sunday-School  in  St.  Barna- 
bas'Chapel,  and  of  04  in  Bethlehem  Chapel;  an  average  of  87  children 
pn^sent  in  tlie  Day  School  at  Bethlehem  Chapel,  and  of  28  in  St.  Barnabas' 
and  the  Day  Nursery;  an  average  of  11*2  girls  present  in  the  Industrial 
School  held  in  St.  Barnabas*  Clia|H^l  and  Free  Heading  Room,  and  of  60  at 
Bethlehem  Chaixjl ;  an  average  of  41  women  supplied  with  sewing  weekly 
by  the  St.  Barnabas*  Industrial  Association  ;  2  200  families  visited,  and  more 
or  less  assisted ;  19,505  individuals  visited,  conversed  and  prayed  witli,  and 
relieved,  when  needy,  in  tenement  houses  and  institutions;  an  average  of 
305  books  drawn  weekly  from  the  libraries  on  Blackwell's  Island,  and  an 
aggregate  of  16,436  papers  distributed  ;  an  average  of  50  books  drawn  from 
the  '•  Gilbert  Library*'  in  the  Tombs,  and  pai)ers  and  magazines  without 
count  distributed  weekly  in  all  the  institutions  under  the  charge  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries. 

The  number  of  women  and  children  received  into  St.  Barnabas'  House 
from  April  1,  1874,  to  March  31,  1875,  was  1,603,  and  the  number  of  children 
received  into  the  Day  Nursery,  102,  making  a  total  of  1,763.  The  amount 
paid  by  the  mothers  who  go  out  to  work  daily  while  their  children  are  cared 
for  and  fed  and  instructed  in  the  Day  Nursery,  was  $137  98.  106,865  free 
meals,  and  20,548  free  lodgings  were  furnished,  being  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  12,507  meals,  and  1,327  lodgings. 
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And  what  shall  we  Bay  more  ?  It  were  easy  enough  to  go  into  most  in- 
teresting detail  regarding  each  department  of  labor,  and  give  abundant  evi- 
dence of  encouraging  results,  but  it  is  not  necessary  now.  It  will  all  appear 
in  good  time  in  the  printed  Annual  Report. 

The  work  is  going  on — must  go  on  ;  to  stop,  to  reduce,  would  be  shame- 
ful I  For  the  honor  of  Qod  and  His  Church,  and  the  salvation  of  priceless 
souls,  let  us  all  who  are  here  present — Clergy  and  Laity — take  hold  of  it  in 
earnest,  and  go  forth  to  urge  our  brethren  to  take  hold  of  it,  till  the  whole 
Church  is  so  aroused  and  warmed  as 'to  resolve,  that  whatever  else  is  done  or 
left  undone,  this  City  Mission,  this  essentially  home  work,  shall  henceforth 
be  done,  and  well  done ! 

The  Clergy  in  the  employ  of  the  Society  are  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Woodruff,  Su- 
perintendent ;  the  Rev.  S.  F.  Holmetji,  Chaplain  of  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel ;  the 
Rev.  F.  Oertel,  Pastor  of  Bethlehem  Chapel ;  the  Rev.  Y.  Van  Roosbroeck, 
Chaplain  at  Bellevue  Hospital ;  the  Rev.  J.  G.  B.  Heath,  Missionary  to  the 
Tombs,  Homes,  Prisons,  &c. ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  G.  French,  Missionary  on  Black- 
well's  Island  ;  the  Rev.  N.  F.  Ludlum,  Financial  Agent  and  Visitor  to  the 
Roosevelt  Hospital ;  Mr.  John  Schark  is  the  teacher  of  the  German  Day 
School  in  connection  with  Bethlehem  Chapel.

OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON   COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  ALBANY. 

To  the  Contention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-  York : 

The  Si)ecial  Committeo,  to  which  were  referred  the  Commanication  from 
the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  also  the  Account  rendered  by  Mr.  Ekiward  Haight, 
Treasurer,  of  funds  raised  by  subscription  in  its  aid,  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 

The  subject  of  the  communication  is  not  new.  It  has  been  considered 
carefully  and  disposed  of  by  former  Conventions  of  this  Diocese. 

When  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  by  setting  off  the  Dioceses  of  Albany  and 
Long  Island,  first  was  proposed,  it  was  distinctly  declared  here  in  Conven- 
tion and  fully  understood,  that,  if  tlie  proposal  was  carried  into  effect,  the 
Episcopal  Fund  should  be  left  intact,  and  be  held  entire  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  this  Diocese.  All  that  followed,  to  and  including  the  creation 
of  the  new  Dioceses,  was  upon  that  understanding  ;  and  the  consent  to  the 
division,  given  here,  did  not  express  or  imply  any  interference  with  that 
fund. 

This  Convention  has  no  right  or  legal  authority  to  divert  the  Fund  to  the 
use  of  another  Diocese. 

In  short,  there  is  no  foundation  for  any  claim  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  to  a 
division  of  tlie  Fund. 

The  Journals  of  the  Convention  in  past  years  contain  reports  and  pro- 
ceedings which  your  Committee  deem  conclusive  on  this  subject. 

The  Convention  of  l^Gi)  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Jii'solreil,  That,  in  the  ()j)inion  of  this  Convention,  the  Ejufcopal  Fund  of 
'•  this  I)i(>cese  is  solemnly  and  inalienably  pledged  to  the  support  of  the 
"  Episcopate  of  New-York,  and  may  not  be  diverted  to  the  maintenance  of 
"  the  Episcopuie  of  Long  Island  or  the  Episcopa'te  of  Albany." 

Your  Committee  see  no  cause  for  reconsidering  that  resolution,  or  dis- 
turbing the  final  decision  then  carefully  and  deliberately  made  and  re- 
corded. 

Nor  has  the  Convention  come  short  of  its  duty  in  respect  to  any  reasonable 
expectations  of  voluntury  aid  arising  from  the  former  unity  of  the  several 
Dioceses,  and  from  sym[)athy,  fraternity  and  common  Christian  aims  and 
pursuits  of  them  all,  and  the  i)roprieiies  of  good  neighborhood.  This  Con- 
vention, in  18(>7,  appointed  a  Committee  "  on  the  enlargement  of  the  endow- 
**  ment  for  the  Diocese  of  Albany,"  which  Conunitiee  was  renewed  in  1868  ; 
and  by  its  Chairman.  Hev.  Dr.  W.  F.  Morgan,  made  a  report  in  18(59,  show- 
ing their  diligent  eflbrts  to  obtain  subscriptions  fur  that  purpose  from  the 
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laymen  of  this  Diocese,  and  that  the  8am  of  $1^25  liad  been  tlins  raised  ;  and 
at  its  own  request,  that  Committee  was  discharged.  The  same  Convention 
appointed  a  new  Committee,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  A.  B.  Beach  was  Chairman, 
to  prosecute  still  further  efforts  to  obtain  moneys  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  of  the  Albany  Diocese.  The  second  Committee  presented  to  the 
Convention  in  1870  a  report,  signed  by  three  Clergymen  and  three  laymen, 
showing  that  they  had  made  great  efforts,  but  that  only  $155  had  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Treasurer  during  the  year ;  and  the  Committee,  at  its  own 
request,  was  discharged. 

The  Convention  of  1871  received  a  report  from  Mr.  Edward  Haight, 
Treasurer,  showing  that  the  whole  amount  which  had  come  to  his  hands 
from  this  source  was  $1,428  72,  and  that  the  same,  except  a  very  small  item, 
stood  invested  in  the  United  States  Trust  Company.  Yearly  reports  from 
Mr.  Haight  have  been  presented  from  time  to  time  to  and  including  the 
present  year,  showing  the  same  state  of  things. 

Your  Committee  find  an  account  in  the  United  States  Trust  Company  in 
the  name  of  *'  Edward  Haight,  Treasurer  for  funds  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany," 
which  stands  credited  with  $1,283  72,  deposited  February  21. 1870,  and  $150 
deposited  March  9, 1870 ;  total,  $1,433  72.  The  amount  draws  interest  at 
four  per  cent,  a  year,  and  the  interest  accrued  on  this  amouift  has  so  increased 
the  fund  that  it  now  amounts  to  $1,759  97. 

This  money,  the  gift  of  individuals,  has  been  ofK^red  to  the  Diocese  of 
Albany,  as  your  Committee  are  informed. 

The  Convention  of  this  Diocese  never  promised  to  assist  the  Diocese  of 
Albany  in  this  regard,  but  it  endeavored  to  do  so  by  seeking  contributions 
among  the  laity ;  and  this  it  has  tried  in  the  most  faithful  manner  through 
the  labors  of  two  Committees  zealous  in  the  cause.  The  Convention  never 
guaranteed  success  in  the  attempt.  It  gave  no  assurance  of  aid.  Not 
having  power  to  require  contributions  to  this  object  by  assessing  the  Parishes, 
it  has  done  it«  utmost  in  the  proper  direction,  and  now  is  under  no  farther 
obligations  in  the  matter. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  had  on  the 
communication  so  referred ;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted  to 
the  Diocese  of  Albany.

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The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  one  Clerical  and 
of  one  Lay  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  names  of  the  Clergy  wore  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  of 
the  Churches  by  the  Assistant  Secretary.  The  members  hav- 
ing deposited  their  ballots,  the  Tellers  retired  to  count  the 
votes. 

Tlie  Secretary  informed  the  Convention,  That  he  had  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
the  following  communication,  viz. : 

The  General  Convention  op  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ne^D-  York : 

Sir :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  0  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  of  New-York,  the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
Tecommended  by  the  General  Convention  of  1874,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon 
by  the  General  Convention  of  1877,  to  wit : 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion  of  1874, 

Besotted,  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  altera- 
tion be  made  in  Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit :  Insert  at  the  end  of  the 
Article  the  words : 

"  The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and 
Convention  of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the 
Diocese  is  too  large  for  due  Episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Dio- 
cese,  set  off  a  portion  of  such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be 
placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  determine." 

II.  It  was  further 

Resolved^  That  the  following  be  proposed  and  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  as  an  amendment  to  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  added  at  the 
fsnd  of  the  Article  as  it  now  stands,  to  wit,  the  words  : 

"  Provided,  That  ihe  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  arrange  and  set 
fortli  a  shortened  form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  to  be  compiled 
\vholly  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.** 

III.  It  was  further 
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Resohed,  That  the  following  be  proposed  as  an  amendment,  by  way  of  ad- 
dition, to  the  8th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit : 

"  Provided,  Iiorcecer,  That  the  General  Convention  shall  have  power,  from 
time  to  time,  to  amend  the  Lectionary  ;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
valid  which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishoiw,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies." 

Hesolred,  fccond.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  cause  the 
foregoing  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  to  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Dioceses,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church.

tion of  the  Cliurcli  in  this  Diocese;  and  tliat  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  is  more  especially  requested  to  the  proposed  alter- 
ation in  reguliilion  of  the  Lectionary. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  B,  Beach,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller 
Thompson,  D.  D.,  the  Yi^w  AVm.  E.  Eigenbrodt,  D.  D.,  the  Hon. 
Hamilton  Fish  and  the  Hon.  Samuel  B.  Ruggles  were  appointed 
this  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  following  preaiuble  and  re>o- 
hition  were  adopted,  viz.  : 

Whereas  Tiiere  are  now  in  this  Diocese  several  Parishes, 
wliich,  because  of  a  change  in  the  civil  names  of  their  several 
localities,  have  been  obliged  to  take  legal  measures  for  a  cor- 
responding change  of  designation  in  their  Acts  of  Incorporation  ; 
and  otiier  instances  of  this  kind  are  likely  to  occur  in  the  future; 
tlierefore,  it  is 
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JResoloedy  That  all  incorporated  Parishes  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  which  arc  now  or  hereafter  may  be  in  this  condi- 
tion, lay  before  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admis- 
sion of  CJHirches  evidence  to  sliow  whether  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  of  the  State  of  New- York,  in  order  to  such 
change,  have  or  liave  not  been  complied  with  ;  and  that,  on  the 
delivery  of  a  Certificate  from  this  Committee  to  the  Bishop  that 
the  evidence  is  satisfactory,  and  its  endorsement  by  him  and 
transmission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  that  Officer  shall 
change  accordingly  the  designation  of  such  Parishes  in  the  List 
of  the  Churclies  of  this  Diocese. 

Ordered^  That  the  Secretary  report  to  the  Convention  all  such 
Certificates  from  this  Committee  as  may  be  so  received  by  him  ; 
and  that  the  same  be  printed  in  an  Appendix  to  the  Journal. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  Votes  for  one  Clerical  and  one  Lay 
member  of  tlie  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  presented 
their  Reports. 

Whereupon,

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3f  Y  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Once  more  we  are  allowed  the  precious  privilege  of 
meeting  in  the  Holy  Place  for  united  prayer  and  praise, 
lor  the  word  of  godly  counsel,  for  loving  fellowship  in 
i:he  reception  of  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  our  Lord,  for  a  renewed  clasping  of  fraternal 
Tiands,  drawing  heart  nearer  to  heart,  and  for  those  du- 
ties of  consultation  and  co-operative  action,  which  we 
hope  may  contribute,  with  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
God,  to  the  furthering  of  our  work  in  His  Church.  And 
surely,  my  dear  brethren,  to  meet  together  for  loving 
communion,  and  for  the  interchange  of  cordial  greetings, 
as  being  all  one  body  in  Christ,  could  not  be  altogether 
in  vain,  even  though  there  were  no  business  to  engage 
our  attention.  May  God  the  Holy  Ghost  be  with  us  and 
bless  us  in  our  reunion  in  His  service,  causing  our  hearts 
to  warm  toward  each  other,  guiding  us  in  our  delibera- 
tions, and  so  breathing  upon  our  spirits,  that  all  our 
thoughts  and  words  may  be  in  keeping  with  the  sanctity 
of  the  place,  and  with  the  religious  importance  of  the 
duties  in  which  we  are  here  engaged  1 

5 
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On  the  present  occasion  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  detain 
you  with  any  very  extended  communication.  In  my  last 
annual  Address,  as  I  was  tlien  completing  the  twentieth 
year  of  my  Episcopate,  I  took  occasion  to  review  the 
work  and  progress  of  the  Diocese  during  that  period, 
comparing  the  record  of  1874  with  that  of  1854,  and  en- 
tering into  details  with  regard  to  the  present  status  of 
the  Diocese.  Those  details,  so  recently  given,  supersede 
the  necessity  of  much  particularity  on  the  same  subjects 
at  the  present  time. 

The  late  session  of  the  General  Convention,  at  a  season 
of  the  year  favorable  to  Episcopal  visitations,  was  so  far 
extended  as  to  diminish  materially  the  portion  of  time 
which  could  be  given  to  Diocesan  engagements.  A  pro- 
vidential hindrance,  also,  arrested  official  duty  for  a 
brief  period.  Nevertheless,  I  was  able  to  offer  several 
visitations  for  which  the  Clergy  were  not  prepared,  or, 
to  speak  more  properly,  for  which  the  Clergy  saw  no 
present  need.  Instead  of  arranging  the  visitations  of  the 
Diocese  in  a  mere  arbitiary  and  mechanical  way,  I  have 
endeavored  to  meet,  as  far  as  possible,  the  wishes  of  the 
Clergy,  going  to  them  at  those  times  when  the  visitation 
would  be  most  useful. 

And  at  the  close  of  another  Conventional  year,  it  is 
with  very  especial  thankfulness  that  I  again  find  nij'self 
able  to  record,  that  in  the  midst  of  crowded  appoint- 
ments, and  often  rapid  and  extended  journeys,  no  en- 
gagement has  been  interfered  with  through  indisposi- 
tion. 

Among  the  latest  official  acts  which  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  reporting  last  year  was  the  consecration  of  a  memorial 
free  Church,  erected  at  the  sole  cost  of  one  loving  Christian 
parent,  who  thus  made  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  and 
set  u])  a  memorial  to  the  departed  in  the  place  where  the 
pious,  affectionate  young  son  had  been  called  to  be  with 
his  Saviour. 

And  immediately  after  the  last  Convention  I  had  the 
very  great  pleasure  of  consecrating  another  free  memo-

rial  Cliurch — the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist — 
erected  at  Barry  town,  Red  Hook,  by  the  widow,  in  mem- 
ory of  her  departed  luisband.  Mr.  John  Aspinwall,  a 
faithful,  loving  Christian  man,  held  in  high  esteem 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  very  extensively  out  of  the 
Diocese.  He  had  been  for  sevei-al  years  a  Trustee  and 
the  Treasurer  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  and 
an  annual  munificent  contributor  to  its  current  expenses. 
One  of  his  very  last  acts  previous  to  his  sudden  attack 
of  indisposition,  was  to  explain  to  the  Rev.  the  Warden 
of  the  College  every  minute  detail  in  his  accounts  as 
Treasurer,  and  in  the  business  of  the  College ;  so  that 
the  Warden  was  able  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  tempo- 
rary charge  of  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  having  every  pa- 
per in  its  place,  and  every  account  adjusted — an  example 
worthy  of  all  imitation,  and  not  without  its  use  in  these 
days. 

Present  at  that  consecration,  among  many  friends  of 
the  departed  and  of  his  family,  was  his  elder  brother, 
Mr.  William  H.  Aspinwall,  then  in  delicate  health,  and 
since  gone  to  his  rest.  He,  too,  was  an  earnest  Christian 
man,  whose  faith  was  known  by  his  works,  everywhere 
known  and  honored  throughout  the  country.  I  think 
I  may  be  excused  for  the  mention  of  one  character- 
istic incident.  Two  or  three  years  before  his  death,  and 
when  he  appeared  in  perfect  health,  I  had  occasion  to 
accompany  him  on  a  visit  to  some  property  left  by  the 
late  Robert  B.  Minturn  for  religious  and  Church  pur- 
poses in  the  neighborhood  of  Tarrytown,  from  which 
visit  we  returned  to  his  country  house,  Highwood,  north 
of  that  village.  Soon  after  our  arrival  I  found  him  wri- 
ting in  an  account  book,  in  a  small  apartment  which  he 
used  as  his  office.  On  my  offering  to  retire  he  requested 
me  to  remain  and  be  seated,  as  he  had  nothing  of  im- 
portance to  engage  his  attention.  And  then,  in  a  very 
gentle,  quiet  way,  and  as  if  saying  something  which  he 
would  not  mention  to  every  one,  he  explained  that  it  was 
Ills  habit  to  make  a  record  of  all  his  contributions,  great 
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and  small,  as  without  such  a  precaution  he  would  be  un- 
able at  the  end  of  the  year  to  judge  whether  he  had  given 
what  it  was  his  duty  to  give,  and  that  it  was  some  time 
since  he  had  made  his  usual  entries.     And  then  turning 
to  me  with  a  smile,  he  added,  "  I  do  not  content  myseU 
with  one-tenth — I  do  not  think  it  enough."     Most  of  you 
have  heard  of  some  of  his  numerous  and  very  large  cob- 
tributions.     Of  such  examples  I  shall  speak  further  va  a 
few  moments. 

The  Free  Memorial  Church  of  St.  John,  erected  by 
Mrs.  John  Aspinwall,  is  placed  at  a  point  where  it  is 
likely  to  be  particularly  useful,  as  it  offers  the  privileges 
of  the  Church  to  many  who,  on  account  of  the  diflBculty 
of  reaching  other  places  of  worship,  would  have  been 
liable  to  live  in  neglect  of  the  saving  influences  and  com- 
forts of  religion.    The  church  is  well  attended,  and  is 
favored  with  the  excellent  ministrations  of  Prof.  Hopson 
of  St.  Stephen's  College.     On  the  evening  of  the  17th 
of  June,  after  having  attended  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises at  St.  Stephen's  College,  I  visited  St.  John's  Memo- 
rial Church  for  the  first  Confirmation  held  in  it  since  its 
consecration.     It  was  a  touching,  soothing  service,  some- 
thing to  be  deeply  thankful  for,  awakening  grateful,  lov- 
ing thoughts  of  the  past,  as  well  as  bright,  heart-cheering 
hopes  for  the  future. 

I  am  tempted  to  indulge  in  one  further  incident.  At 
the  close  of  the  service,  and  as  I  was  about  to  leave  the 
church,  I  was  accosted  by  a  young  man,  who  modestly 
introduced  himself,  saying — what  is  often  mentioned  to 
me  by  strangers  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese,  and  what 
always  gives  me  lively  pleasure — that  many  years  before 
he  had  been  confirmed  by  nie  ;  that  it  was  in  a  distant 
place,  and  when  he  was  quite  young  ;  and  that  he  had 
always  remembered  and  had  thought  much  of  one  obser- 
vation I  had  made  to  the  confirmed.  Seeing,  I  suppose, 
that  there  were  some  quite  young  persons  among  them, 
at  least  this  one,  who  now  stood  before  me  a  Christian 
young  man,  I  had  reminded  them  (as  I  have  others) 
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that  "  our  Blessed  Lord,  our  great  Pattern  in  all  things, 
was  found  at  twelve  years  of  age  in  tiie  Temple,  already 
earnestly  engaged  about  His  Father's  business" — an  ob- 
servation, no  doubt,  thrown  out  as  an  encouragement 
and  incentive  to  ihem^  as  well  as  a  slight  hint  to  Christian 
parents  not  to  be  too  slow  in  encouraging  and  instructing 
tlieir  children  to  come  to  their  Heavenly  Father  in  Con- 
firmation, to  seal  their  devotion  to  Him,  to  have  Him  seal 
His  love  and  mercy  to  them — come  to  the  Divine  Helper 
for  the  grace  and  strength  which  alone  can  enable  them 
to  "  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,"  enable  them  to  keep 
themselves  in  peace  and  purity,  and  at  last  to  win  the 
crown  of  righteousness.     It  was  a  gentle  hint  to  Christian 
parents  not  to  be  too  backward  in  '*  bringing  their  child- 
ren" (to  use  the  words  of  the  Church  in  her  injunction 
to  parents  and  sponsors  :)   **  Ye  shall  take  care  that  this 
child  he  hr ought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him 
so  soon" — and  so  on :   meet  care  in  preparation  previ- 
ously being,  of  course,  presupposed.    And  the  thougJit 
of  his  blessed  Lord  in  the  temple  at  twelve  years  of  age, 
already  feeling  that  He  "mz^^^be  about  His  Heavenly 
Father's  business,"    had  been  year  after  year,  in  the 
heart  of  that  child,  that  young  man,  on  whom  I  had  long 
ago,  in  a  distant  place,  laid  my  unworthy  hands,  and  who 
now  stood  before  me,  grateful  for  the  step  he  had  been 
moved  to  take,  grateful  for  the  blessing  he  had  received. 
And  I  asked,  **  Where  are  you  now,  and  how  are  you 
engaged  ?"     He  said,  "  I  am  in  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  endeavoring  to  prepare  for  the  sacred  ministry 
of  the  Church."     And  so  the  grace  of  God  had,  as  we 
trust,  led  on  that  young  disciple  through  tender  years, 
through  the  perils  of  opening  youth,  until  he  had  sepa- 
rated himself  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  !     Surely  there 
never  was  more  need  than  now  that  we  seek  with  God's 
help  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and 
the  hearts  of  the  children  to  their  fathers,  above  all  to 
Him  who  is  God  and  Father  of  ail,  that  they  may  be 
made  meet  for  His  service  in  every  sphere  where  they 
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are  to  move,  and  especially,  if  it  may  be  so,  meet  for 
His  service  in  the  ministry  of  His  Church.     The  thought      \  -% 
of  my  meeting  with  that  young  man  will  always  be  asso- 
ciated in  my  mind  along  with  many  other  touching  and. 
instructive  things  with  my  first  Confirmation  in  that  Free 
Memorial  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Barrytown. 
Having  spoken  of  one  Confirmation  because  of  the  inter- 
esting and  instructive  circumstances  connected  with  it,  ie^E. 
me  be  excused  for  referring  to  another,  which  had  pecu  — 
liar  features  of  interest,  and  which,  if  I  mistake  not,  i^^ 

well  fitted  to  convey  both  encouragement  and  admoni 

tion.  On  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  April  last,  I  fnnm'  I 
myself  in  the  midst  of  a  heavy  snow  storm,  and  eigh*^  t 
miles  distant  from  the  rural  church  in  which  I  had  ap  ^^m- 
pointed  Confirmation  for  that  evening,  and  which  I  wa^  s 
to  reach  by  a  private  conveyance.  In  the  afternoon,  j, 
when  I  had  to  decide  on  my  movements,  the  snow  wa^  s 
deep,  still  falling  thickly,  and  with  no  prospect  o~ -^f 
speedy  abatement.  There  could  be  little  hope  of  findinj 
many  of  the  congregation  or  of  the  class  for  Confirmatioi 
present  on  sucli  an  evening,  when  no  carriages  seemed  tc^  o 
be  moving,  and  no  paths  could  have  been  broken.  ^m\. 
There  was  some  reason  for  judging  that  it  would  b^^>-«e 
better  for  the  Parish,  and  especially  for  the  candidates^ 
to  postpone  the  visitation  to  a  more  favorable  evening 


But  I  had  other  enj^agenients  for  the  following  days,  anc:^  mA 
besides  I  had,  through  all  my  Episcopate,  made  it  auMr  -Jin 
inflexible  rule  to  be  punctual  in  keeping  my  appoint  z^  jt- 
ments,  unless  hindered  by    insurmountable  obstacles  ^s  -^s. 
Through  the  kindness  of  my  host,  in  sending  his  carriage. -^^"Z^? 
I  made  my  way  through  the  storm,  and  along  the  deep.  ^i:i'P> 
unopened  ways,  reaching  the  house  of  friends,  near  th^*  Mrhe 
church,  an  hour  or  two  before  the  service.     The  frien(EL>  Mid 
who  welcomed  me  said  he  "  knew  I  would  come,"  an<E>  -«d 
assured  me  that  I  "  would  have  a  full  church."     I  con  .mtzmi- 
fess  I  was  a  little  incredulous,  for  I  saw  no  paths  broken  -^r-n, 
and  many    of  the  congregation  and  of  the  candidate  ^*^5 
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had  to  come  considerable  distances,  and  the  storm  was 
unabated. 

Well !  the  church  was  filled  to  its  titmost  capacity 
with  an  attentive,   earnest-looking  congregation ;   and 
there  were  forty-five  candidates  for  confirmation,  most 
of  them  of  full  age,  ^very  one  of  whom  was  present.     It 
is  true  there  were  factories  within  the  limits  of  the  Pa- 
rish, which,  through  the  kindness  of  the  proprietors, 
had  continued  in  operation  through  the  hal'd  winter,  em- 
ploying many  workmen,  a  portion  of  whom,  with  their 
families,  attended  the  church,  and  were  evidently  taking 
care  of  themselves.     But  what  brought  them  to  church 
on  that  stormy  niglit,  through  that  deep  snow  ?    What 
brought  those  forty-five  candidates  with  such  brave  reso- 
lution and  such  absolute  punctuality  ?    The  numbers 
were  lai^e  for  a  moderate  sized  Parish,  even  with  a  fac- 
tory in  it.     Some  of  them  were,  no  doubt,  attached  to 
the  Church  through  early  education.    But  what  brought 
so  many  of  them  to  prefer  the  Church  to  the  other  re- 
li^ous  bodies,  which  are  not  apt  to  be  inactive  ? 

Would  mere  preaching,  however  able  and  earnest,  have 

done  it  ?    Would  cold  perfunctory  visiting  have  wrought 

such  a  miracle  ? — for  it  was  a  mii-acle  of  grace  and  mercy. 

We  know  how  stolid  and  apathetic  and  passive  and 

w^orldly  poor  human  beings  can  be.     We  know  how 

long  they  can  even  come  to  church,  and  hear  preaching 

and  Holy  Scripture,  and  be  in  the  midst  of  strong  cries 

and  supplications  for  grace  and  mercy,  in  the  midst  of 

swelling  voices  of  praise  and  adoration,  and  yet  for  years 

and  years  hardly  once  think  of  their  own  salvation, 

hardly  once  think  of  doing  any  thing ^  taking  any  step 

toward  a  really  religious  life,  hardly  once  open  their 

souls  to  a  more  solemn  view  of  their  own  inward  state, 

of  judgment  and  eternity,  of  their  true  duty  to  God  and 

to  their  neighbor.     It  seems,  at  times,  as  if  nothing  but 

an  earthquake  would  awaken  them — no  !  and  not  even 

an  earthquake !    It  must  be  the  still  small  voice  from 

Heaven,  and  a  revelation^  in  some  way,  by  some  means, 
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of  tlie  love  and  goodness  and  holiness  of  God.  Ah  !  it 
must  be  love  and  goodness  and  holiness  Incarnate.  It 
must  come  near  in  human  form  !  It  was  when  God  the 
Son  took  upon  Him  our  flesh,  and  appeared  among  us 
in  our  likeness,  and  showed  us  of  His  love  and  pity, 
weeping  over  us  and  suffering  for  us,  making  the  way  of 
truth  and  duty  and  life  plain  before  our  faces,  rekind- 
ling hope  and  courage  by  offering  mercy  and  help,  and 
by  pointing  to  the  opening  heavens,  it  was  then,  that 
the  flinty  hearts  softened  and  grew  warm  and  full  of 
love,  and  sprang  up  from  the  death  apathy  of  sin  to  the 
life  of  righteousness. 

No  ;  if  divine  love  and  goodness  are  to  touch  and  win 
human  hearts,  and  especially  hearts  which  are,  as  it 
were,  a/ar  off  through  hard  labor  and  weary  cares  and 
rude  neglect  and  coarse  and  debasing  associations,  if 
they  are  to  be  effectually  reached  by  such  high  things 
as  divine  love  and  goodness,  the  love  of  goodness  must 
appear  not  only  in  words,  not  only  in  abstract  proposi- 
tions, but  they  must  appear  incarnate,  in  human  form, 
speaking,  looking,  acting,  loving  and  serving  in  a  way 
not  to  be  mistaken  or  resisted.  ''Ye  have  not  chosen 
Me,"^  said  our  blessed  Lord,  "  but  /have  chosen  you,^' 
''and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth 
fruit,"  "  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain."  And  the 
loving  St.  John  said,  "  We  love  Him  because  He^r^^ 
loved  us."t  Yes;  and  it  is  ever  so.  Alienated  souls — 
souls  afar  off  from  God,  \vhether  through  worldy  mind- 
ednc^ss  and  senseless  frivolity,  or  through  weary  exile  in 
poverty  and  blinding  misery,  they  are  most  surely  won 
to  the  love  of  God  and  divine  things,  to  the  love  of  the 
Church  and  the  means  of  grace,  to  the  love  of  the  Chris- 
tian ])eople  and  minister  in  the  Church,  molten  love  first 
goes  out  to  thevi — goes  out  to  them  tenderly,  unmistak- 
ably in  the  sermon — goes  out  to  them  in  more  searching, 
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far-reaching  ways  id  private  through  the  minister  and 
his  loving  lay -helpers  in  personal,  individual  manifesta- 
tions of  interest  among  the  people,  an  interest  which  un- 
obtrusively seeks  to  cheer  and  elevate  the  temporal  life 
and  almost  insensibly  to  win  them  to  the  life  eternal. 

Yes  !  my  dear  brethren,  tliose  candidates,  and  others 
with  them,  flocked  to  the  church  on  that,  to  them,  mem- 
orable evening ;  toiling  through  the  untrodden  snow,  and 
regardless  of  the  blinding  storm,  because  tbey  knew  and 
felt  that  in  that  holy  place  there  was  something  warmer 
than  the  artificial  warmth  that  was  to  comfort  the  body, 
something  brighter  than  the  natural  light  that  was  to 
make  material  forms  visible  to  the  eye  of  sense !  There 
was  love  there — love  human  and  divine  ;  love  which  had 
found  them  out  in  their  homes  ;  love,  which  by  the  gen- 
tlest, tenderest  ministries,  had  made  many  things  bright 
around  them,  and  above  them,  which  were  never  bright 
before  ;  a  love  which  imperceptibly  led  them  into  more 
hopeful  and  peaceful  ways,  and  brought  them  with  a 
new  longing  into  the  House  of  God,  that  in  the  wilder- 
ness of  this  weary  world  they  might  be  fed  with  bread 
from  heaven!  They  had  been  lovingly  led  to  "taste 
and  see  that  the  Lord  was  gracious,"  and  they  hastened 
on  that  night  to  worship  with  the  friends  they  had 
learned  to  love,  and  to  make  a  final  offering  of  them- 
selves unto  their  Father  in  Heaven,  seeking  increase  of 
His  grace,  to  live  to  Him  and  in  Him  for  ever  !  I  never 
looked  upon  a  scene  of  more  real  living  interest,  or  one 
in  which  there  appeared  to  be  a  more  tender  Christian 
sympathy  on  the  one  side  and  on  tlie  other. 

Pardon  me,  my  dear  brethren,  for  lingering  so  long 
over  what  may  strike  many  as  ordinary  and  common- 
place. I  wish  it  were  more  ordinary  and  familiar  than  it 
is.  My  dear  brethren,  you  will  utterly  mistake  my 
thought  and  my  motive  in  putting  this  one  case  so 
much  forward,  if  you  suppose  my  words  to  involve  any 
thing  invidious,  as  if  I  were  making  comparisons,  or  sug- 
gesting that  the  signally  good  work  done  here  was  due  to 
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superior  ability  and  unusual  Chxisttan 
nothing  of  tiie  kind.  I  sdeet  the  exxm^  beoanss  t 
brings  out  in  clear  strong  relief  what  cannot  be  made  ss 
palpable  in  ordinary  cases :  the  blessed  results  wIM 
come  from  a  ministry,  both  clerical  and  lay,  wUdi,  not 
confining  itself  to  congregations  or  misses  of  people, 
deals  discreetly,  lovingly  with  individuals,  and  wfaioh 
aims,  after  the  example  of  our  Lord,  to  do  good,  if  need 
be,  in  things  temporal,  both  because  that  is  in  itseM 
right,  and  bcK^use  it  opens  the  way  for  doing  good  nxM 
effectually  in  spiritual  things. 

No  doubt  the  droumstances  of  this  Parish  ware  in  some 
respects  exceptional,  and  peculiarly  fiivorable  for  the 
kind  of  work  that  was  done  there.  There  waa,  if  I  may 
say  so,  a  large  mass  of  material :  laboring  people  maajr 
of  them  new  comers  in  the  neighborhood,  with  loess 
and  uncertain  relations  with  the  Ohuroh, -^materiel 
which  might  be  earnestly,  lovingly  dealt  with,  or 
shall  we  say  it,  almost  wholly  let  dUme  /  There  was 
a  Clergyman  there,  and  there  were  a  few  lay  peopls 
who  could  not,  and  would  not,  let  them  alone !  They 
went  among  the  laboring  people,  not  to  patronize  them, 
but  to  help  them,  in  a  delicate  sympathizing  way,  to 
make  their  hard  life  a  little  brighter,  and  with  God's 
blessing,  a  little  better.  There  was  a  lay  gentleman  of 
leisure,  who  gave  up  much  of  his  time  to  contrive  ways 
and  means  of  making  things  cheerful  and  im])roving  for 
them  during  the  long  dreary  Winter.  A  reading-room 
was  opened,  and  lecturers  were  brought  in  occasionally 
to  fill  a  week  evening  with  bright,  fresh,  cheery,  ani- 
mating things,  things  entertaining,  something  to  make  a 
pleasant  change  in  the  dull  routine  of  life,  and  at  the 
same  time  fitted  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  mind.  That 
gentleman  and  his  wife,  along  with  other  lay  people  of  a 
similar  spirit,  were  to  be  found  in  the  Sunday>School 
and  in  tlie  choir,  and  all  this  kindly,  cheering  intercourse 
was  interpenetrated  with  a  delicate,  loving,  religious  in- 
fluence, wliich,  accompanied  by  that  of  the  Rector  and

his  wife,  prepared  the  way  for  such  a  consummation  and 
such  a  scene  as  that  which  I  witnessed  on  the  eve- 
ning of  my  visitation.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  lay- 
man, who,  with  his  wife,  had  all  along  shown  so  much 
interest  and  taken  so  much  pains,  and  who  resided  some 
distance  from  the  village,  did  not  fail  to  come  through 
the  storm,  were  in  their  places,  assisting  in  the  music, 
and  seemed  to  take  as  tender.an  interest  in  the  confirmed 
as  if  they  had  been  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  flesh,  as 
they  were  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  Lord.  So  much 
may  be  done  hy  love^  where  there  is  the  opportunity, 
which  does  not  often  happen  in  the  same  measure.  So 
much  may  be  done  by  painstaking^  loving  attention  to 
individtiaZSj  wJten  they  are  accessible;  done  by  the 
Clergy,  and  if  there  be  the  heart  and  the  time  for  it, 
done  by  some  of  the  Laity. 

Happy  the  Rector  of  a  Parish  who  has  such  an  arm 

of  strength  at  his  side:  Lay  people,  men  and  women,  so 

loving,   so  willing,  so  discreet !    And  happier  still,   if 

possible,   the  Lay  people  who  have  such  ''a  mind  to 

work,"  to  work  for  their  Lord,  and  for  the  souls  which 

He  hath  redeemed  with  His  own  most  precious  blood. 

Again  I  say,  pardon  this  prolix  narrative.    I  did  not  wish 

to  put  it  in  the  shape  of  a  barren  generality.    And  if  it 

should  happen  that  any  of  the  persons  to  whom  I  have 

J-eferred  are  present,  and  incline  to  feel  that  I  have  in 

my  statement  approached  too  near  to  the  indelicate,  tliey 

^oo  must  pardon  me.     I  have  not  spoken  to  flatter  any 

one,  much  less  to  impeach  or  disparage  any  ;  but  I  have 

s/:>oken  so  much  at  length,  and  with  so  much  of  particu- 

^i^xity  with  the  wish  to  empha^ize^  to  bring  forward  into 

tJi^  very  forefront  of  this  day's  argument  a  form  of 

f^^urch  fJoarJc^  which  I  trust  is  far  from  being  uncommon 

**^    the  Church,  which  has  been  often  inculcated  with  the 

*^  5  ^hest  authority,  but  which  I  think  can  never  be  too 

*^i^hly  estimated,   or  too  frequently  or  too  earnestly 

^^^sommended.     My  dear  brethren,  on  this  subject  my 

^'^xivictions  are  profound  and  earnest,  growing  out  of 
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the  very  leason  of  things,  and  confirmed  by  the  expe- 
rience and  observation  of  a  long  life,  a  life  not  deflolent 
in  opportunities  for  knowing  and  jadging.    The  trans- 
cendent importance  of  preaching,  preaching  in  public, 
setting  forth  the  trath  of  Ood  in  the  great  congregadon, 
reasoning  of  righteonsness,  temperance,  and  jadgment 
to  come,  upholding  and  animating  the  &ith  and  hope 
of   the  Christian,  comforting  the   mourners,  whetlnr 
monmers  for  sin,  or  for  nearest  ones  removed  oot  of 
sight,  exposing  the  Mllacies  of  sin  and  anreason,  keep- 
ing the  whole  social  atmosphere  filled  with  injagies  of 
troth  and  duty,  the  importance  of  such  preaching,  saolk 
addresses  in  pablic  assemblies  of  i>eople,  no  one  will 
be  so  weak  as  to  call  in  question.    But  there  are  two 
kinds  of  preaching,  public  and  private.    Public  expom- 
tions  of  divine  truth  and  appeals  to  the  conscience  which 
serve  to  keep  up  the  general  moral  and  religious  tone  of 
the  community,  and  to  prepare  the  way  for  addresses, 
which  are  more  private,  personal,  pointed.    The  mem- 
bers of  a  congregation  may  be  again  and  again  interested, 
impressed  by  the  representations  of  the  preacher.    Their 
religious  sensibilities  may  be  kept  alive.     But  if  they  are 
to  be  moved  to  break  away  from  their  passive  habits,  if 
they  are  to  be  moved  to  take  some  positive  forward  step 
toward  a  religious  life,  it  must  generally  be  by  the  per- 
suasive power  of  that  preaching  which  comes  to  them  in 
private  in  the  form  of  a  friendly,  pointed,  personal  ad- 
dress, an  address  which,  as  being  personal  and  friendly, 
touches  the  heart  and  the  conscience,  and  can  go  into 
particulars,  solving  doubts,  removing  groundless  scru- 
ples, strengthening  the  feeble  knees,  and  like  the  Apostle, 
taking  the  impotent  man  "  hy  the  hand  and  lifting  him 
up/^'     And  this  impotent,  passive  soul,  which  might 
have  remained  for  years  immovable  in  spite  of  the  most 
able  public  preacliing,  being  taken  by  the  hand  in  pri- 
vate, may  be  seen  in  a  few  days  delivered  from   the 
thraldom  of  old  passive  habits,  and  walking,  and  leaping, 
and  praising  God,  as  he  enters  joyfully  into  the  temple. 
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to  do  what  he  would  have  done  years  ago,  had  he  been 

sooner  spoken  to  in  private,  as  he  has  been  now.    He 

would  have  become  an  active  and  useful  Christian  man  ; 

he  would  have  found  comfort  and  strength  for  his  soul, 

for  he  would  have  been  living  within  the  inner  circle  of 

God's  blessing;  would  have  been  complying  with  the 

conditions  on  which,  through  Christ  Jesus,  comfort  and 

strength  are  freely  given  to  the  children  of  men.     I  fully 

believe  that  in  the  Church  in  this  country  there  are  at  this 

moment  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  baptized 

Christian  people  living  in  a  passive,  unfruitful  way, 

strangers  to  the  Holy  Communion,  and  to  the  comforts 

of  religious  hope  and  blessing,  who  would  have  been 

living,  fruitful  branches  of  the  Vine,  active  Christians, 

had  they  been  duly  spoken  to  in  private  by  their  beloved 

pastors.     I  say  not  this  as  faulting  your  earnest  and 

laborious  ministry,  but  only  to  express  strongly  my  sense 

of  the  infinite  importance  of  that  private  personal  corn- 

nunication  which  so  readily  goes  to  the-  heart,  and 

moves  to  definite  and  decisive  action. 

During  the  last  year  or  two  the  financial  condition  of 
the  country  has  been  greatly  disturbed  and  depressed. 
The  causes  of  this  state  of  things  are  not  far  to  seek — are 
involved  in  no  mystery.  In  an  internal  war  of  four  or 
live  years,  conducted  on  a  gigantic  scale,  no  small  por- 
tion of  the  wealth  of  the  nation  must  needs  be  abso- 
lutely extinguished  ;  and  then  if  trade  be  stimulated  to 
excess  by  artificial  excitements,  and  the  people,  under 
the  influence  of  these  excitements,  rush  into  mad  ex- 
travagance of  living,  and  into  adventurous  speculative 
modes  of  doing  business,  a  day  of  reckoning  will  be  sure 
to  come. 

We  must  meet  these  trying  circumstances  in  a  brave. 
Christian  spirit  of  faith  and  love.  The  dimensions  of 
our  Church  work  cannot  be  reduced  arid  enlarged  by 
turns  to  suit  the  ebb  and  flood  of  our  temporal  pros- 
perity. The  things  that  have  been  undertaken  cannot 
be  abandoned,  or  left  without  adequate  support.     Our 
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missionaries,  at  home  and  in  distant  fields,  aie  atthdr 
posts,  and  most  be  sustained  and  encouraged,  unless  we 
would  incur  discredit,  and  expose  them  to  ji^rednal  loflB 
and  mortification.  Now,  if  ever,  is  a  time  for. Christian 
I>eople  of  wealth  to  give  freely— to  give  for  themsdves, 
and  also  for  others^  who,  though  willing,  are  for  the  tim^ 
unable  to  give. 

In  ordinary  times  Christian  people  of  moderate  means 
are  not  to  be  encouraged  in  laying  Hie  whole  duty  of  giv- 
ing upon  the  rich.  All  are  to  give.  Giving  for  Gkris- 
tiau  purposes,  to  send  the  Gfospel  and  the  Churoh  to  the 
spiritually  destitute,  is  a  dtUy  and  a  prMlege  for  alL 
It  is  a  means  of  grace,  a  jMurt  of  our  stewardship ;  and 
not  to  give,  even  out  of  our  poverty,  is  to  oome  short  of 
duty  and  of  blessing.  *^  If  ye  have  not  been  &ithful  in 
the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  shall  commit  unto  yop 
the  true  riches  V '  But  these  are  times  when  tiiose  having 
an  abundance  may  well  hear  an  especial  calL  We  hear 
it  said  that  there  are  large  sums  lying  unemployed,  lock- 
ed up  from  lack  of  confidence  to  let  them  go  out  for  use. 
But  Tiere  in  religious  work  is  a  safe  imestment  for  all 
such  hidden  treasure :  lay  it  up  in  heaven  ;  lend  it  unto 
the  Lord  1  And  He  will  most  surely  repay.  The  good 
seed  sown  will  spring  up  in  an  abundant  harvest — some 
thirty,  some  sixty,  some  an  hundred-fold  of  blessing  to 
needy  souls,  blessing  to  the  giver  in  this  life  and  in  the 
life  eternal.  Let  us  look  unto  Him  who  in  His  high  es- 
tate emptied  Himself  of  His  glory,  made  Himself  ])oor, 
that  we,  through  His  poverty,  might  be  rich,  rich  in 
grace  and  peace  here ;  rich  in  ineffable  glory  and  bless- 
eduess  among  His  saints  and  angels  in  heaven. 

The  Missions  of  the  Diocese  have,  on  the  whole,  been 
well  sustained,  and  1  have  good  hope  that  the  close  of 
the  Convention  year  will  find  the  Treasury  without  any 
deficit — the  missionaries  will  not  depart  on  their  return 
to  their  labors  without  the  very  moderate  sum  which 
they  will  then  be  entitled  to  carry  with  them. 

I  cannot  say  so  much  for  the  treasury  of  the  CUp  Mi9- 
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sion^  one  of  the  most  useful  and  necessary  works  which 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  prosecuting.  ' '  To  the  poor 
the  Gospel  must  be  preached,"  if  we  are  to  vindicate  our 
tUle  to  the  Christian  name  we  bear.  St.  Barnabas^ 
Hause — where  so  much  good  is  done,  so  much  misery 
relieved,  where  the  hungry  are  fed,  and  where  the  un- 
happy wanderer  finds  Christian  shelter  and  care  until 
she  can  be  sent  back  to  her  friends  in  safety  ;  ^L  Bar- 
nabas* Hotose  and  Chapel  both  need  enlargement,  in 
order  to  render  comfortably  the  blessed  service  to  which 
they  are  appointed.  The  tender,  self-denying  Sisters 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  the  faithful  Chaplain,  do 
their  work  bravely  and  nobly,  as  do  the  missionaries 
who  go  to  the  institutions  on  the  islands  and  to  the 
prisons  of  the  city.  The  executive  oflBcers  who  have 
the  main  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  Mission  So- 
ciety, ought  not  to  spend  anxious  hours  wasting  their 
spirits  in  plans  for  securing  the  necessary  means  of 
prosecuting  the  work.  Ample  streams  of  supply  ought 
to  flow  into  their  treasury  almost  without  appeal  from 
them.  The  wealth  among  the  members  of  the  Church  in 
this  city  is  ample  for  all  such  purposes,  and  cannot  be 
devoted  to  more  useful  ministries. 

Since  our  last  Convention  a  service  in  Italian  has  been 
undertaken.  It  met  with  a  most  cordial  welcome  from 
a  portion  of  the  Italian-speaking  population,  and  the 
attendance  has  been  rapidly  increasing  in  numbers  and 
interest.  Another  priest  of  the  same  nationality  is  seek- 
ing admission  into  our  ministry.  He  will  find  an  ample 
sphere  for  the  exercise  of  his  office,  either  here  or  in  the 
Neighboring  cities.  Our  Church  services  in  German,  in 
French  and  in  Spanish  are  well  conducted,  and  are  in- 
creasing in  interest,  though  they  are  not  yet  so  well 
^riown  or  so  well  supported  as  they  deserve  to  be. 

^y  dear  brethren,  are  we  fully  awake  to  the  peculiar 
'^i3iposition  of  this  great  central  city  of  the  Diocese,  and 
^'  the  country,  and  to  the  duties  which  it  imposes  upon 
\^  1  It  is  cosmopolitan  in  its  population.  It  draws  its 
'itizens  from  all  nations.     It  has  families  from  all  coun- 
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tries,  speaking  the  languages  and  worshipping,  if  they  <fo 
worship,  according  to  tlie  customs  of  their  old  foreign 
homes.  Their  children  will  grow  up  speaking  the  tongne 
of  their  adopted  country,  and  will  in  due  time  become 
incorporated  in  our  English-speaking  congregations  un- 
less, through  our  neglect,  they  have,  in  the  mean  season, 
lost  their  interest  in  religous  things,  and  become  alien- 
ated from  religious  observances.  They  ought  to  be  pro- 
vided with  pastors  who  can  speak  to  them  in  their  own 
beloved  tongue,  who  can  familiarize  them  with  the  pure 
principles  and  simple  forms  of  our  worship,  and  so  bring 
them  to  recognise  the  great  truth,  that,  in  the  countr}'^  of 
their  adoption,  there  is  a  religion— a  Church  which  is 
primitive  and  Apostolic,  without  being  medicevalj  with- 
out having  the  corrupt  additions  in  doctrine  and  practice 
of  the  Middle  Ages.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  religious 
interests  of  these  foreign-speaking  people  in  our  city  will 
be  duly  borne  in  mind  by  our  people  of  wealth,  and  that 
our  endeavors  to  provide  pastors  and  places  of  worship 
for  these  strangers  will  command  their  sympathy  and 
support.  When  attending  these  foreign  Churches  or 
Chapels  for  confirmation,  where  the  children  and  j^outh 
are  ke])t  for  many  months  under  a  course  of  instruction 
and  training,  I  have  often  been  struck  with  the  intelli- 
gent, cultivated  air  of  the  candidates,  who,  for  the  most 
])art,  were  the  children  of  poor  laboring  people,  and  I 
have  b(^en  j)leased  in  thinking  how  much  this  long  course 
of  instruction  and  training  must  have  done,  not  only  to 
establish  them  in  good  religious  principles  and  disposi- 
tions, but  also  at  the  same  time  to  raise  them  up  for  life 
to  a  higher  plane  of  intelligence  and  cultivation  of  man- 
ners, in  other  words,  to  humanize  and  refine  them,  and  so 
increasing  the  hope,  that  in  future  years  they  would  be 
kept  aboce  those  coarse  and  degrading  habits,  so  injuri- 
ous to  themselves  and  to  the  community  in  which  thiy 
liv(\  It  is  estimated  that,  in  the  City  of  New- York  alone, 
tlun-e  is  a  population  of  about  250, 000  Germans.  In  that 
part  of  the  city  south  of  Canal-street,  there  is  a  German 
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peaking  population  of  over  80,000,  (more  in  number  than 
he  population  of  Detroit,)  and  yet,  among  them  there 
re  but  two  places  of  worship,  where  there  is  public 
)rayer  and  preaching  in  their  own  language ;  and  other 
larts  of  the  city  are  scarcely  better  provided.  Of  thirty 
)laces  of  w^orship  in  the  city  wiiere  alone  there  are  ser- 
ices,  that  can  be  understood  by  the  Germans,  but  two 
re  furnished  by  our  Church.  It  has  been  thought  that 
mportant  aid  might  be  rendered  to  the  Church  in  this 
natter  by  some  organized  effort;  and  accordingly  ''  The 
church  German  Society"  has  been  established,  with  the 
lope  of  securing  the  co-openition  of  such  of  the  clergy 
.nd  laity  of  New- York  and  other  Dioceses  as  might  be 
Qterested  in  the  objects  which  it  has  in  view.  The  pur- 
>ose  of  the  Church  German  Society  is, 

1.  To  provide  Hymnals,  Service  Books,  and  suitable 
ermons  in  the  German  Language  for  such  American 
iergymen  or  lay  readers  as  may  be  able  and  willing  to 
!onduct  German  services. 

2.  To  search  oat  young  Germans  of  good  education  and 
ibilities  to  be  educated  for  the  ministry  in  oar  Church. 

3.  To  assist  such  young  men  in  acquiring  the  necessary 
3reparation  for  ministerial  work  in  both  languages,  so 
hat  they  may  be  able  to  act  as  assistants  in  our  American 
parish  churches  and  missions. 

4.  To  aid  in  the  publication  and  circulation  of  such 
periodicals,  books  and  tracts,  as  will  lead  the  Germans 
n  this  country  and  abroad,  to  a  better  understanding  of 
;he  position  and  principles  of  our  Church :  and  on  the 
>ther  hand  to  the  dissemination  among  our  own  pc'ople, 
>f  sound  German  literature,  original  and  translated. 

6.  To  act  as  a  medriim  of  communication  between 
:hose  Churchmen  who  are  interested  in  the  spiritaal  wel- 
fare of  our  German  fellow-citizens,  and  to  interest  others. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  these  important  objects, 
ire  recommended  to  apply  to,  or  communicate  with  the 
Etev.

qualified  to  speak  of  German  liturgies  in  their  different 
phases  and  of  German  work  in  this  country  as  anj' 
person  in  our  Church. 

Renewed  acknowledgments  are  due  for  the  good  done 
by  womarCs  work  in  the  past  year.  I  have  already  re- 
ferred to  the  severe  labors  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  St.  Barnabas'  House.  The  Sisters  of  Mercy 
of  the  Holy  Communion  have  a  Dispensary,  open  daily, 
where  about  6,000  prescriptions  have  been  put  up.  Also 
a  Shelter  for  respectable  girls,  where  437  homeless,  but 
worthy,  women  have  been  received  and  placed  in  situa- 
tions ;  sixteen  aged  women  cared  for.  Also  a  Babies' 
Shelter  and  Day  Nursery,  where  eighty  little  ones  re- 
ceived the  tender  care  of  the  Sisters — forty-seven  in 
Shelter  permanently,  and  thirty-three  in  Day  Nursery. . 
ScJiool  for  Girls,  fifty-three  scholars.  Sisters'  Bible 
Class  have  had  eighty  and  ninety  on  the  roll,  besides 
inmates  of  the  Shelter  who  always  attend.  Visits  have 
been  made  to  at  least  800  families,  and  many  meals 
given  away. 

There  are  now  f/irce  ladies'  auxiliary  associations  in 
llic  city.  One  auxiliary  to  the  Domestic  Committee  has 
b(HMi  engaged  for  three  or  four  years  in  sending  relief  to 
missionari(?s  and  their  families  who  are  at  work  in  re- 
niot(»  parts  of  our  own  country.  Another  association  of 
ladies,  more  recently  formed,  sends  aid  to  our  foreign 
missionaries  and  tlieir  families  ;  and  still  another,  ''The 
Niobrara  League,''  forwards  aid  and  comfort  to  the  mis- 
sionaries among  the  Indians. 

These  associations  of  ladies  do  good,  not  o\\\y  in  tlie 
special  way  which  they  had  in  view  in  uniting  for  work, 
but  by  their  frequent  meetings  and  by  the  communica- 
.ions  they  receive  from  the  distant  missionaries  whom 
they  luive  clieered  by  their  offerings  and  by  their  loving 
messages,  their  interest  in  mission  work  is  kept  alive  and 
activt-,  and  naturally  extends  itself  in  the  circles  in  which 
they  move,  thus  helping  to  keep  the  whole  Church  well 
informed  and  dee])ly  interested  in  Home  and  Foreign 
j^jjjjision  work.     Nor,  in  speaking  of  Woman's  Work,

roust  I  omit  to  mention  the  satisfaction  I  have  found  in 
visiting  the  House  in  the  Second  Avenue  occupied  by  the 
Sisters  of  the  Community  of  St.  John  Baptist,  chiefly 
sustained  from  the  private  property  of  one  of  the  com- 
munity. In  the  House  tliey  have  a  middle  class  school 
of  girls,  who  receive  a  good  English  education,  and  are 
trained  in  housework  and  needlework.  In  the  last  few 
months  some  of  them  have  been  filling  situations,  where 
they  have  given  entire  satisfaction.  The  Sunday  eve- 
ning services  in  the  Chapel  in  the  House  have  been  at- 
tended by  friends  and  by  the  children  and  parents  from 
the  German  Parish,  who  have  thus  been  led  to  know  and 
value  the  Church  services.  Since  last  October  their 
works  have  been  an  Industrial  School  amongst  the  Ger- 
man population  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Church  of 
the  Nativity,  with  an  average  attendance  of  over  ninety 
girls  ;  a  Sunday -School^  with  an  average  attendance  of 
between  fifty  and  sixty  ;  an  Employment  Society,  which 
provided  sewing  for  nearly  forty  women  in  the  Parish  ; 
a  daily  Infant  ScJiool^  with  an  average  attendance  of 
twenty  ;  a  weekly  Singing  Class  of  about  thirty  children. 
The  Sisters  visit  in  the  Parish  daily,  aid  the  sick,  pre- 
pare candidates  for  the  Sacraments,  and  urge  a  regular 
attendance  on  the  German  Church  services,  which  have 
proved  attractive  to  that  people.  All  this  work  is  car- 
ried on  in  a  very  quiet,  noiseless  way,  and  cannot'but 
<inlist  the  sympatliy  of  those  who  come  to  know  it.  The 
Sisters  of  St.  Mary  are  going  on  with  their  work  in  the 
two  schools,  in  the  House  of  Mercy  and  in  the  Child's 
Hospital.  The  Sist(?rs  of  St.  Mary  wiere  organized  for 
i«rork  among  all  classes  of  people,  the  rich  as  well  as  the 
;po6r.  And  so,  while  some  are  engaged  in  works  of 
charity  and  mercy  among  the  poor  and  wretched,  others 
of  their  number  are  employed  in  the  work  of  education, 
in  training  the  daughters  of  the  higher  classes  for  their 
tuture  responsibilities  in  the  Church  of  God.  At  the 
urgent  desire  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  a  number  of 
the  Sisters  were  sent  to  Memphis  two  years  ago.  They 
^low  have  a  flourishing  school,  numbering  between  ninety 
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and  a  hundred  pupils,  occupying  a  large  and  commo- 
dious house,  with  garden  and  play-ground  adjoining  the 
Cathedral  and  Bishop's  house;  while  they  still  con- 
tinue the  work  begun  at  the  fearful  time  of  the  yellow 
fever  epidemic  of  visiting  the  sick  and  poor,  caring  for 
their  wants  both  bodily  and  spiritual.  They  have  kept 
no  record  of  the  number  of  families  visited  ;  but  they 
have  brought  between  forty  and  fifty  children  and  adults 
to  baptism. 

In  the  Diocese  of  New- York  they  have  two  schools, 
both  in  the  most  prosperous  condition,  where  a  hundred 
and  fifty  young  girls  or  more  come  under  their  instruc- 
tion. They  have  a  Hospital  for  children,  which  is  ask- 
ing now  for  more  room,  where  little  patients  are  received 
entirely  free  of  charge.  They  have  the  care  of  the  House 
of  Mercy,  with  its  seventy  or  eighty  inmates,  and  of 
Trinity  Infirmary.  And  one  of  their  number  devotes  all 
her  time  to  visiting  the  city  Institutions :  prisons  and 
asylums  on  the  Islands  in  the  East  River  and  the  poor  in 
their  own  homes. 

I  cannot  close  this  communication  without  reminding 
you  that  there  is  a  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.*  Recent  appeals  made  to 
me  by  some  of  my  afflicted  brethren  for  aid  from  that 
Fund  have  much  touclied  my  feelings,  as  they  would 
yours,  were  you  cognizant  of  the  cases.  Sure  I  am  that 
no  year  will  be  j\llowed  by  you  to  pass  without  a  contri- 
bution to  that  Fund.  The  day  usually  appropriated  to 
that  grateful  duty  is  the  day  of  our  annual  Thanksgiv- 
ing, a  very  suitable  one  for  such  an  offering,  an  offering 
whicli  should  worthily  express  our  sense  of  the  great 
mercies  w^c  have  received,  and  also  our  affectionate  es- 
teem and  veneration  for  the  spiritual  pastors  who  minis- 
ter in  heavenly  things.

§  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 
from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby 
ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be 
vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on 
cr  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  con- 
firmations, marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
municants in  his  Parish  or  Church  ;  also  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  Sunday-Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also   the  amount  of  the 
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Communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  do- 
mestic and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in 
general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the 
same.  And  every  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any 
Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he 
may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  ser- 
vices, the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same. 
And  these  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall 
think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journals  thereof.

The  Parish  has  done  nobly  in  snccessAil  straggles  against  the  then  hopeless  embarrass- 
ment in  which  it  was  involved,  when  the  present  corporation  rescued  It  in  its  hour  of 
peril.  But  with  so  limited  a  capacity.  Its  resources  can  never  be  more  than  sufficient  to 
deftay  lis  own  abnolutely  necessary  expenses.  The  Rector  is  devoutly  thankfhl  that  he 
has  been  permitted  to  **  labor  with  his  own  hands,'*  that  he  may  not  be  chargeable  to  the 
Church,  but  even  with  the  added  results  of  self-denial,  and  a  liberal  offertory,  when  there 
are  so  many  past  deficiencies  to  *^make  up,*'  there  can  bo  as  yet  but  little  advance 
toward  outside  benevolences.  We  have,  however,  done  what  wo  could,  and  by  con- 
tributions of  clothing  and  provisions  to  weetem  Mii^sionarics,  and  distribution  among  the 
poor  and  needy  at  home,  endeavored  at  least  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  blessing  to 
*'  cheerf^il  givers.'*  The  Hector  hat)  regularly  continued  his  services  as  acting  Chaplain 
at  Lndlow-street  prison,  always  having  evening  prayer  and  a  sermon  qn  Sundays,  and 
Bible-class  instruction  on  Wedneitday  afternoons,  and  ai>  this  is  without  any  assistance 
whatsoever,  it  has  involved  a  great  deal  of  labor,  but  which  has  been  more  than  repaid 
in  the  very  perceptible  influence  for  good  which  has  been  exerted  over  the  unfortunate 
inmates.  He  has  succeeded,  after  continued  dlscouragcraents,  in  cstablitihing  a  library 
and  reading-room  in  the  prison,  for  tho  free  use  of  all  tho  prisoners.  The  effect  of  this 
was  at  once  clearly  apparent,  in  counteracting  agencies  always  actively  at  work  in  such 
places  as  our  commou  Jails,  to  make  men,  as  soon  as  possible,  forget  even  their  hu- 
manity.

The 
agEH'cgate  of  the  first  decade  was  $77,()f»7,  an  annual  average  of  $7,709  70.  The  agaT"- 
gate  of  the  second  decade  was  $3-'5,024,  an  annual  average  of  $3'^,r»U2  40.  The  aggre^^ie 
of  the  third  decade  has  been  $5(i0,2:^4,  an  annual  average  of  $50,028  40. 

These  amounts  include  no  other  funds  or  expenditures  than  those  which  have  pa.*»« 
directly  through  my  hands. 

During  this  period,  the  Ladles'  Dorcas  Society  have  clothed  8,124  chlMren  with  2<v,W0 
garments  prepared  for  th-s  distribution,  at  a  co!<t  of  814,003.  They  have  distributed  mo" 
than  10,000  pairs  of  shoes  among  the  children  of  the  poor.  Three  Mission  Chapel*  »»* 
Schools  have  been  malnUincd  for  the  la-Jt  fifteen  years,  at  a  cost  ol  tlS.OOO  a  >*-*" 
Buildings  for  thei»e  have  been  erected,  or  prepared  for  ihcm,  at  an  additional  cost  oi 
more  tiian  $8;),000, 

Another  Important  efl'ort  during  this  ministry  lias  been  the  maintenance  of  on**    ^•^ 
and  extended  Sunday  Schools.    They  have  coutalued  an  average  of  1,500  8choU«"^    ^ 
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teachers  ;  and  their  gathered  conUibutions  to  the  beoevolent  fund  under  their  own 
trol,  have  exceeded  $80,000.

hcao  have  been  tiome  of  the  outward  and  i^tatistlcal  results  of  my  ministry  in  this  Di- 
se.  The  present  aspect  of  my  Parish  is  by  no  means  encouraging.  The  removal  of 
desired  residences  in  the  city,  and  the  increase  of  rents,  have  combined  to  reduce  the 
lie  attendance  upon  the  worship  of  the  Lord's  day,  and  the  effective  agency  for  our 
ctical  parochial  work.

The  laft  quarter  has  given  us,  also,  an  earnest  and  experienced 
male  superintendent,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  have  all  things  in  the  school  soon 
greatly  improved.  To  accomplish  this  the  better,  the  female  superintendent,  with  pe- 
culiar seal  and  personal  liberality,  exerted  herself  to  procure  fUnds  to  erect  a  Chapel  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Church  for  Sunday-School  purposes  and  other  occasional 
services.  This  structure  is  now  neariy  completed.  It  is  hoped  that  about  the  middle  of 
October  it  will  be  fhmished  with  all  that  is  requisite  for  the  objects  in  view.  A  well- 
toned  organ,  the  gift  of  one  friend,  is  among  the  contributions  to  it.  The  entire  cot*t  of 
the  Chapel  and  its  furniture  will  considerably  exceed  $3,0U0,  a  large  portion  of  which  is 
already  contributed.  Notwithstanding  this,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  collections  for  the 
various  Church  parposes  outside  the  Parish  have  been  liberal,  especially  for  the  mission- 
ary departments.  Foreign,  Domestic  and  Diocesan.  Great  credit  Is  due  to  the  Building 
Committee  of  the  Vestry  for  the  thought,  care  and  time  they  have  devoted  to  this  unpre- 
tending, yet  graceful  edifice  they  have  superintended. 

It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  vitfit  the  Rector  and  his  (kmUy  with  great  afllle- 
tion.  A  dear  daughter,  for  many  years  the  manager  of  the  honsehold.  has  been  confined 
to  bed  with  serious  illness.  This  has  called  foith  the  warm  sympathies  and  kind  and  gen- 
erous aids  of  friends  both  in  and  out  of  our  congregation.  May  God  richly  reward  them ! 
For  some  montlis  the  Rector  has  neccsfarily  been  less  active  than  usnal  in  out  door 
Parish  duties,  bitt  is  noiv  resuming  his  customary  course.  The  prospect  for  the  (bture  la 
cheering,  as  It  is  hoped  will  i>e  roanirestcd.  through  God's  grace.  In  next  year's  report. 

I  have  neglected  to  sUte  that  a  burial  lot  in  the  Church  yard  has  been  presented  by  the 
Vestry  (their  own  spontaneous  act)  to  the  Rector.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  also  reciMved  Reports,  acconl- 
ing  to  the  Canon,  from  the  following  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese, 
not  having  Parochial  or  Missionary  charge : 

The  Rev.  QsOROB  F.  Bbrrinqer,  deacon,  reports  as  follows : 

Since  my  ordination,  July  14tb,  1875, 1  have  acted  as  AsHsfant  to  the  Rev.  Jas.  S.  Baeh, 
of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  at  West  New-Brif^hton.  and  also  as  Chaplain  to  the 
*'  Child's  Norsery  and  Hospital/'  (Country  Branch,)  located  here,  on  Staten  Island. 

I  have  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  2  times ;  have  read  service, 
(Sundays,)  in  whole  or  in  part,  16  times ;  preached,  14  times ;  baptized  10  infkute,  and 
read  the  burial  service,  7  times. 

I  have  likewise  had  sole  charge  of  a  Sunday-School,  of  about  60  young  children,  belong- 
ing to  the  **  Nursery  ;"  held  a  daily  evening  service  in  the  Chapel  of  the  institution,  and 
have  distributed  900  tracts  and  150  religious  newspapers  among  the  inmates  of  the 
••  Hospital/' 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  A.  Brodnax  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  officiate^!  during  the  twelve  months  since  my  last  report,  as  I  have  had  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Buel,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dojj- 
matic  Theology  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  reports  as  follows  : 

I  respectfully  report,  that  since  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  been 
regularly  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and 
Dermatic  Theology  in  thu  General  Theological  Seminary ;  and  have  also  acted  as  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  in  the  institution.  My  instructions  have  been 
given  by  lectures,  oral  and  written,  and  by  a  diligent  use,  with  the  Students,  of  approved 
text  books.  I  have  taken  my  alloted  part  in  the  services  of  the  Seminary  Chapel.  I  have 
also  offlciated- -by  reading  service,  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  baptizing  and 
preaching— in  different  churches  in  the  Diocese  of  New-Jersey,  in  Northern  New-J^erscy. 
and  in  the  City  of  New- York.  The  offices  which  I  have  performed,  will  be  reported  from 
the  Parij»hes,  in  which  I  have  offlciated. 

The  Oeneral  Theological  Seminary  has  been  in  a  healthful  condition  during  the  past 
year;  the  Students  have  been  faithTul  and  attentive  to  their  duties;  and  the  work  which 
has  bcun  done  there  will  not  be,  I  trust  and  think,  without  good  to  the  Church  and  to  its 
mission  in  the  world. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Cowley  respectfully  reports : 

That  during  the  Convention  year  he  has  officiated  as  occasion  offered,  otherwise  than 
in  connection  with  "  The  Children's  Fold,'*  both  within  and  without  the  Diocese.  A 
short  service  is  held  in  the  Fold,  morning  and  evening,  daily,  throughout  the  year.  The 
cliildren  take  an  active  part  in  the  service.  They  learn  the  Catechism,  the  Collect  for 
the  day,  and  brief  portions  of  Holy  Scripture  ;  nor  are  they  behind  others  of  their  age  in

deportment  and  week-day  Ptndieo.  The  children  have  long  been  ranked  as  among  the 
moHt  healthy  in  the  city.  While  many  of  them  have  been  brought  up  in  the  Fold  from 
infancy,  till  they  are  now  ten  to  twelve  years  old,  thanks  to  a  kind  Providence,  or  iho«e 
who  have  been  three  months  in  the  institution,  but  one  has  died.  Including  those  of 
new  members,  there  have  been  three  deaths  during  nine  years. 

Because  of  the  continued  "  hard  times/'  no  special  effort  has  been  made  to  materially 
increase  the  Building  Fund,  so  that  it  remains  about  as  last  year.  The  approximate 
amount  of  money  raised  for  current  expenses,  for  the  year  ending  Oct  Ist,  (not  cltFewher4 
reported.)  is  $4,500.  Baptisms,  11 ;  burials,  2  ;  marriage,  1.  Total  number  of  children 
supported  duiing  the  year.  80  ;  present  number,  67 ;  »:irls,  89;  boys,  28. 

The  Childrtn**  Fold  has  no  dtbl,  but  it  greatly  needs  a  suitable  house  and  chapel  of  its 
own.  Will  Churchmen  please  remember  this  want  in  the  disposition  of  the  means  with 
which  Providence  has  favored  them  ? 

The  Rev.  William  E.  EroEXBRODT,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology 
in  the  Qeneral  Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  reports : 

That  during  the  last  year,  besides  the  regular  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  Qeneral 
Theological  Seminary,  he  has  officiated  in  various  Parish  churches,  by  saying  pra\ers, 
preaching,  baptizing,  (6  infants  and  2  adults,  total,  S  persons,)  several  times  performing 
the  burial  service,  and  frequently  administering  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Rev.  Wai/ter  Russell  Oardner  reports : 

I  beg  to  report,  that  during  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year,  up  to  Aug.  Ist,  I  have 
officiated  as  Kector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Amenia,  during  which  time  I  baptiwd  9 
adults  and  4  Infants,  und  presented  a  class  of  13  fur  confirmation.

The  Rev.  Randall  C.  Hall,  Professor  of  the  Hebrew  and  tireek  Languajjes 
in  the  General  Tlieoloyical  Seminary,  reix)rt8 : 

In  addition  to  my  dt>tlo!«  in  thr;  Gencrnl  Theological  Seminary,  during  the  pa?t  year,  I 
have  ofticiated  ni'arly  every  Sunday.  From  May  ;Kith  to  July  4lh  I  took  temporary  char>,'e 
of  Trinity  Chiirrh,  IlaverHttaw.  During  July  and  Augunt,  aj»t«ipted  at  St.  Stopheu's 
Church  ofiliiH  city.  During  the  preai-nt  month  HHeisted  at  the  Auihon  Memorial  Church, 
also  of  this  city. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Hamilton,  deacon,  respectfully  reports  : 

That  during  the  paft  year  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  duties*  of  his  office,  in  West- 
chct>tcr  Couniy.

The  Rev.  William  VV.  Olsskn,  ProfePsor  of  the  Greek  Lanjruage  and 
Literature  and  of  the  Hebrew  Language  in  St.  Stephen's  Colh'^je,  Annan- 
dale,  N.  Y.,  reports  as  follows  : 

During  the  past  year  I  have  performed  the  dutie!<  of  the  above  named  profesporHhip,  and 
have  taken  part  in  the  preaching  and  the  daily  service  in  the  College  Chapd.  In  addition, 
I  have  read  service,  in  whole  or  in  part,  31  times,  and  preached  23  times  in  other 
Churches.  I  have  adniinis'tercd.  or  assisted  in  administering  the  Holy  Communion  in 
the  College  Chapel  and  elsewhere,  4'J  times.  I  have  read  the  burial  service  twice,  and 
solemnized  one  marriage. 
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Tlie  Rev.  Samcel  Osgood,  D.  D.,  residing  in  New-York,  reports  as  follows: 

I  take  the  liberty  to  say,  that  I  have  baptized  one  child,  married  three  conplei,  and  at- 
tended foar  funerals  as  minister— all  these  official  acts,  except  one  of  ihe  Minerals,  haTing 
been  performed  in  the  Diocese  of  New- York.

Fairfield  I  have  preached  at  St.  PauVs  there,  and  have  litely  been  preaehing  at  Christ 
Church,  Bridgeport,  vrhore  I  now  am  occupied  on  Sunday  mornings. 

It  may  not  be  obtrusive  for  me  to  say,  thai  I  am  following  seriously  and  somewhat 
laboriously  the  studies  of  my  profession,  and  trying,  in  my  humble  way,  to  do  the  work 
of  a  Christian  scholar,  with  my  voice  and  pen,  in  the  threat  field  in  which  we  are  to  discern 
the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  The  fact  that  1  have  been  left  very  much  to  work  alone,  may 
have  sometimes  added  to  the  burden,  but  ought  not  to  lessen  the  motive  of  my  work,  or 
its  dignity.

That,  ftom  the  adjournment  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1874  to  the  Wednesday  after 
the  ensuing  Easter  Day,  he  continued  mlnii»tcrlng  to  the  small  and  stmggling  Parish  of 
Grace  Church,  Weetfleld,  Ncw^Ter?ey,  nntll  it  completed  and  occupied  Its  neat  and  far- 
nitfhed  odiflcc  for  public  worship,  within  which  services  are  now  celebrated  by  a  Deacon.

That  Bince  the  last  Convention,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Superintendent,  he  has 
officiated  regnlarly  at  the  "New- York  Infiint  Asylum"  on  the  first  and  third  Sundays  of 
«ach  month,  and  since  March  Ist  has  heen  tbe  regular  Chaplain  of  the  '*Mldnlj;ht  Mis- 
sion," holding  senrices  every  Sunday  P.  M.,  and  Wednesday  at  IS  M.  He  has  officiated

New- York,  Wednesday,  Septembeb  27th,  1876. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New-York  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  at  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New- York,  the 
place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Addison  B.  Atkins, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  George  D.  Johnson,  Rector  of  Christ  Chiircli,  New-Brighton, 
and  the  Rev.  Albert  U.  Stanley,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Memorial 
Church,  Edgewater,  who  read  the  Lessons.  The  Litany  was 
iaid  by  the  Rev.  Randolph  II.  McKim,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Harlem,  New- York.  The  Ante- 
Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ;  the  Rev.  John  C. 
Eccleston,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Clifton,  reading 
the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,   New- York,  reading  the   Gospel.      The  Sermon   was 
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preached  by  the  Rev.  James  I.  Helm,  D.  !>*»  Hector  of  S^* 
Pa  Ill's  C  h  u  re  b ,  S  i  n  g  Si  n  g.    The  Hoi  y  C  otu  ni  u  ii  i  on  w  as  celeb  ra  le^ 
by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  Xp^ 
the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.   D.,  the  Rev*  Sullivan  H.  WesJtoO  i 
D,  D.,  the  Rev,  Robert  S.  HoAvIand,  D,  D.,  the  Rev.   Geor^^* 
D.  Wildes,  and  the  Kev,  O.  Maurice  Wines, 

The  Bishop  of  the  Bioc^eBe  took  the  Chair,  aud  called  th^^ 
ConventioD  to  order. 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded,  under  the   directioa  of  th^^ 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  ihe  Diocese  eo  tilled 
to  seats,  when ,  one  hundred   and    twelve*  answered    to   thetr^^ 
names,  and  took  their  ieats  as  membera. 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  wert^ 
examined  by  the  Secretary  aud  a  Committee  of  two  members, 
appointed  by  the  Presiding  Officer^  viz* :  Hon*  Samuel  B.  Rug— 
gles  and  Gen,  George  W,  Morell,  The  names  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gales  duly  ap]>oifsT-'4  w<  re  cfilled,  when  Lay  Delegates  froni 
eighty-two  Parishes  appeared  and  took  their  seats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend 
the  President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  Seventh  Rule  of  Order  on  the 
admission  of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

It  was  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

Objection  having  been  made,  the  Secretary  proceeded  to  read 
the  Rules  of  Order.

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth 
-Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  William  A.  Seaver,  Esq.,  the  vote  by  ballot  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with  ;  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigen- 
trodt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  unanimously 
clispensed  with ;  and  Edward  F.  De  Lancey,  Esq.,  was  elected 
Treasurer, 

The  Secretary  announced  to  the  Convention,  that  he  appointed 
the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton,  D.  D.,  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

In  compliance  with  Canon  I.  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  laid 
tefojre  the  Convention  a  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Ad- 
mission of  Churches  was  presented  and  read,  as  follows : 

Heport 

ON  THE  INCORPORATION  AND  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-  York : 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of  Churches  respect- 
folly  report  as  follows : 

The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  application  of  The  Society 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holj  Trinity  in  Highland,  town  of  Lloyd,  countj  of 
Ulster.

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This  application  is  made  on  the  same  papersi  upon  which  this  Chnich  ap- 
plied for  admiaBion  to  the  ConTenUon  in  1875,  and  which  the  Committee  then 
reported  to  be  insufficient,  and  no  amendment  or  addition  has  ^ce  been  made. 
The  defect  then  pointed  ont  ttlll  ezista,  namely,  the  certifioate  of  l^corpoia- 
tion  does  not  declare  on  its  face  that  the  Society  is  incorporated  as  a  Protes- 
tant Bplscopal  Church,  and  is  for  ever  to  continue  as  sudi  in  oommanioii  with 
the  Protestant  BpiaccHMl  Church  in  the  State  of  New-York.  The  Sode^  was 
formed  under  the  tK9  Church  act  of  1854,  with  a  boaid  of  trustees,  aad  not 
vender  the  act  of  1818,  and  the  amendments  thereof.  In  all  such  cases*  Section 
1  of  Canon  IV.  requires  that  such  declaration  shall  be  contained  in  the  oer 
tificate  of  incorporation,  and  without  it  the  Church  cannot  be  admitted  to  the 
Convention.  The  Convention  of  1875  ordered  that  these  papers  be  refomd 
back  to  the  applicants  for  remedy.    {Journal  of  1875,  p.  88.) 

The  Ccmmiittee  have  also  had  under  oonsideration  the  application  of  the 
Rector,  Churchwardens  and  Vestiymen  of  the  Free  Church  of  Saint  John 
Baptist,  in  the  village  of  Glenham,  town  of  Fishkill,  Dutchess  county. 

This  Church  was  incorporated  under  the  general  law  of  1818,  aa  amended 
in  1819.  The  meeting  at  which  the  certificate  of  inoorporatioii  ^ 
took  place  August  80, 1858.  The  certificate  was  properly  drawn,  i 
lodged  and  recorded,  and  the  other  documents  required  to  entitle  the  Gburdi 
to  admission  to  the  Convention  are  complete  and  regular. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Free  Chproh  of  Saint  John 
Baptist,  in  the  village  of  Olenham,  in  the  town  of  ilshkill,  in  the  ominty  of 
Dutchess,  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention.

Therefbro  we,  the  members  of  the  Conventiou  of  tlie  Prot^fttaul 
Episcopal  Church  id  the  Diocese  of  Kew-York^  take  thia  occa- 
sion hath  to  open  our  griefj  and  to  give  token  of  our  liigh 
esteem  for  our  departed  Brotlieiv  and  of  otir  appreciation  of  hi» 
character  and  services. 

Acknowledging,  la  all  human  events,  the  directing  hand  of 
God,  we  know  thjit  the  evening  and  moruing  of  this  Christian 
ioldier's  day  were  completed  and  his  warfare  aceompHijhed. 

He  has  kept  the  faith  loyal  to  his  Church — her  prosperity 
was  his  happiness.  Well  grounded  in  the  doctrines  of  U^t 
Creed,  he  did  not  confound  the  fleeting  shadows  of  the  human 
mind  with  the  changelesB  articles  of  a  Christian's  belief,  Tb§ 
garments  of  transient  opinion  hung  lightly  around  the  body  of 
his  Faith  ;  hence  he  neither  feared  to  accept  the  truths  from  time 
to  time  brought  to  light  through  the  investigations  of  human 
Beienee,  nor  hesitated  to  adapt  himself  to  the  conclusions  of 
modern  thought*  With  him  the  traditions  of  the  past  coalesce 
with  the  knowledge  of  this  hour,  and  the  Christ  Whom  he  had 
early  leaiined  to  love,  became  daily  more  and  more  fully  the  Way, 
the  Truth^  and  the  life^  until  that  last  moment  when,  with  tlic

He  has  fought  a  good  fight.  His  only  parochial  charge  was 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Harlem.  Twenty-six  years  ago  be  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  what  was  then  a  feeble  suburban  Parish.  With- 
out a  thought  or  ambition  beyond  the  discharge  of  his  duty  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  he  remained  steadfast  at  his  post.  Dili- 
gent in  his  pastoral  duty,  painstaking  in  his  pulpit  preparations, 
faithful  and  precise  in  his  teachings,  he  leaves  behind  a  genera- 
tion of  devout  and  active  churchmen. 

He  bore  himself  as  the  good  shepherd  of  his  whole  flock,  dur- 
ing many  an  exciting  controversy,  the  friend  to  all,  the  healer 
of  wounds,  and  the  composer  of  strife. 

As  the  monuments  of  that  quiet  yet  persistent  zeal,  he  leaves 
behind  him  a  beautiful  Parish  Church,  a  numerous  and  united 
people,  a  Sunday  School  large  in  its  membership,  and  possessing 
a  building  perfect  in  its  appointments. 

All  around  revered  him,  and  joined  with  his  own  smitten 
people  in  sending  up  one  common  wail  of  woe,  when  that  ex- 
emplary pastorate  came  to  its  sadden  terminatioD.

In  due  season  your  Secretary,  as  instructed,  sent  to  the  Right  Reverend 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  as  President  of  its  Convention  and 
for  that  body,  a  copy  of  the  Report  made  by  the  Special  Oonunittee  of  the 
last  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New-Tork,  on  a  communication  from  the 
Diocese  of  Albany,  with  a  statement  of  the  approval,  by  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  New- York,  of  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  report  so 
forwarded  by  him.

OP  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NEW- 

YORK. 

At  the  close  of  another  Conventional  year,  the  Miaaionaiy  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  have  to  report,  that  the  work  committed  to  their  charge  has  been 
prosecuted  to  the  fall  extent  of  the  means  placed  at  their  disposal. 

We  have  28  Missionaries  laboring  at  various  statioBS,  all  faithfal  men, 
doing  the  Master's  work  amid  many  difficulties  and  discouragements,  and 
depending  mainly  for  support  upon  the  stipends  paid  by  the  Committee. 

Most  earnestly  do  we  wish  that  a  more  general  interest  was  taken  in 
our  work,  so  that  we  could  enlarge  our  field  of  operations.  Among  the 
many  claims  pressing  upon  the  Church  for  Misaonary  effort,  certainly  we 
ought  to  give  the  first  place  to  that  which  comes  so  near  to  our  own  door. 

It  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  without  our  aid  many  places  of  worship 
would  be  closed,  and  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  be  denied  in  many 
portions  of  our  Diocese.

The  payments  during  the  same  period  have  amounted  to  $5,550  00,  leav- 
ing  a  balance  of  $418  00,  towards  the  stipends  due  October  1, 1876.  There 
is  thus  a  deficiency  of  $1,000 ;  this  we  trust  will  be  speedily  received,  so  that 
your  Committee  may  commence  a  new  year  free  from  debt,  and  in  good 
courage  to  go  on  with  renewed  energy  in  the  prosecution  of  its  important 
work.

OP  THE  SOCIETY  FOR  PROMOTING  RELIGION  AND  LEARNING 
IN  THE  STATE  OP  NEW- YORK. 

The  Saperintendent  of  the  Societj  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning 
in  the  State  of  New- York,  as  the  Canonical  agent  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York 
for  distributing  all  funds  for  Theological  Education,  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report : 

That  during  the  past  Convention  year,  from  October  1, 1875,  to  October  1, 
1876,  in  discharging  the  duty  with  which  it  has  been  entrusted  bj  the  Con- 
vention, the  Society  has  received  and  distributed  the  following  sums : 

Received  by  the  Treasurer  from  the  Diocese  of  New-York,  from 

October  1, 1875,  to  October  1,1876, $744  16 

Received  from'  other  Dioceses  during  the  same  time, 394  56 

Total  amounts  received, $1,138  72 


This  entire  sum  has  been  devoted  to  the  objects  for  which  it  was  bestowed. 

The  demand  for  aid  on  the  part  of  those  studying  for  the  Holy  Ministry 
was  never  greater  than  at  present.  Many  who  are  well  on  in  their  theologi- 
cal course,  and  who  felt  assured  that  they  had  enough  to  carry  them  through, 
unexpectedly  find  their  means  exhausted,  and  are  obliged  to  look  elsewhere 
for  support ;  others  who  are  just  beginning  their  studies,  and  counted  with 
confidence  upon  relatives  and  friends  for  aid,  are  disappointed  in  their  hopes, 
and  are  left  entirely  or  in  part  dependent  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  appeal  to  the  Clergy, 
and  by  them  to  make  collections  for  the  Theological  Education  Fund  as 
speedily  as  possible,  and  to  urge  upon  their  congregations  to  contribute  liber- 
ally ;  and  they  would  request  their  Brethren  of  the  Laity,  who  have  the 
ability  to  do  so,  to  send  in  special  offerings  to  meet  the  present  and  excep- 
tional distress. 

It  is  worthy  of  repetition,  although  it  has  often  been  stated  before,  as  an 
inducement  to  quicken  liberal  giving  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Society  for  Pro- 
moting Religion  and  Learning,  that  every  farthing  bestowed  goes  directly  to 
the  object  for  which  it  is  contributed.  There  are  no  salaries  or  commissions 
to  come  between  the  donor  and  the  recipient  to  absorb  a  considerable  portion 
of  what  is  given. 

The  sudden  and  distressing  death  of  one  of  their  number,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  week,  calls  for  more  than  ordinary  notice  on  the 
part  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning.

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The  Trustees  have  been  unable,  in  consequence  of  the  great  stagnation 
and  depression  in  real  estate,  and  in  business  generally,  to  sell  the  three 
dwelling-houses  on  Madison-street,  Brooklyn,  or  rent  them  to  anj  advan- 
tage. The  store  on  Broadway,  Brooklyn,  which  produced  $650  per  annum, 
was  injured  by  fire,  but  has  been  repaired  fully  by  the  Company  in  wliich 
it  was  insured,  without  expense,  except  fifty  dollars  paid  to  a  builder  to  sn- 
pervise  the  repairing  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees.  No  rent  has  been  received 
since  the  fire,  but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  shortly  be  rented  to  a  new  teoaiil 
The  number  of  stipendiaries  paid  quarterly,  during  the  year,  has  been 
twelve. 

Special  appropriations  have  been  made  in  seven  cases. 
One  of  the  stipendiaries  has  died  during  the  past  year,  and  one  has  been 
ftdded  to  the  list.

There  have  been  80  students,  members  of  the  College,  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  78  were  communicants,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  70  to  study  for  Hoi; 
Orders.  The  College  opened  on  the  13th  of  September  with  77  students  in 
attendance. 

The  Trustees,  at  their  late  meeting,  recognised  a  scientific  and  practical 
knowledge  of  music,  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  education  of  a  clerjryro'^- 
Mr.  William  H.  W  hittingham  has  charge  of  this  department,  and  gives  io- 
strnction  to  every  member  of  the  College.  He  also  conducts  the  musical  p^^^ 
of  the  service  in  the  daily  morning  and  evening  worship  in  the  chapel. 

It  is  now  16  years  since  the  College  went  into  operation.  Of  those  ^^^ 
have  received  their  classical  education  wholly  or  in  part  at  Annandale,  80 
have  received  Holy  Orders.  Of  these  5  have  died.  The  remaining  75  are 
doing  faithful  service  in  18  Dioceses,  one  Foreign  Missionary  Diocese,  and  id 
two  Dioceses  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

For  these  sixteen  years  the  College  has  been  carried  on  with  less  pecuniary 
trouble  than  falls  to  the  lot  of  most  of  our  Church  Institutions.  It  has  been 
due  to  the  liberality  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learn- 
ing, and  to  a  few  devoted  friends  and  Trustees.  This  liberality  cannot  be 
expected  to  continue  always.  The  College  has  certainly  done  enough  to  en- 
title it  to  a  share  in  the  general  liberality  of  the  Church.  The  present  season 
there  have  been  over  30  applicants  for  admission.  Only  14  could  be  received. 
These  filled  our  vacant  rooms,  and  more  than  exhausted  the  fund  for  scholar- 
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■liips.  Snongh  names  are  now  recorded  for  entrance  a  year  heAoe  to  fill  the 
places  which  will  then  be  left  vacant  by  those  who  will  graduate  next  Jane. 
A  moderate  sum  for  boildings,  and  for  the  endowment  of  professorships  and 
scholarships,  will  establish  the  College  on  such  a  foundation  as  will  insure  its 
future  usefulness  to  the  Church  as  a  Training  College  for  the  ministiy.

Beport 

ON  PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PRO 
TESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  last  year,  to  which  were  referred  the 
proposed  chan^ires  recommended  by  the  General  Convention  of  1874,  to  be 
made  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  with  instructions  to  report  to  this  Convention,  respectfully  report  u 
follows : 

The  proposed  changes  are  three  in  number.  The  First  is  an  alteration  to 
be  made  in  Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit : 

Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Article  the  words,  "  The  General  Convention  may, 
upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  an  org;anixed  Diocese, 
setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too  large  for  due  Episcopal 
supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  portion  of  such  Diocesan 
territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be  placed  within,  or  constitute  a  missionary 
jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  determine. 

The  Second  proposed  change  is  an  amendment  to  Article  8  of  the  Con- 
stitution, to  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  Article  as  it  now  stands,  to  wit,  the 
words : 

"  Prorided,  Tliat  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  arrange  and  set 
forth  a  shortened  form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  to  be  compiled 
wholly  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

Both  these  changes  apjx'ar  to  your  Committee  to  be  inexpedient. 

The  Third  change  proposed ,  and  the  one  to  which  tlie  attention  of  the 
Committee  was  more  especially  requested,  is  the  following  amendment  by 
way  of  addition  to  the  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit : 

'*  Prorided,  however.  That  the  General  Convention  shall  have  power,  from 
time  to  time,  to  amend  the  I^ctionary  ;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  l>e 
valid  which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies." 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  resolution  under  wliich  the  very  import- 
ant change  in  the  Constitution  here  proposed  was  introduced,  appears  in  the 
Journal  of  the  General  Convention  as  part  of  the  last  day's  proceedings,  and 
cannot  but  think  that  it  did  not  receive  that  close  attention  and  full  consider- 
ation which  it  deserved.  It  will  be  well  for  us  correctly  to  understand  the 
purpose  and  effect  of  this  proposed  change. 
The  purpose  of  it  is,  not  directly  to  amend  the  Lectionary,  but  to  establish 
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a  method  bj  which  this  may  be  done.  We  xnaj  all  deeire  a  Lectionarj  dif- 
ferent from  that  now  in  nee ;  bat  this  changre  in  the  Constitution  will  not,  of 
itself,  ^ve  us  what  we  desire.  If  it  is  made,  it  will  simplj  declare  the  way 
in  which  a  different  Lectionarj  is  to  be  obtained.  To  this  propoeed  waj  or 
method  of  accomplishing  the  object  aimed  at,  your  Committee  think  there 
are  some  serions  objections. 

The  Church,  in  her  Constitution  as  it  now  stands,  has  carefully  protected 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  by  making  it  impossible  to  alter  any  part  of  it, 
without  long  deliberation,  a  full  understanding,  and  thorough  examination, 
giving  notice,  and  allowing  time  to  those  who  are  chosen  to  legislate  for  her 
interests  in  the  several  Dioceses,  to  weigh  well  whatsoever  may  be  propoeed 
in  this  direction,  so  that  when  she  finally  acts,  she  may  act  under  the  gui- 
dance of  a  judgment  matured  by  the  meet  intelligent  reflection,  and  strength- 
ened by  the  largest  possible  approbation.  The  wisdom  of  this  none  will 
question.  But  in  the  change  here  propoeed,  there  is  certainly  a  departure 
from  this  most  safe  and  conservative  principle.  The  Lectionary  is  a  part  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  this  change  in  the  Constitution,  should  it 
be  made,  will  subject  this  part  of  that  sacred  Book  to  alteration  at  the  will 
of  any  one  General  Convention,  without  the  approval  or  even  the  knowledge 
of  the  several  Dioceses.  It  will  be  liable  to  alteration  every  three  years  ; 
and,  considering  how  fond  men  are  of  change,  and  how  many  there  will  be 
having  the  right  to  propose  alterations,  it  is  hardly  probable  that  we  would 
have  the  same  Lectionary  for  any  considerable  period  of  time. 

It  is  to  be  considered,  moreover,  that  such  alterations  may  be  proposed  at 
times  and  under  circumstances  most  unfavorable  to  an  exercise  of  that  care 
^vrhich  so  important  a  matter  requires.  Under  existing  provisions,  abundant 
opportunity  is  given  for  deliberate  inquiry  and  the  wisest  selection ;  but 
under  the  proposed  change,  this  is  impossible. 

Influenced  by  these  considerations,  your  Committee  cannot  but  thick  that 
ix  will  be  safest  and  best  to  let  this  part  of  the  Article  VIII.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion stand  unchanged. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

BuUvedt  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  change  proposed  to 
l^e  made  in  the  Article  VIII.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  giving  power  to  the  General  Convention,  from 
t,ame  to  time,  to  amend  the  Lectionary,  is  inexpedient.

OF  THE  NEW-YORK    PROTESTANT   EPISCOPAL  CITY  MISSION 

SOCIETY. 

The  Executire  Committee  of  the  New- York  Protestant  EpiHcopal  City  Mission 
Society  respectfully  report : 

That  in  the  face  of  trying  financial  embarrassments  and  business  difficulties, 
they  have  been  enabled,  by  God's  blessing,  to  carry  forward  the  vast  work  of 
the  Society  steadily  and  successftilly,  and  to  retain  all  the  faithful  Missionaries 
at  their  posts.  But  this  simple  statement  includes  much  more  than  appears 
on  the  surface.  It  will  be  remembered  that  one  year  ago  the  Society  was  un- 
a}>le  to  meet  its  pecuniary  obligations.  There  was  no  money  in  the  treasury 
to  pay  the  Missionaries  their  salaries  on  the  first  of  October — no  money  to 
meet  the  wants  of  St.  Barnabas'  House — ^no  money  for  any  purpose.  The  out- 
look was  dark.  It  seemed  as  if  the  work  must  stop,  and,  humanly  speaking, 
it  would  have  stopped,  had  not  two  members  of  the  Eiecutiye  Committee 
generously  made  a  "  call  loan  **  of  $!l,000  each.  Thus  the  year  begai^  in  fear 
and  trembling,  yet  in  faith.  The  Committee  felt  assured  that  this  was  the 
Master's  work,  and  that,  if  they  did  their  duty,  He  would  bless  their  efforts. 
Appeals  were  made  setting  forth  the  danger  of  an  utter  failure  if  immediate 
relief  was  not  had,  and  there  were  a  few  liberal  responses ;  but  the  heart  of 
the  Church  was  not  touched.  Her  children  did  rise,  in  the  spirit  of  true 
loyalty  and  intense  earnestness,  and  declare  that  this  Society  must  not  stop — 
must  not  eyen  reduce  its  work — must  not  be  perplexed  for  want  of  funds. 
No,  they  left  the  Executiye  Committee  to  soWe  the  problem  alone  i  thinking, 
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perchance,  that  what  had  been  done  in  the  past  would  be  done  agun,  and  the 
money  needed  be  somehow  obtained  to  sustain  the  work. 

Other  appeals  were  made,  and  the  Committee  waited  a  reasonable  time  for 
responses,  but  waited  almost  in  yain.  Tien  they  resolved  to  face  the  fact, 
hard  and  sad  as  it  was,  and  reduce  the  work  and  expenses  to  a  leTol  with  the 
probable  income.  Accordingly,  they  decided,  after  long  deliberation,  to  gire 
up  Bethlehem  Chapel  altogether,  to  discharge  the  Chaplain  of  St.  Barnabas' 
Chapel,  and  to  cut  down  the  salaries  of  all  the  Missionaries  ten  per  cent.,  thni 
reducing  the  expenses  $7,200  at  once. 

When  this  was  noised  abroad,  there  was  no  small  stir  among  the  people, 
and  some  persons  charged  the  Committee  with  having  acted  hastily  and  on- 
advisedly.  But  what  could  they  do  ?  To  go  on  as  they  were,  was  to  run 
hopelessly  and  dishonestly  into  debt.  They  felt,  moreover,  that  it  was  not 
their  duty  to  borrow  money  to  carry  on  the  great  mission  work  of  the  Church 
in  this  rich  city,  and  they  determined  not  to  do  it.  They  solemnly  reeolved 
that  nothing  should  move  them  from  the  fixed  policy  to  bring  the  expenses 
clearly  within  the  income,  and  leave  the  consequences  with  God. 

That  was,  providentially,  the  dawn  of  a  bright  day  for  the  Society.  This 
action  of  the  Committee  awoke  the  people  as  from  a  stupor,  and  they  were 
both  astonished  and  glad  at  the  new  stand  which  had  been  taken.  The 
Clergy  commended  it — business  men  commended  it,  and  expressed  renewed 
confidence  in  the  Society,  and  from  all  quarters  money  flowed  fireely  into  the 
treasury,  so  that  the  loan  was  soon  paid,  and  all  expenses  promptly  met. 
Special  funds  were  also  contributed  to  go  on  with  Bethlehem  Chapel,  and  to 
retain  the  Chaplain  at  St.  Barnabas*. 

In  short,  by  individual  donations,  by  collections,  by  offerings  in  Churches, 
money  enough  was  obtained  to  pay  all  the  current  expenses  up  to  October  let, 
and  have  a  small  balance  left  in  the  treasury.    Glory  be  to  God! 

The  following  summary  shows  what  has  been  done  since  the  Inet  Diocesan 
Convention  :  1,602  public,  and  106  private  services,  with  an  aggregate  attend- 
ance of  114,329  persons  ;  63  persons  confirmed  ;  Holy  Communion  administered 
to  an  average  of  275  individuals  monthly ;  315  children  and  15  adults  baptized ; 
209  bodies  received  Christian  burial ;  an  average  of  148  scholars  at  the  Sunday 
School  in  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel,  and  of  99  in  Bethlehem  Chnpel ;  an  average  «f 
94  children  in  the  Day  School  of  Bethlehem  Chapel,  and  of  34  in  St.  Barnabas' 
House  and  Day  Nursery  ;  an  average  of  165  girls  in  the  Industrial  School  held 
in  St.  Barnabas*  Chapel  and  the  Free  Reading  Room,  and  of  50  at  Bethlehem 
Chapel ;  an  average  of  47  women  supplied  with  sewing,  weekly,  by  the  La^iies* 
Industrial  Association  ;  and  a  nightly  average  of  24  boys  and  young  men  in  the 
Free  Reading  Room  ;  2,376  families,  and  27,873  individuals  visited,  and  more 
or  less  relieved,  in  tenement  houses  and  institutions ;  books  drawn  from  the 
**  Gilbert  Library*'  in  the  Tombs,  50  times  a  week,  on  an  average,  and  from 
libraries  on  Blackwell's  Island,  350  times  a  week;  27,098  magazines  and 
papers  distributed  on  Blackwell's  Island,  and  a  very  great  many  in  the  other 
institutions.  Indeed,  the  supply  of  abundant  reading  matter,  in  the  shapr  of 
books,  magaiines  and  papers,  has  become  a  marked  feature  of  our  work  amon|f 
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the  erimmal  and  iinfbriunate,  and  has  been  attended  with  the  most  beneficial 
results. 

From  Oct.  1, 1875,  to  the  present  time,  1,489  women  and  children  were  ad- 
mitted and  cared  for  in  St.  Barnabas'  House,  and  150  children  admitted  to  the 
I>ay  Nnrsery,  making  a  total  of  1,589.  In  consequence  of  extensive  repairs, 
St.  BamabasT  House  waa  reduced  to  one-half  its  usual  capadtj  for  several 
weeks.  But,  notwithstanding  this,  21,272  free  lodgings  were  ftimished,  and 
140,069  free  meals  supplied;  being  an  increase  of  724  lodgings  and  of  83,204 
meals  over  the  previous  jear. 

Never  have  St.  Barnabas*  House  and  the  Sisters  in  charge  been  more  helpftil 
than  the  past  year,  and  never  has  the  want  of  room  been  more  sadly  felt  than 
at  this  moment.  It  is  painful  and  humiliating  to  see  a  work  of  this  kind — so 
needful,  so  fruitflil  in  good,  so  economically  conducted,  and  so  favorably  sit- 
uated to  do  a  vast  deal  more  than  is  now  done — crippled  from  day  to  day  and 
week  to  week  for  want  of  sufficient  room.  Yet,  so  it  is,  and,  as  a  conse- 
quenoe,  hundreds  of  children  are  to-day  slowly  perishing  in  tenement  houses 
for  want  of  proper  food  and  care,  and  from  the  poisonous  air  of  thdr  surround- 
ings, who  might  be  saved  to  life  and  useftilness  if  brought  to  the  Day  Nursery 
of  St.  Barnabas*  House.  Not  only  so,  but  their  mothers  would  thus  be  lifted 
up  from  a  state  of  desperation  to  a  patient  and  hopeftd  condition,  and  enabled 
to  work  to  advantage,  and  make  for  themselves  a  comfortable  and  cheerftilhome. 

What  we  need  is  a  new  and  commodious  building,  in  place  of  the  old  and 
unfit  one  at  306  Mulberry-street ;  and  now,  when  labor  is  cheap  and  material 
low  priced,  we  earnestly  hope  the  $10,500  required,  will  be  ftimisbed  speedily 
to  build  it,  and  thus  meet  the  wants  of  poor  and  worthy  mothers  and  their 
children. 

In  regard  to  the  whole  work  of  the  Society,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
notwithstanding  the  glorious  success  of  the  past  year,  we  are  just  as  dependent 
as  ever  on  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  people ;  and  that,  unless  these 
are  as  liberal  and  prompt  for  the  current  year,  we  shall  be  compelled  to  again 
reduce  the  salaries  and  cut  down  the  work. 

But  we  look  forward  hopefully,  and  expect  liberal  things ;  believing,  as  has 
been  well  said,  that  "  nowhere  in  the  whole  range  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  is  there  an  organization  so  well  adapted  to  its  purposes,  or  capable 
of  wielding,  if  rightly  conducted,  so  immense  a  power  for  good  as  this." 

And  now  we  ask  you,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  feel  that  the 
responsibility  of  sustaining  this  Society,  and  enabling  the  Committee  to  use 
this  power,  rests  upon  you — ^not  on  us — ^you,  who  belong  to  this  city  and 
Diocese — ^you,  who  are  here  present,  and  can  influence  those  who  are  absent. 

Many  of  you— we  say  it  with  joy  and  pride  *-have  gladly  thrown  the  whole 
weight  of  your  social,  personal  and  official  influence  upon  the  lever  which  has 
lifted  this  Society  from  the  slough  of  desponding  debt,  and  placed  it  on  the  firm 
ground  of  *'  Pat  as  tou  oo."  Give  us,  then,  your  warm  sympathy  and  cordial 
support  the  coming  year,  and  the  report  of  1877  will  be  fuller  of  work  fbr  God 
and  His  church,  and  richer  in  the  fruitage  of  immortal  souls.

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

After  a  year,  which  in  temporal  things  has  been  a  year 
of  great  trials  and  anxieties  to  multitudes  around  you,  if 
not  to  yourselves  individually — a  period  of  disappoint- 
ment and  loss  and  general  distress,  spreading  a  sombre 
hue  over  the  whole  country,  and  awakening  serious  ap- 
prehensions about  the  future — after  such  a  year  in  tem- 
poral things,  I  can  conceive,  my  dear  Brethren,  that  you 
come  up  to  this  annual  Convention  with  one  anxious 
question  uppermost  in  your  minds:  Since  failure  and 
loss  and  distress  have  characterized  the  year,  so  far  as 
secular  things  are  concerned,  how  has  it  fared  with  the 
Church  of  our  Love  ?  Has  there  been  a  depression  in 
spiritual  things  corresponding  to  the  general  depression  in 
temporal  things  ?  Has  the  work  of  the  Church  languished 
in  any  thing  like  the  same  measure  in  which  the  secular 
business  of  the  country  has  languished  ?  Has  there  been 
a  lack  of  good  fruit  in  the  Vineyard  of  the  Lord,  as  there 
have  been  drought  and  barrenness  in  the  recently  fertile 
and  abundant  fields  of  secular  husbandry  ? 

Ah,  my  dear  Brethren,  such  queries,  such  thoughts 
are  natural.     It  is  not  entirely  without  reason  that  they 


arise  in  o«r  minds  in  the  midst  of  temporal  distress.     But 
it  is  my  great  happiness  to-day  to  be  privileged  to  give 
you  a  comfortable,  yea,  a  glad  response  to  all  siicli  qut-s- 
tions :     Oh  no  1     I  say  an  hundred  times,    No  !     The  I 
general  and  severe  depression  iu  temporal  things  has  not 
been  accompanied  b}^  a  corresponding  depresnion  in 
spiritual  things.    The  work  of  the  Lord  in  His  Church 
with  the  souls  of  men,  has  not  gone  backward  1     Qiiifc 
the  contrary  I    For  ever  blessed  be  His  Holy  Name! 
Ijiffht^  the  Light  of  Truth  and  Grace,  has  sprung  up  in  ■ 
the  darkness.     Good  Fruits  in  the  Vineyard  of  tlie  Ijnii 
have  abundantly  rewarded  the  labors  of  the  husband 
men.     Many  and  many  a  parent,  while  battling  with  I 
difficulties  and  harassed  with  cares  about  his  family,  Ima 
had  the  unspeakable  comfort  of  seeing  children  v^nm 
forward  to  seal  their  devotion  to  their  Lord,  and  tu  set-k 
His  Gmce  and  Blessing.     *' Whom  the  Lord  loveili  He 
chasteneth"— a  word  of  everlasting  comfort  to  all  who 
fear  and  love  Him  I     Yes ;  and  while  our  Gracious  Lord 
sends  chastisement  in  the  taking  away  of  temporal  bless- 
ings, He  often  shows  His  Love  by  enlarging  His  spiritual 
gifts,  or  by  imparting  to  them  a  Divine  sweetness. 

Everywhere  among  our  Parishes  I  have  seen  azeal  and 
unity  and  love  which  gave  evidence  of  a  Heavenly  bless- 
ing. And  among  other  tokens  of  faithful  work  as  well 
as  of  gracious  influences,  have  been  the  abundant  and 
earnest  Confirmations — more  numerous  by  far  than  in 
any  previous  year  since  the  division  of  the  Diocese — 
more  than  a  thousand  in  excess  of  the  Confirmations  of 
last  year. 

And  here,  my  dear  Brethren,  allow  me,  once  for  all,  to 
say  a  word  in  reference  to  the  frequent  giving  of  statistics 
in  our  Episcopal  and  other  reports.  There  is  something 
in  the  Sacred  History  about  the  *' numbering  of  the  peo- 
ple," which,  in  some  minds,  excites  a  prejudice  against 
all  reports  of  spiritual  growth  and  improvement  as  repre- 
sented by  numbers.  No  doubt  there  may  be,  and  often 
are,  abuses,  exaggerations,  from  pride  and  vanity,  and 
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from  rash  judgments.  But  here,  as  in  many  other  cases, 
everything  depends  upon  the  circumstances  and  tlie 
motives.  It  must  be  remembered  that  we  have  many 
Canons  positively  enjoining  statistical  i-eports,  and  that 
for  a  very  good  reason.  There  must  be  a  basis  of  known 
facts  for  much  of  the  work  which  the  Church  has  to  do 
— in  her  legislation,  in  her  organization  of  Dioceses,  in 
her  provision  for  the  supply  of  her  own  needs.  Facts 
must  be  made  known  in  regard  to  her  growth,  in  regard 
to  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  her  children :  they  need  to 
be  known  for  encouragement  or  for  warning.  In  short, 
we  must  know  from  year  to  year  what  our  actual  state  is, 
in  order  that  we  may  know  what  we  have  to  do,  and 
what  we  can  do.  And  so  the  Church  provides  for  re- 
ports being  made  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  of  Confirma- 
tions, of  new  Communicants,  of  deaths,  &c.,  and  of  offer- 
ings made  for  our  different  pious  and  charitable  under- 
takings. Without  such  reports,  we  should  often  work 
in  the  dark,  without  guidance  and  without  encourage- 
ment. Therefore  the  Church  is  very  particular  in  insist- 
ing on  such  reports  being  made  by  her  Bishops  and 
Clergy.  Let  them  be  made,  as  far  as  human  infirmity 
will  allow,  without  egotism,  without  pride  or  envy.  Let 
them  be  careful  and  sincere,  and  they  will  greatly  assist 
the  judgment  of  the  Church,  and  animate  the  spirit  of 
her  children.  Indeed,  my  dear  Brethren,  I  cannot  but 
indulge  the  hope  that  the  statement  I  have  just  made  re- 
specting the  life  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  at 
least  in  one  of  its  manifestations,  will  have  the  effect  of 
cheering  you,  and  making  you  feel,  with  renewed  assur- 
ance, that  your  ''  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 

There  are,  no  doubt,  many  ways  in  which  the  financial 
troubles  of  the  past  year  have  operated  severely  upon 
the  life  and  work  of  the  Church.  It  has  required  care 
and  special  effort  to  secure  the  regular  supplies  of  means 
necessary  to  give  eflSciency  and  steadiness  to  the  variotis 
agencies,  pious  and  charitable,  employed  in  propagating 
the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  in  ministering 
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after  His  example  to  the  poor  and  suffering  of  His 
Church.  But  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  in  almost  all  cases 
tlie  desired  offerings  have  been  made  with  a  liberality 
and  a  cheerful  good  will  most  creditable  to  the  givers, 
and  most  comforting  to  those  who  had  the  responsibility 
of  watching  over  and  directing  the  agencies  in  question. 
But  before  leaving  this  subject,  there  is  one  observa- 
tion tending  to  qualify,  in  some  measure,  the  cheerfol 
views  just  presented,  which  I  feel  bound  to  make.  A 
few  cases  have  been  reported  to  me  of  Parishes,  chiefly 
in  the  rural  districts,  in  which  Vestries,  under  the  pres- 
sure of  the  times,  have  very  considerably  reduced  the 
salary  of  the  Rector.  In  some  cases  this  has  been  done 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  constrain  an  able  and  faithful 
man,  generally  acceptable  to  the  people,  to  remove  to  a 
more  adequate  living.  There  may  be  cases  in  which  re- 
trenchment in  arranging  the  expenses  of  a  Parish  be- 
comes a  matter  of  necessity.  But  to  hegin  to  economiz*^ 
by  taking  away  from  the  very  moderate  support  of  the 
S]>intual  Pastor,  is  scarcely  delicate  or  just  toward  him  : 
wliil(^  it  must  (x'casion  ])aiii  and  discouragement  wln-ie 
thon^  is  the  greatest  need  of  tenderness  and  symi^atliy. 
Sucli  mi'asures,  wliich  drive  away  from  the  Parish  a 
uood  man,  who  knows  the  Parish,  wlio  is  well  known 
and  beloved  by  the  ])(Mj])h^,  creating  a  vacancy  which 
must  be  iiUrd  by  a  stranger,  ])erlia]is  after  a  long  iii- 
tcival,  ])Ossibly  hy  an  inferior  person — such  measures 
hclj)  to  h)wer  the  tone  and  character  of  the  Church,  and 
often  result  in  doing  more  injury  to  the  tem})oral  and 
spiritual  interests  of  the  llock  than  they  had  done  lo  the 
fe(diii.ii:s  and  character  of  the  departed  Pastor,  01  my 
dear  J^)rethren,  all  those  things  which  tend  to  chill  and 
de])ress  the  s])irit  of  tlu^  Pastor,  an?  poor  economy.  The 
sevei'e  retrenchment  ma}^  seem  to  save  a  little  mont^y  at 
the  liist.  But  a  hv'wi  experience  will  suflice  to  show 
that  such  ])oli(nes  are  as  unwise  as  they  are  unkind  and 
unjust.  Leave  your  miiiister  without  sympathy,  with- 
out cheerful  support,  and  you  take  the  w^ry  life  out  of 
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his  work.  Warm  him  with  your  love,  cheer  him  by 
your  generous  and  thoughtful  provision  for  his  comfort, 
and  you  more  than  double  his  power  of  quickening  the 
life  and  advancing  the  temporal  and  spiritual  prosperity 
of  your  Parish.  These  observations,  I  need  hardly  say, 
are  chiefly  applicable  to  Parishes  in  the  rural  districts ; 
and  even  in  those  parts  of  the  Diocese,  I  am  happy  to 
say,  the  cases  I  have  referred  to  are  not  numerous. 
*  On  Monday  of  this  present  week  I  had  very  great 
satisfaction  in  consecrating  to  the  worship  and  service  of 
Almighty  God  the  Free  Chapel  of  Grace  Church  in  this 
city,  to  replace,  aye,  more  than  replace,  the  previous 
chapel  destroyed  by  fire.  I  say  it  more  than  replaces 
the  former  chapel,  because  it  is  superior  to  the  former 
in  appliances  to  facilitate  and  enlarge  the  mission  work 
to  which  it  is  to  be  preeminently  devoted.  It  will  no 
doubt  be  very  largely  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  but  not 
exclusively  so.  Doubtless  many  persons  will  be  glad  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  privileges,  who  will  be  both  able 
and  walling  to  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
chapel,  and  to  the  general  pious  and  charitable  objects 
of  the  Church.  And  only  a  few  weeks  previously, — on 
Saturday,  the  2d  day  of  September, —  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dix, 
acting  by  my  request,  during  my  brief  absence  from  the 
Diocese,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  Free  Chapel  of  St. 
Augustine,  in  Houston-street,  near  the  Bowery,  a  chapel 
of  Trinity  Parish,  which  is  also  to  be  provided  with 
very  ample  appliances  and  accommodations  for  mission 
work  in  that  quarter  of  the  town,  where,  indeed,  a  tem- 
porary chapel  under  that  name  has  for  four  or  five 
years  been  doing  an  excellent  mission  work  in  connec- 
tion with  Trinity  Parish. 

And  yet  further,  it  must  be  added  that  an  enlarged 
Free  Chapel  is  about  to  be  erected  by  the  Church  of  the 
lucarnation,  m  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  to  take  the 
place  of  a  smaller  chapel  with  inferior  accommodations, 
in  which  for  several  years  a  very  useful  work  has  been 
done  under  the  patronage  of  that  Parish.  When  we 
consider,  in  connection  with  these,  the  very  admirable 
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Free  Chnpels  of  Calvary  Church,  of  St.  George's,  of  the 
As^cension^  of  St  Mark's  in  the  Bowery, — when  we  think 
of  the  number  of  families  which  they  include  and  hold 
under  their  faithful  ministrations  ;  thtt  number  of  yoiiog 
people  which  their  Pastors  annually  instruct  and  bring 
to  Confirmation,  and  afterward;?  faithfully  watch  overa- 
we cannot  but  feel  a  glow  of  thankfulness  that  through 
the  goodness  of  God,  through  the  zeal  and  liberality  of 
our  Brethrenj  the  comforting,  healing  ministry  and  mm 
of  the  Church  have  been  so  widely  extended  among 
those  who  most  need  care,  and  who,  I  had  almost  said, 
bc*st  repay  it. 

My  dear  Brethren,  I  need  hardly  say  that  this  special 
attention  to  enlargement  of  Christian  work  among  tbe 
poor  is  one  of  the  greatest  encouragements  and  consola- 
tions of  my  Episcopal  life.  But  in  addition  to  all  ih^^^ 
Free  Chapels  several  churches  have  been  enlargefl,  or 
Sunday-school  buildings  erected  with  special  reference 
to  enlarged  work  among  the  poor. 

Now,  my  dear  Brethren,  one  of  the  many  rea??ons  why 
I  rejoice  so  much  in  the  erection  of  these  Free  Churches, 
these  special  provisions,  not  only  for  the  poor,  but  also 
for  the  accommodation  of  persons  of  moderate  means, 
deserves  to  be  frankly  stated  :  I  sometimes  fear  that  we 
are  leaning  too  much  toward  the  erection  of  very  exi)en- 
sive  churches, — churches  apt  to  be  so  much  encumbered 
with  heavy  debt  as  to  make  attendance  upon  them  an 
extravagantly  expensive  thing.  I  sometimes  fear  that 
some  of  the  most  valuable  families  of  the  Church  may 
in  time  be  quite  driven  away  from  those  churches  to 
places  less  expensive.  And  so  I  am  sometimes  led  to 
indulge  the  thought,  what  a  blessing  it  would  be  if  ^^ 
could  have  erected  a  few  plain,  substantial  edifices,-' 
plain  but  correct  in  the  exterior,  warm  and  cheering 
within, — in  which  ministrations  might  be  offered  at  a 
less  extravagant  cost ;  services  of  which  multitudes  of 
sober-minded  people  would  be  glad  to  avail  them- 
selves.    It  seems  to  me  that  such  free  chapels  as  are 
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aow  being  erected  will  go  far  toward  supplying  that 
great  desideratum  :  a  church  thoroughly  respectable 
and  comfortable  in  all  its  appointments,  well  conducted, 
blest  with  excellent  ministrations,  and  asking  in  return 
for  its  Gospel  privileges  only  such  free-will  offerings  as 
are  within  the  ability  of  that  great  multitude  of  people 
who  have  only  modest  means.  The  absolutely  poor  will 
have  their  free,  open  door,  their  house  of  spiritual  re- 
freshment, where  they  may  "buy  wine  and  milk  with- 
out money  and  without  price,"  where  they  may  find  a 
man  of  God  always  ready  to  listen  to  their  distress, 
while  there  will  be  room  and  inviting  accommodation 
enough  for  those  who,  having  more  freely  received  of 
the  good  things  of  this  life,  are  glad  to  give  back  a  part 
to  the  gracious  Giver. 

I  am  very  far  indeed  from  being  inclined  to  disparage 
grandeur  and  magnificence  in  Holy  Places  dedicated  to  the 
worship  of  Almighty  God,  where  there  are  the  means  for 
erecting  such  goodly  structures  without  imposing  too  se- 
vere a  burden  upon  those  who  in  coming  years  are  to  use 
them.  There  is  no  estimating  the  influence  of  a  sublime 
Temple,  which,  standing  for  ages,  goes  on  day  after  day, 
year  after  year,  century  after  century,  inspiring  awe,  com- 
manding reverence,  contributing  to  exalt  human  concep- 
tions of  God's  glory  and  holiness.  The  words  of  King 
David,  when  collecting  material  and  making  preparation 
for  the  building  of  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  are  a  lesson 
for  all  ages :  '  *  The  work  is  great,  for  the  Palace  is  not  for 
man,  but  for  the  Lord  God."  How  the  great  Cathedral, 
how  York  Minster,  how  Westminster  Abbey  have  for 
ages  moved  human  hearts,  filling  them  even  in  a  single 
visit  with  awe-inspiring  images  and  thoughts  never  to  be 
forgotten  !  It  is  not  every  place  of  worship  that  needs 
to  be  a  Cathedral,  or  in  any  way  a  costly  edifice.  But 
in  every  great  metropolis  there  should  be  a  "  Temple  to 
the  Lord,"  which,  by  its  magnitude,  its  religious  ex- 
pression, its  sublime  worship,  its  vast  comprehensive 
Christian  work,  its  visible  influence  as  a  centre  of  unity, 
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would  tend  to  diflFuse  everywhere  around  it,  to  awaken 
in  the  millions,  ever  coming  and  going,  a  deep  sense  of  a 
present  Deity,  of  the  sanctity  of  Religion,  of  the  sapreme 
importance  of  our  duty  to  God.  When  once  the  heart 
of  the  faithful  in  the  great  congr^ation  is  set  upon  snch 
a  House  of  the  Lord,  such  ^'a  Palace^  not  for  man,  bat 
for  the  Lord  Ood,"  the  consummation  will  be  assured. 
It  will  come  in  its  time.  It  is  not  to  be  hurried  like  a 
frail,  perishable  structure.  If  it  wait  for  years,  thought^ 
ful  Christians  will  never  speak  of  it  as  a  '^failure;'*  it 
will  ^rowin  secret;  its  foundations  will  be  laid  deep 
down  in  the  souls  of  the  loving  and  devout ;  fervent 
secret  t>rayer  will  be  offered  ;  first  longing  wishes  and 
then  burning  words  will  pass  in  secret  from  one  to 
another,  until  at  length  a  cry  will  arise  and  go  forth : 
^^Come,  let  us  arise  and  build ;  let  us  build  an  House 
unto  the  Lord,  an  Habitation  for  the  mighty  Grod  of 
Jacob."  The  faithful  will  rival  each  other  in  bringing 
offerings  ;  and  such  will  be  the  rising  up  of  a  loving  zeal, 
that  this  great  work,  instead  of  absorbing,  as  some  have 
feared,  the  treasures  n<^ded  by  ordinary  works  of  j)iety 
and  charity,  will  cause  the  supplies  for  those  works  to  flow 
in  from  every  side  more  abundantly  than  ever  before. 

But  I  return,  for  a  single  moment,  to  the  case  of  the 
very  poor,  and  to  those  who,  though  not  ver}'^  poor,  live 
in  the  midst  of  very  great  temptations.   Of  young  men— 
mechanics  or  clerks — who  are  released  from  their  employ- 
ments every  evening  at  eiglit  o'clock,  and  then  left  free  to 
chose  for  themselves  how  they  will  spend  the  next  hoiiror 
two,  I  suppose  there  must  be  in  this  great  city  from  fifty 
to  one  hundred  thousand.     Contemplate  for  a  moment 
the  case  of  the  youth,  the  young  man,  who,   at  eight 
o'clock  on  a  Winter's  night,  is  turning  the  key  upon  his 
workshop,  or  his  little  store,  and  coming  forth  into  the 
street  to  decide  what  he  will  do  with  himself  for  the  ii*'Xt 
hour  or  two.     His  place  of  rest  for  the  night  is  probably 
a  cold,  dark,  solitary  room  in  an  attic — not  an  attrac- 
tive place  to  go  to  before  it  is  absolutely  necessary ; 
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while  probably  at  the  same  moment  there  are,  within  the 
range  of  his  vision,  a  dozen  or  twenty  brilliant  places  of 
resort,  rendered  attractive  at  such  a  season,  and  after  a 
day  of  confinement  and  labor,  by  the  cheerful  light  and 
warmth,  the  gay  company  and  the  stimulating  beverage. 
In  one  case  out  of  twenty  the  youth  may  have  fixed  prin- 
ciples and  fixed  habits,  which  will,  without  fail,  turn  his 
feet  in  a  safe  direction.  But  how  hard  it  is  that  he  should 
have  no  pure,  bright,  refreshing  resting-place  to  turn  to  ! 
How  wrong  it  is  that  in  a  Christian  city  he  should  be  left, 
at  that  dark,  cheerless,  treacherous  hour,  exposed,  in 
his  weakness  and  inexperience,  to  so  many  dazzlilig,  se- 
ductive, fiery  temptations !  What  a  grievous  pity  it  is 
that  those  two  daily  returning  hours,  so  important  to  a 
youth,  should  not  be  put  to  some  saving,  redeeming  use. 
O  how  many  poor,  obscure  youths,  with  no  friends  and 
no  hopes,  have,  by  a  noble  use  of  those  two  daily  hours, 
taken  from  labor  or  from  sleep,  raised  themselves  to  emi- 
nent usefulness  and  lasting  honor!  What  a  dimne 
Alchemy  would  that  be  which  could  take  something, 
(that  youth)  that  threatens  to  grow  into  a  deadly  scourge 
to  the  community,  and  transmute  it  into  a  saving  agency  ; 
and  in  doing  so  save  a  soul,  yea,  save  many  soiils  ! 

Is  there  any  such  Alchemy?  "Yes,"  you  will  say, 
"  there  is  the  Gospel ;  there  is  the  Grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ."  Yes,  my  dear  Brethren,  yes  !  That  is 
our  first,  our  last,  our  best  hope.  That  Alchemy  is 
sovereign.  It  changes  the  beginnings  of  Hell  into  Heaven. 
It  should  always  be  first  in  our  thoughts.  But  in  order 
that  that  sovereign  specific  may  reach  the  young  man's 
heart  of  hearts,  we  must  do  what  we  can  to  keep  him 
from  going  night  after  night  to  the  gin  palace.  We 
must  try  with  all  our  might  to  keep  his  feet  from  those 
deadly  paths  which  lead  straight  down  to  Hell. 

And  how  can  we  do  that?  By  putting  something 
better  in  their  place,  something  more  attractive,  more  sat- 
isfactory to  the  judgment  and  conscience  ;  something 
which  will  help  to  educate  the  judgment  and  conscience, 


and  arm  them  against  the  enemies  and  perils  I  hnve  re- 
ferred to.     Suppose  when  that  youth  comes  forth  from 
his  shop  or  store  at  eit;ht  o'clock  on  a  winter's  night»  he 
knows  that  within  easy  distance  of  him  there  are  cIJ«€^ 
ftil,  w^ell  lighted  and  warmed  apartments^clean^  quiet, 
com f or tablej— where  lie  may  tind  pleasant  friends,  iaie* 
feasting  reading,  or  entertaining  and  instructive  Lectures, 
and  a  warm  cup  of  coffee,  or  other  simple  refreshment, 
if  lie  fancy  it  ?     If  hii?  taste  and  his  moral  feelings  have 
not  already  b(^n  perverted  and  vitiated,  he  will  turn  his 
steps  toward  the  cheerful,    friendly  apartments,  whefe 
he  can  find  all  needed  comfort,  pure,  social  enjoymnit, 
refreshment  for  the  mind  as  well  as  for  the  weary  body. 
He  will  thus  be  wUhdraioii  from  the  haunts  of  intempe- 
rance, from  temptation  to  dissolute  courses;  and  in  tht* 
society  of  young  men  w^ho  aim  at  self-improvement^  wh 
love  reading  and  instructive  lecturing^  there  may  be  hop^ 
that  he  will  enlarge  and  elevate  his  views  of  life*  thatth 
love  of  know^ledge  will  spring  up  within  him*  and  that 
by  diligence  and  self-control  be  will  expand  into  a  noVile 
manhood,  a  blessing  to  his  family  and  to  the  community. 
Now,  my  dear  Brethren,  I   suppose  that  it  is  safe  to 
say,  that  in  every  half  mile  square  in  this  city,  in  every 
space  containing  a  dozen  of  our  ordinary  .squares,  there 
are  at  least  twenty^  if  noi  fifty^  gin  shops,  to  say  nothing 
of  other  sinks  of  iniquity.     Would  it  not  be  reasonable, 
is  it  not  a  dutj^  to  open  in  every  such  space  at  least  one 
comfortable  resort  for  the  young, — a  reading  room,  a 
room  for  conversation,  for  occasional  lectures,  for  sim- 
ple refreshments  ?    They  need  not  be  very  expensive. 
Place  them  within  such  distances  of  each  other  all  over 
the  city,  that  every  young  man  would  have  one  or  two 
within  his  reach.      Let  them  be  made  knovm  to  the 
young  and  to  their  friends  and  employers.     Let  small 
committees,   consisting  of  men  and  women  of  practical 
ability,   be  entrusted   with   the  duty  of  securing  such 
apartments  and  supplying  them  with  the  requisite  fur- 
niture, with  reading  matter,  and  with  simple  lectures  of

an  instructive  and  entertaining  character  ;  and  let  each 
apartment  or  set  of  apartments  be  placed  under  the  care 
of  a  plain,  intelligent  woman  of  prudence,  firmness  and 
kindly  disposition.  And  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  re- 
quiring of  a  small  payment  for  admission  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  such  privileges  might  have  a  beneficial  effect. 
I  am  quite  aware  of  the  magnitude  and  difficulty  of  the 
enterprise  prt)posed ;  and  I  am  not  ignorant  that  in  a 
few  isolated  instances  such  efforts,  somewhat  feeble  and 
imperfect,  have  been  tried,  but,  as  was  thought,  without 
much  useful  result. 

Much,  no  doubt,  would  depend  upon  a  general  feel- 
ing of  the  great  importance  of  such  an  instrumentality, 
upon  the  energy  and  thoroughness  with  which  it  could 
be  undertaken  and  conducted,  upon  the  disposition  of 
our  kindly  and  thoughtful  people  to  look  in  occasion- 
ally upon  such  rooms,  and  leave  in  them  a  cheery,  en- 
couraging, and,  perhaps,  guiding  influence. 

These  suggestions  are  commended  to  the  serious  con- 
sideration of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  city.  I  may 
be  mistaken  as  to  the  practicability  of  creating  and  main- 
taining such  an  instrumentality.  I  fear  there  is  no 
doubt  as  to  its  urgent  importance.  The  loss  of  charac- 
ter among  young  men  in  such  a  city  as  this  is  something 
fearful.  I  have  no  wish  to  see  rash  and  crude  undertak- 
ings. I  earnestly  deprecate  partial  and  feeble  efforts. 
First,  let  the  subject  be  carefully  considered  by  those 
most  competent  to  deal  with  it ;  and  then,  if  action  be  re- 
solved upon,  let  it  be  united  and  earnest. 

Before  turning  quite  awaj''  from  the  subject  of  free 
chapels  and  work  among  the  poor,  I  wish  to  say  how 
much  I  have  been  struck,  on  casting  my  thoughts  back 
over  the  work  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year,  with  the 
large  proportion  of  fruit,  say  in  Confirmations,  which 
has  been  derived  from  mission  chapels  in  the  city,  and 
from  mission  churches  in  the  country,  which  are  under 
the  care  of  our  Diocesan  missionaries,  thus  showing  two 
things  :  fir  sty  in  a  general  way,  how  very  large  a  portion 
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of  all  our  Church  work  is  MUeUm  w&rk^  in  1^  i^eiM 
sense  of  that  word ;  second,  and  mor^  partfeukiilf  ^  \am 
very  large  a  space  in  our  Diocesan  Chiui^  work  ^  ocm- 
pied  by  the  work  of  our  Diocesan  niis^onar^"-tiioe6 
who  are  laboring  in  the  rural  portions  of  the  Dwcesii*  I 
speak  of  this,  in  order  to  bring  strongly  belore  i^mtlis 
claims  of  our  City  missions  and  the  claims  of  :Oiir  Sto- 
cesan  missions.  The  City  missions  have  advoeatea^^  (the 
superintendent  and  collector,)  who  are  always  at  woik 
in  the  city ;  the  Diocesan  missionaries,  who  labw  In  the 
remote  and  rough  places  of  the  Diocese,  haT^na  advo- 
cates, no  agents,  no  representatives,  to  plead  th^  cans% 
to  set  forth  the  important  and  necessary  charactiMr  of 
their  ministry,  unless,  indeed,  the  Bishop  be  sueb  ag^ 
and  advocate.  His  voice  is  heard  in  this  place,  and  per- 
haps once  or  twice  a  year  in  other  ways,  wfami  .th^feis 
urgent  need:— as  there  too  often  is.  He  himadf  is  aa 
itinerating  missionary,  and  he  sympathises  with  his 
Brethren.  He  goes  from  place  to  jdace  in  the  country, 
and  looks  upon  the  very  field  which  is  being  cultivated 
by  the  patient,  laborious  Diocesan  missionary.  He  con- 
siders the  work  that  is  being  done  ;  the  value  of  it,  the 
necessity  of  it,  the  painstaking  labor,  the  hardness  and 
self-denial  required  for  it.  He  sees  the  barren  field 
slowly  yielding  to  patient  labor,  and  in  time  producing 
an  abundant  harvest.  Surely  it  is  a  truth,  that  *'  the 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire." 

A  few  years  since  a  Canon  was  passed  by  tj^e  General 
Convention,  as  you  know,  forbidding  the  Consecration  of 
a  church  until  such  time  as  it  could  be  certified  to  as 
being  free  from  debt.  It  seemed  to  be  a  proper  and  ne- 
cessary measure,  one  calculated  to  secure  beneficial  and 
satisfactory  results.  Before  we  can  have  any  right  to 
present  an  edifice  as  an  offering  unto  the  Lord  our  God, 
(which  is  the  nature  of  Consecration,)  it  should  be  wholly 
and  entirely  ours  to  give.  One  consequence  of  this  reg- 
ulation of  the  Church  has  been,  that  for  the  present,  for 
a  very  few  years,  the  number  of  Consecrations  has  been  di- 
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minislied.  Perhaperquite  the  usual  number  of  churches 
have  been  erected,  but  being  encumbered  with  some 
measure  of  debt,  they  have  been  opened  for  use  with 
some  appropriate  service,  the  full  Service  of  Consecration 
being  postponed  until  the  required  condition  could  be 
complied  with.  This  postponement  is  indefinite,  often 
for  a  long  season  ;  and  when,  at  length,  after  many- 
years,  the  time  for  a  Service  of  Conseci-ation  arrives,  the 
church  has  been  so  long  in  use,  has  been  so  hallowed  by 
use,  as  well  as  by  the  opening  service  of  dedication,  that 
this  late  Service  of  Consecration  seems,  so  far  as  the  reli- 
gious effect  on  the  people  is  concerned,  almost  nugatory, 
a  mere  futile  ceremony.  A  Consecration,  it  is  true,  is 
something  real  and  vital,  apart  from  its  present  effect 
upon  the  feelings  of  the  people.  But  to  put  ourselves 
in  the  way  of  having  a  very  solemn  service  out  of  time, 
so  that  it  must  needs  appear  to  many  as  a  superfluous 
ceremony,  is  certainly  undesirable.  And  besides,  it 
must  be  added,  that  the  great  object  sought  to  be  at- 
tained by  the  Canon  referred  to,  is  not  attained,  or  at- 
tained only  in  part.  The  church  is  used  as  an  Holy 
Place,  as  the  House  of  the  Lord,  when,  in  fact,  it  is  so 
far  private  property,  that  it  is  liable  to  be  seized  upon 
and  sold  for  debt — a  thing,  no  doubt,  very  rare  and  very 
improbable,  but  still  possible,  and  so  casting  over  a  very 
high  and  sacred  thing  an  air  of  unreality^  as  well  as  of 
insecurity. 

No  doubt  the  whole  object  of  the  Church  in  this  part 
of  her  legislation,  would  be  more  fully  attained  by  a 
modification  of  the  Canon  in  question,  so  as  to  forbid  the 
opening  of  a  church  for  divine  service  at  all,  until  it 
should  be  clear  of  all  encumbrance  of  debt.  This  would 
he  regarded  by  many  as  a  severe  measure  ;  it  might  in 
some  cases  discourage  church  building  ;  and  though  as 
a  religious  measure  it  would  admit  of  easy  vindication, 
yet  I  have  never  proposed  it,  nor  have  I  sufficiently  con- 
sidered it  to  feel  certain  whether  I  could  give  it  my  suf- 
frage, were  it  proposed  by  another. 
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Very  lately,  in  visiting  a  Parish  in  a  coutitiy  villagi^on 
duty,  I  found  the  Congregation  and  Rector  uecupying 
themselves  with  a  work  of  chureh*building,  c(>nductL*d 
prndently,  and,  as  it  seemed  to  nje,  on  very  sound  priii* 
eiple^.     Tlie  services  of  the  Cliureli  began  to  be  regularly 
hehl   in   til  at  place  some  fifteen  ur  sixteen  years  ago. 
Tlieir  first  work   was  to  erect   a   small   but   churchly 
Wooden  edifice,  And  a  good  substantial  parsfuiage.    It 
soon  began  to  be  seen  that  a  larger  chureli  would  be  re* 
quired,  and  it  was  resolved  that  it  should  be  of  stoae. 
Several  years  ago^  on  a  beautiful  Summer  a f tern oon*  and 
in  the  presence  of  mont  beautiful   scenery,   I  had  the 
pleasnrt}  of  laying  the  corner-stone,  attended  by  a  very 
cunt^iderablt*  gathering  of  the  people.     In  tlit>  outset  tlii^y 
re^iulved  that  they  would  build  no  faster  than  the  meansi 
fihoidd  come  to  them.     They  would  have  m>  debt^  and 
they  would  trouble  no  distant  friends  to  assist  them  in 
doing  (hat  religious  work  which  they  thcmght  tliey  ought 
to  do  for  themselves.     They  were  not  too  proud  to  accept 
of  offerings  whic^h   might  b<*   vobmtarily  prolTiTed  to 
them ;   but  they  would  not  leave  their  work  to  go  in 
search  of  outside  assistance.     They  preferred  self-denial 
and  patient  waiting.     The  solid,  church-like  structure  is 
slowly  rising  toward  the  skies.     Can  we,doubt,  my  dear 
Brethren,  tliat  in  a  work  of  church-building  so  prosecuted, 
in  faith  and  patience  and  prayer,  there  is  a  self-discipline 
for  Pastor  and  People  which  must  greatly  contribute  to 
their  moral  and  religious  elevation  ;   and  that  when  at 
last  they  enter  that  goodly  house  to  join  in  the  solemni- 
ties of  Consecration,  they  will  do  it  with  a  fullness  of  joy 
and  content  not  often  experienced  ?     What  heartfelt  de- 
votion in  that  Psalm  for  the  Service  of  Consecration : 
'' O   how. amiable  are  Thy  dwellings.    Thou   Lord  of 
Hosts  !"     "  My  soul  hath  a  desire  and  longing  to  enter 
into  tlie  courts  of  the  Lord  !     My  heart  and  my  flesh  re- 
joice in  the  living  God  !"     Or  in  the  Venite  :    "  O  come, 
let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord  ;  let  us  heartily  rejoice  in  the 
strengtli  of  our  Salvation  !"     Or,  again,  in  the  wondrous 
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Te  Deum  :  **  We  praise  Thee,  O  God  ;  we  acknowledge 
Thee  to  be  the  Lord.  All  the  earth  doth  worship  Thee, 
the  Father  Everlasting  !" 

There  is  great  joy  in  the  consummation  of  a  good 
work,  when  that  work  has  been  in  faith  and  patience 
thoroughly  well  done. 

Speaking  of  the  opening  and  consecration  of  places  of 
worship,  1  am  tempted  to  refer  to  a  pleasing  and  charac- 
teristic incident  which  occurred  at  the  opening  of  the 
Chapel  of  Keble  College,   Oxford — a  College  which,  as 
you  know,  was  erected  in  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John 
Keble,  the  author  of  The  Christian  Year,  and  other  works 
of  learning  and  devotion.     At  the  opening  service  of  the 
Chapel  of  that  College,  which  seems  to  have  drawn  to- 
getlier  a  large  assemblage  of  the  first  people  of  England, 
with  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  at  their  head ;  at  that 
solemn  service  the  two  lessons  of  Holy  Scripture  ^were 
read — by  whom  do  you  think  ?    Many  of  you,  doubtless, 
have  noticied  that  the  first  lesson  was  read  by  the  Mar- 
quis of  Salisbury,  one  of  the  first  noblemen  of  England 
for  ability  and  standing,   a  prominent  member  of  the 
present  Government  of  England,  and  I  think  the  present 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford  ;  and  the  second 
lesson  was  read  by  the  Right  Hon.  Gathorne  Hardy,  also 
a  member  of  the  present  Government— a  man  of  high 
personal  character,  and  one  of  the  very  ablest  and  most 
eloquent  men  in  the  House  of  Commons.     I  do  not,  by 
any  means,  speak  of  this  as  some  persons  have  vaunted 
the  fact,  that  men  like  John  Locke  and  Sir  Isaac  Newton 
were  Christians,  as  if  the  credit,  or  if  you  please,  the 
credibility,  of  Christianity  depended  upon  the  patronage 
of  great  names.     Far  from  it.     But  I  hold  up  this  inci- 
dent as  one  example  among  many  of  the  spirit,   of  tlie 
love  and  reverence  for  the  Church  in  England  by  laymen 
of  the  highest  rank,  in  the  highest  official  positions,  and 
of  the  most  transcendent  ability.     They  lay  aside  their 
robes  of  civil  or  official  rank,  and  come  forward  in  the 
great  congregation,  under  the  eye  and  with  the  sanction 
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of  the  Archbishop,  aDd  perform  one  of  the  subordinate 
offices^  yet  one  of  the  most  honorable  in  the  Service  of 
the  Churcli— reading  the  lessons  from  God's  Holy  Word! 
And  so,  on  other  public  occasions,  at  meetings  in  sup- 
port of  pious  and  charitable  objects,  they  frankly  and 
freely  come  forward  with  their  advocacy  and  with  their 
munificent  offerings.  Such  examples  are  calculated  not 
only  to  strengthen  and  animate  the  Church  in  her  gr<^at 
work,  but  also  to  elevate  the  tone  and  spirit  of  the  whole 
country. 

And  something  of  the  same  kind  we  have  to  acknow- 
ledge and  express  our  gratitude  for  in  this  country.    In 
our  Diocesan  and  in  our  General  Conventions  there  :ne 
alwaj^s  to  be  found  eminent  men,  men  in  high  and  respon- 
sible civil  positions  involving  great  labor,  who  cordially 
give  their  time  and  attention  to  duties  in  the  Councils  of 
the  Church.  And  to  their  sagacity  and  caution  the  Church 
has  often  been  indebted  for  successful  resistance  to  short- 
sighted schemes  and  unwise  legislation.     For  myself, 
personally  s])eaking,  after  an  attendance  upon  the  sittings 
ol'  this  Coiivc^ntion  for  u})waids  of  foity  years,  and  u]H)n 
the  sittings  of  IIk^  General  ConventioTi  for  upwards  <»f  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  I  must  acknowh'dge  that  I  f^'^'l 
wliat  I  may  venture  to  call  a  Just  pride  in  looking  back 
over  the  eminent  men — men  eminent  for  worth  no  le?> 
than  for  station  —wlio  year  after  yt^ar  have  adorned,  an^l 
many  of  wlioni  do  now  adoin,  tlu'  Councils  of  the  Churcl). 
And  wliile  we  gratefully  n(d\no\v]edg(*  the  good  Provi- 
dence of  (lod  wliicli  has  vouchsafed  to  us  such  valnabh' 
count<'iiance  and  aid,  W(,»  lium])ly  trust  that  th<^  j^rvsence 
and  services  of  those  distinguished  ])ersons  in  our  Coun- 
cils have  for  the  most  ])ait  been  good  for  them,  as  well 
as  good  for  the  Church.     It  certainly  is  to  be  ho])ed  that 
sonietliing  of  the  moderate  and  conservative  spirit  of  the 
Clunch  has  Ikm'U  spicad  abroad  in  the  country'  through 
the  eminent  men  of  our  Communion  who  have  been  em- 
ployed in  inipoilant  civil  affairs.     Our  numbers  may 
have  been  too  limited  to  exert  a  commanding  influence  in 
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restraining  excesses  of  opinion  or  of  action  ;  but  such  a 
religious  education  as  comes  from  the  Prayer  Book,  such 
elements  of  character  as  the  Church,  fairly  administered, 
tends  to  form — calm,  sober,  reflective,  charitable — must 
have  been  in  some  degree  healthful  to  the  country  at 
large. 

And  here,  my  dear  Brethren,  we  cannot  but  remember 
that  the  present  is  the  first  Centennial  of  this  nation. 
The  late  Fourth  of  July  completed  one  hundred  years 
since  we  began  our  independent  existence.  One  hundred 
years  ago  our  population  consisted  of  a  scanty  fringe  of 
settlements,  extending  along  the  Atlantic  Coast,  and  for 
some  little  distance  up  along  the  banks  of  the  chief  rivers  ; 
while  everywhere  else  in  the  interior  was  an  unbroken 
wilderness.  We  counted  thirteen  feeble  States.  Facili- 
ties for  internal  communication,  there  were  next  to  none. 
At  certain  seasons  of  the  year  a  journey  from  Philadel- 
phia to  Washington  required  a  space  of  time  and  in- 
volved an  amount  of  peril  and  discomfort  which  now 
seem  to  us  incredible.  I  will  not  so  far  trifle  with  your 
patience  as  to  enlarge  this  picture  of  rude  weakness  and 
destitution,  which  has  been  of  late  quite  sufficiently  dwelt 
upon. 

Well,  the  first  century  of  national  existence  has  passed 
•  away,  and  what  do  we  behold  ?  This  picture,  too,  has 
been,  perhaps,  abundantly  exhibited.  The  wilderness 
and  the  solitary  places  have  been  peopled  with  busy, 
thriving  populations — with  a  vast  multitude,  consisting 
of  a  fusion  of  all  nations.  In  place  of  those  impracti- 
cable highways  once  to  be  found  even  between  the  leading 
cities  of  the  nation,  we  travel  in  what  are  called  '*  palace 
cars,"  **  drawing-room  "  cars,  over  metallic  roads,  not 
merely  between  the  chief  towns  in  the  central  portions  of 
the  country,  but  from  the  shores  of  tlie  Atlantic  to  the 
borders  of  the  Pacific,  from  the  further  extremity  of 
Maine  to  the  remotest  borders  of  Texas  and  Mexico,  from 
the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Everywhere  the  luxu- 
rious accommodation  spares  us  fatigue,  and  multiplies 
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ti*  11  fold  onr  pnw<>r  to  labor.  The  once  inaccessible  monn 
tains  yield  up  their  treasures;  the  vast  Western  plains  i 
send  tJieir  immense  golden  hnryt*8ts  to  the  populous  dim  \ 
on  tln^  borders  of  the  sea,  or  across  the  sea  to  tin*  nwdy  \ 
natiouii  of  the  Old  World  ;  vast  populations,  which  k 
forciirii  countries  had  for  ages  lived  in  grinding  povertiTt 
with  ifo  hope  of  change  for  their  children,  leaving  bid 
adieu  to  their  native  land,  having  briived  unknown  i^^as 
and  strange  climates,  and  having  trus^ted  iheni^elvosto 
an  untried  government  and  nation,  are  now  seen  dwelliii|r 
together  in  p^^aceand  competence,  admitted  to  tlie  privi* 
leges  of  a  free  people,  and  many  of  them  ri^ing  tt*  pt>*h 
tions  of  wealth  and  honor.  Suddenl3%  (for  what  is  a 
fxftturf/  in  the  history  of  a  nation  0— nuddenly,  as  if  by 
a  nunicle,  a  miglity  nation  has  sprung  up — miglity  for 
multitude,  for  material  power  and  f^nergy^  notable  foi  a 
quick,  sharp  intelligiqice,  brave  and  resolule  in  pros^erut- 
ing  worldly  enterprises,  and  not  altogetlier  instMi^ibk*.  I 
hope,  to  spiritual  interests  at  home  and  abroad* 

^^y  dear  Brethren,  if  we  hnik  nt  what  Diotne  Pro^t- 
dence  has  done  for  us — tlie  magnificent  country  assigned 
to  us,  the  many  and  extraordinary  deliverances  vouch- 
safed to  us,  the  wise,  virtuous  and  magnanimous  patriots 
raised  up  to  enlighten  and  guide  us  in  the  early  and 
difficult  periods  of  our  history — we  can  only  say,  as  for 
the  Lord  our  Grod,  the  Supreme  Creator  and  Governor  of 
the  World,  He  hath  done  His  part  toward  us  most  gra- 
ciously, most  munificently,  most  mercifully  !    He  might 
say  of  uSy  as  He  said  of  His  chosen  people,  Israel,  so  won- 
derfully delivered,  guided,  succored  by  him  :     ''What 
could  have  been  done  more  to  My  vineyard  that  I  have  not 
done  in  it  f     Yes  !     The  Lord  most  High  hath  done  His 
part  toward  this  land  with  a  lavish  goodness.     He  hath 
dispensed  His  favors  to  us  most  liberally.     If  we  turn  to 
consider  our  history  and  our  condition  on  the  side  of 
human  agency^  and  inquire  how  man  has  played  his 
part  toward  securing  the  honor  and  true  welfare  of  the 
nation,  we  feel  bound  to  recognise  great  services,  great 
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arrifices  given  for  the  conservation  of  all  that  we  hold 
lear  in  civil  life.  We  cannot  but  pay  a  tribute  of  admi- 
•ation  and  respect  to  the  wonderful  energy^  courage*,  en- 
:erprise  of  this  people  in  surmounting  obstacles,  in 
naking  rough  places  smooth,  in  binding  together  far- 
iistant  States  and  oceans,  in  causing  beauty  and  abun- 
dance to  spring  up  in  the  wilderness  and  the  desert. 

And  if  we  are  constrained  to  acknowledge  that  these 
extraordinary  energies,  this  brave  spirit  of  enterprise, 
have  sometimes  run  into  frenzied  excitements,  impelling 
to  most  extravagant  undertakings,  which  could  not  but 
endanger  private  fortunes,  troubling  the  peace  of  families 
and  the  public  credit ;  if  high  character  has  sometimes 
yielded  to  great  temptations  ;  if  the  service  of  the  country 
has  sometimes  turned  into  corruption,  through  ambition 
and  the  love  of  pelf ;  what  are  all  these  sad  blemishes 
on  the  surface  of  the  nation's  life  but  melancholy  proofs 
of  the  infirmity  of  our  nature — a  stern  reminder  of  the 
great  lesson,  applicable  to  nations  (whatever  their  form 
of  government)  as  to  individuals:  '*Let  him  that 
thinketh  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall  ? " 

And  so,  my  dear  Brethren,  if  we  have  abundant  cause 
for  thankfulness  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good  for  His  mani- 
fold and  great  gifts  to  us  ;  if  we  have  just  reason  to  felici- 
tate ourselves  upon  the  privilege  of  belonging  to  a 
family  endowed  with  many  distinguished  qualities,  yet 
we  have,  at  the  same  time,  reason  to  humble  ourselves 
at  the  view  of  our  short-comings  in  the  past,  and  to 
seriously  consider  what  we  can  do  in  the  future  to  guard 
against  our  besetting  weaknesses  and  sins  ;  how  we  can 
pour  into  the  religious  and  social  atmosphere  elements 
that  will  make  the  national  life  more  pure  and  healthful, 
more  temperate,  more  inflexibly  faithful  to  all  the  re- 
quirements of  truth  and  duty  toward  God  and  toward  man. 

We  can  all  do  something,  the  feeblest  as  well  as  the 

strongest,  toward  making  our  Religion  more  than  it  is 

among  us — a  great  and  all-pervading  reality^  a  reality 

tested  not  by  feelings  and  excitements,  but  by  an  entire, 
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loving,  cheerful  conformity  to  the  wholw  will  of  G(>d» 
«eeu  ju  our  business,  our  social  relations,  our  relaxations, 
our  ]>oIiticaI  concerus,  our  care  for  Gad's  Church  and 
for  His  poor. 

And  then  the  Bdiwation  of  the  young  in  tlie  family  and 
In  the  siihooL  I  confess  I  wish  tliere  wnre  more  marke^l 
npprobath>n  and  more  rewards  brstowed  upon  faithfal. 
\Q\mgfhdifulness^  transparent  trutii,  self-denying  kind- 
ness, and  fewer  stininlating  preniiums  offered  for  mere 
Intellectual  sharpness^  for  viclorf/  In  a  competitive  ex- 
aminatiun.  Education,  in  the  case  of  the  youn*;,  is  not 
tile  mere  receiving  and  storing  up  of  facts  and  prinei pla- 
it ift  the  formMioR  of  habiU — moral,  intellectual,  re- 
ligious. Habits  of  emulation^ iving  and  striving  to 
pmt^  others  in  tim  race  of  life»  and  to  establish  a  supcriur 
position  among  men  for  wealth,  power,  rank— ^sttcli 
habits  make  a » poor  life  and  a  poor  cliaracter  open  tii 
great  temptations;  such  habits  of  feeling  and  acting 
open  the  wayj  if  they  do  not  lead  directly  on  to,  chi- 
ciinery  and  coirnption.  Touch  the  i>uvs  and  girls  in 
your  families  and  in  your  schools  that  the  supreme  aim 
should  be  not  so  much  to  rise  to  true  excellence  in 
knowledge  and  in  moral  conduct,  as  to  be  the  first 
among  equals,  to  surpass  others  in  the  competitions  of 
life,  and  you  educate  a  nation  of  boys  and  girls, 
soon  to  be  a  nation  of  men  and  women,  wlio  will  be  rest- 
less, aspiring,  excitable,  prone  to  envy  and  jealousy, 
ready  to  seize  upon  every  possible  means  of  gaining  the 
first  place.  Innocence,  true  goodness,  a  noble  manhood 
or  womanhood,  cannot  result  from  such  training. 

And  if  it  must  be  admitted,  as  I  fear  it  must,  that  our 
form  of  government,  with  all  its  excellencies,  does  favor 
high  excitements,  passionate  competitions,  then  it  seems 
to  me  there  is  the  more  reason  why  our  children,  our 
young  America^  should  be  habituated  in  the  family  and 
in  the  school,  to  live  and  labor  not  with  a  view  to  success 
in  the  field  of  competition,  but  from  a  deep  sense  of  the 
value  of  knowledge  in  itself,  and  for  its  own  sake,  and 
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from  a  love  of  the  good,  the  true,  the  inherent  beauty 
of  excellence,  apart  from  all  outward  rewards,  gains  or 
losses. 

But,  my  dear  Brethren,  I  must  break  off  from  this 
most  momentous  subject,  which  is  altogether  too  com- 
plex and  great  a  subject  to  be  adequately  dealt  with  in 
the  closing  portions  of  such  an  address  as  this. 

Ah,  my  dear  Brethren,  little  did  I  dream  three  days 
ago  that  I  should  come  to  this  hour  so  oppressed  with 
grief  as  I  now  find  myself.  Death  has  rushed  into  our 
circle  in  his  most  appalling  form,  and  has  struck  down 
one  of  the  best  and  dearest  and  most  valuable  of  our 
number.  The  Bev.  George  B.  Draper,  D.  D.,  for  many 
years  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Harlem — one  of 
our  ablest,  most  faithful,  and  highly  valued  clergymen — 
died  on  Sunday  morning  last,  the  24th  of  September,  of 
small-pox  ;  and  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  disease,  his 
mortal  remains  were  on  the  same  day  laid  in  the  grave, 
before  any  but  a  very  few  of  his  friends  knew  any  tiling 
of  his  illness.  And  to  add  to  the  harrowing  features  of 
the  visitation,  when  he  was  taken  away,  he  left  behind 
him  in  his  earthly  home  the  frightful  malady  which  had 
been  the  instrument  in  removing  him  from  this  present 
scene  of  labor.  I  am  sure  the  afflicted  widow  and  inter- 
esting family  of  children  will  have  your  sympathy  and 
your  earnest  prayers.  God  comfort  them  !  God  help 
them  I  A  few  years  ago  Dr.  Draper's  character  was 
subjected  to  a  severe  ordeal.  His  church  was  laid  in 
ashes  ;  and  to  keep  his  congregation  together,  and  to 
prudently  and  energetically  conduct  the  work  of  erect- 
ing a  new  edifice  worthy  of  the  congregation,  and  of  the 
position,  churchly  and  becoming,  without  extravagance, 
without  ruinous  debt,  the  attachment  of  the  People  to 
the  Pastor  all  the  time  increasing,  that  was  to  make  a 
history  which  could  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  of  the  Rector.  Every  year  by  his  trans- 
parent integrity,  his  devotion  to  his  work,  his  modesty 
and  independence,  his  truth  and  loyalty,  he  won  upon 
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my  respect  and  love  more  and  more  ;  and  to-day  I  feel 
his  removal  as  a  great  personal  loss.  While  we  lov- 
ingly cherish  his  memory,  let  us  try  to  imitate  his 
virtues. 

The  past  season,  on  account  of  the  excessive  and  long 
continued  heat,  has  been  a  trying  one,  but  the  mortality 
among  the  Clergy,  compared  with  that  of  other  years, 
has  not  been  great. 

I  have  to  record  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Kingston  God- 
dard,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Richmond,  S.  I. 

The  Rev.  William  Morris,  LL.  D.,  formerly  for  many 
years  Rector  of  Trinity  School,  New- York,  but  in  later 
years  long  in  failing  health. 

The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Rodenstein,  M.  D.,  of  West 
Farms  ;  and 

The  Rev.  Henry  H.  Bean,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Ross- 
ville,  Staten  Island. 

And  during  the  past  year  the  Church  has  lost  that 
lovely  Christian  gentleman  and  fervent  preacher  of  tlie 
Gospel,  the  Right  Reverend  John  Johns,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Virginia.  He  had  attained  to  a  good  old  age,  ami 
continued  to  exercise  his  winning,  persuasive  ministry, 
up  to  very  near  the  close  of  liis  life. 

Having  referred  to  the  excessive  and  long  continued 
heat  of  the  past  Summer,  which,  when  accompanied  by 
severe  drought,  makes  the  daily  exercise  of  the  ep\<- 
copal  office  a  severe  duty,  I  cannot  but  return  my 
thanks  to  the  Clergy,  and  to  the  Laity  also,  for  the  kind 
and  considerate  ways  in  which  they  sought  to  lessen  in- 
conveniences and  fatigue,  and  to  facilitate  my  movt- 
ments.  Nor  can  I  be  insensible  to  the  gracious  Provi- 
dence which  through  such  a  season  lias  watched  over  mk\ 
and  preserved  me  from  ever}^  accident  and  indisposition 
which  could  unlit  me  for  the  work  I  had  to  do. 

My  dear  Brethren,  last  year  I  closed  my  address  to 
tlie  Convention  with  a  few  words  in  reference  to  the  Fund 
for  the  relief  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy — A(/ed  and 
Infirm !    Do  we  need  any  other  words  to  touch  our 
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feelings,  and  move  us  to  an  earnest,  energetic  discharge 
of  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  faithful,  our  suffering 
Brethren  ?  Can  we  be  willing  to  allow  the  cheerful  day 
of  our  annual  Thanksgiving,  the  appropriate  day  recom- 
mended by  the  Church  for  making  an  offering  to  the 
Fund  for  the  Relief  of  our  Aged  and  Infirm  Brethren  ; 
can  we  allow  such  a  day  to  come  and  go  without  remem- 
bering the  Aged  and  Infirm  ? 

During  the  Conventional  year  preceding  the  one  just 
closed,  payments  more  than  $1,000  in  excess  of  the  re- 
ceipts were  made  to  the  Clergy  having  claims  on  that 
fund  ;  and  there  were  no  expenses  for  management.  I 
believe  something  like  the  same  state  of  facts  is  repeated 
this  year. 

My  dear  Brethren,  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying,  that 
among  our  Clergy  and  Laity  also,  not  only  in  this  Dio- 
cese but  in  all  our  Dioceses,  there  is  an  universal  convic- 
tion that  in  no  one  thing  is  our  Church  more  lacking  than 
in  an  adequate  provision  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Cler- 
gy, Whether  we  think  of  the  young  who  are  just  con- 
sidering the  question  of  embracing  the  ministry  as  their 
life-long  work,  and  who,  as  well  as  their  friends,  may 
very  naturally  ask  what  is  the  prospect  of  sympathy 
and  support,  should  they  survive  until  through  ag(^  and 
infirmity  they  shall  become  incapable  of  further  labor, 
and  who  may  not  feel  able  to  embrace  a  career  of  severe 
duty  which  is  to  close  with  an  old  age  of  neglect,  poverty, 
and  suffering  ;  or  whether  we  look  simply  to  the  claims 
of  common  humanity,  to  Christian  obligation  to  our  aged, 
worn-out  Pastors,  we  must  feel  that  there  is  no  claim 
upon  us  as  Churchmen,  as  Christians,  so  sacred  as  is  the 
claim  of  our  Aged  and  Infirm  Pastors.  And  yet,  my 
dear  Brethren,  the  Journal  of  our  last  Convention  seems 
to  show,  that  out  of  all  our  Parishes  only  about  ninety 
reported  any  contribution  to  that  most  sacred  of  all  our 
Funds.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  omission  was  intention- 
al. I  do  not  believe  that  it  resulted  from  deliberate  de- 
sign.    I  rather  think  that  in  many  cases  it  occurred 
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throQgli  inadvertence)  or  through  the  distmotiing  preasnie 
of  many  claims  and  objects.  And  I  have  &iih  to  believe 
that  at  the  approaching  Thankfi^ving  yon  will  unite 
with  one  heart  in  giving  even  out  of  your  poverty,  if  it 
must  be  so,  before  you  give  to  any  thing  else,  before  you 
taste  one  of  God's  bounties,— unite  in  giving  something  ^ 
to  help  brighten  the,  last  days  of  the  worn  Laborers  in 
the  Vineyard  of  the  Lord  your  God,    Sh  imay  Uhe!

CnAP.  176. 

AN  ACT  SUPPLEMENTARY  TO  CHAPTER  SIXTY  OP  THE  LAWS  OP  EIGHTEEN 
HUNDRED  AND  THIRTEEN,  ENTITLED  "  AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  IN- 
CORPORATION OP  RELIGIOUS  SOCIETIES,  AND  THE  ACTS  SUPPLEMENTARY 
THERETO." 

Passed  April  26, 1876. 

The  People  of  tJie  State  of  Neva-  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Skction  1.  The  rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen,  or  the  trustees,  consistory 
or  session  of  any  church,  congregation  or  religious  society,  incorporated 
under  any  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  administer  the  temporalities  thereof 
and  hold  and  Hj)ply  the  estate  and  property  belonging  thereto,  and  the 
revenues  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  such  corporation,  according  to  the 
rules  and  usages  of  the  church  or  denomination  to  which  said  corporation 
shall  belong ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  divert  such  estate,  proi)erty  or 
revenue  to  any  pur^wse,  except  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  church 
or  relijrious  or  benevolent  institution  or  object  connected  with  the  church  or 
denomination  to  which  such  corporation  shall  belong.

atfttenient  of  ail  of  ita  projjorty,  real  and  peraonal,  all  its  debts  and  liabiJitlM, 
and  the  amount  and  Bonrcea  of  Ita  annual  income.     Uj>on  snch  ijetltloti  from 
each  of  aticii  corporations  so  profweiajj  lo  be  united  and  coneolidated,  and 
u|x>n    thti   Baid  ft|3:reement,  satisfactorily  pr<>x"wl  or  certified^  the   Su[»rtm^ 
Court  may,  in  case  it  shall  deem  it  proper,  make  an  order  for  the  union  and 
consolidation  of  such  corporations,  determining  all  the  terms,  conditions  and 
provisions  thereof.     All  parties  interested  therein  may  be  heard  on  such 
petition.     When  such  order  is  made  and  entered,  according  to  the  practice  of 
the  court,  the  said  corporations  shall  be  united  and  consolidated  into  one  cor- 
poration, by  the  name  designated  in  the  order ;  and  it  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  of  religious  corpora- 
tions under  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

§  4.  And  thereupon  all  the  estate,  rights  and  property,  of  whatsoever 
nature,  belonging  to  either  of  said  corporations,  shall,  without  further  act  or 
deed,  be  vested  in  and  transferred  to  the  new  corporation  as  effectually  as 
they  were  vested  in  or  belonged  to  the  former  corporations,  and  the  said  new 
corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  former  cor- 
porations, in  the  same  manner  and  as  effectually  as  if  said  debts  or  liabilities 
had  been  contracted  or  incurred  by  it. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  CHAPTER  SIXTY  OF  THE  LAWS  OP  EIGHTEBK 
HUNDRED  AND  THIRTEEN,  ENTITLED  *'  AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE 
INCORPORATION  OF  RELIGIOUS  SOCIETIES,"  AND  OF  THE  SEVERAL  ACTS 
AMENDATORY  THEREOF. 

Passed  April  11,  1876. 

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Kew-  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Ae- 
semUy,  do  enact  as  foUowa : 

Section  1.  It  sball  be  lawful  fop  any  diocesan  convention,  presbytery 
cla^sis,  synod,  annual  conference,  or  otber  governing  body  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  li  number  of  churches,  coDgregations  or  societies  of  any  church  or 
religious  denomination  in  this  State,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  constituted  or 
established,  and  not  already  incorporated,  at  any  stated  meeting  thereof,  by 
a  plurality  of  voices,  to  elect  any  number  of  discreet  persons,  not  less  than 
three  nor  exceeding  nine  in  number,  as  trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  estate 
and  ]>roperty  bt*longing  thereto,  and  to  transact  all  affairs  relating  to  the 
temporalities  thereof.  The  presiding  officer  and  clerk  of  such  governing 
body  sliall  immediately  thereafter  certify,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  tlie 
names  of  the  persons  elected  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  in  which  certificate 
the  name  or  title  by  which  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be 
known  shall  be  particularly  mentioned,  whicii  said  certificate,  being  duly 
acknowledged  by  the  said  presiding  officer  and  clerk,  shall  be  recorded,  by 
the  clerk  of  one  of  the  counties,  situated  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the 
bounds  of  the  jurisdiction  of  such  governing  body,  or  in  the  book  kept  for 
the  record  of  religious  corporations ;  and  such  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  or 
title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 

g  2.  Such  trustees  shall  bo  capable  of  taking  for  religious,  educational 
and  charitable  purposes,  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  grant  or  purchase,  and  of 
holding  and  disposing  of  the  same,  any  real  and  personal  estate  held  for 
the  benefit  of  any  such  governing  body,  or  of  any  parish,  congregation, 
society,  church,  cha|)e1,  misjsion,  religious,  benevolent,  charitable  or  educa- 
tional institution,  existing  or  acting  under  such  governing  body  at  the  time 
of  their  election,  or  which  had  then  or  may  thereafter  be  given  for  any  such 
purpostis,  provided  that  the  net  yearly  income  received  from  the  said  property 
shall  not  at  such  time  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  Whenever  any  parish,  church,  congregation  or  religious  society  in 
connection  with  any  such  governing  body,  shall  become  extinct  by  reason  of 
the  death  or  removal  of  its  members,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees, 
elected  by  such  body  as  aforesaid,  to  take  possession  of  the  temporalities  and 
property  belonging   to   such   extinct  church  or  organissation,  and  manage 


and  diftpwe  of  the  nftme^  atsd  apply  ihe  proceeds  fti^reof  to  may  of  ifi 
jectB  muntiondd  m  the  «^ond  sectioQ  of  tliia  act. 

§  4.  The  trusteps  elecl€*d  by  virtue  of  this  act  shail  hold  their  offiffs  it 
tilt?  plt'neure  of  lUi?  governsog^  body  by  whom  thej  ap©  elect*.^,  and  all  veoiii- 
cit3fi  ibnll  be  filled  by  aucb  body  as  they  occur.

of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  con- 
firmations, marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
municant-i  in  his  Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  Sunday-Schools  in  his  Parish ;   also  the  amount  of  the

int»8tic  and  JbreigHj  far  parocbial  aeliools,  for  clmrcli  purposes  in

In  addition  to  his  services  already  reported,  the  Rector  has  to  make  note  of  an  after- 
noon service,  (held  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Williams,  of  Connecticut,  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Bishop  of  New-York,)  in  the  neighboring  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Sharon, 
Connecticut. 

Last  year  St.  Thomas'  Church  had  to  report  the  erection  of  a  chancel  window  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Johnson,  at  a  cost  of  $l,0S5  88,  of  which  the  sum  of  $556  35 
was  drawn  fVom  funds  within  the  Parish,  the  balance  being  made  up  from  other  sources. 

This  year  a  long  cherii«hed  hope  of  the  Parish  has  been  realized.  The  late  Rector  (Dr. 
Johnson)  returned  his  salary  to  the  Church,  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  a  Rectory. 
To  that  sum,  $437  has  been  added,  and  a  very  suitable  house  has  been  procured  for  a  very 
small  sum.    The  Parich  is  entirely  free  flrom  debt.

This  useful  Church  institution,  under  the  care  Of  the  three  Parishes  of  the  City,  con- 
tinaes  to  be  as  popular  and  succesefhl  as  ever.  Its  history  and  working  might  well  fhr- 
nish  a  precedent  for  similar  undertakings  in  many  other  places. 

The  building  has  accommodations  for  only  sixteen  patients,  yet  owing  to  the  remark- 
able healthiness  of  Poughkeepeic  and  its  environs,  it  has  never  been  taxed  to  its  utmost 
capacity. 

During  the  past  Convention  year,  sixty,  mostly  of  the  poorer  class,  have  been  cared 
for  within  its  wards,  of  whom  three  have  died,  53  have  been  discharged,  and  four  remain 
at  the  present  date.

In  the  removal, 
from  Stan  ton-street  to  the  present  site  of  the  Church  in  East  SOth-street,  the  records  have 
become  confused.  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  Bi(t  them,  and  to  complete  a  record  o^  tlie 
present  membership. 

There  is  promise  of  a  good  work  this  winter  by.  the  company  of  devout  people  who 
form  the  active  force  of  the  Parish. 

Last  year,  the  financial  support  of  this  Parish  was  mainly  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity.  On  January  Ist,  of  the  current  year,  that  support  was  withdrawn.  The  Church 
of  the  Epiphany  became,  and  Is  now,  independent. 

It  is  established  as  a  free  Church. 

Through  Judicious  management  of' property  owned  by  the  corporation  an  eodowiseDt 
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has  been  ^ecnrod,  which  will  bring  to  the  Church,  at  the  rate  of  rental  now  coming  in, 
an  annual  income  of  about  three  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  interest  on  the  debt, 
current  exp'eni<cs  and  taxes. 

After  this  year,  with  the  present  promise,  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  will  be  able  to 
discharge  with  more  regularity  its  Canonical  obligation  to  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Church 
at  large.

The  Rev.  W,  T.  Egbert,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  has  been 
called  to  the  charge  of  Grace  Chapel,  and  enters  upon  his  duties  on  the  first  of  October, 
proximo.

I  keep  the  Church  of  Santiago  open  always  during  the  summer,  this  being  specially 
the  season  when  many  Cubans  and  South  Americans  come  to  the  United  States  ;  and 
this  year,  on  account  of  the  Centennial,  greater  numbers  have  arrived  in  our  City.  I 
have  had  many  Sundays,  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  more  than  one  hundred 
and  twenty  persons  present  at  our  services  in  the  Spanish  language.  In  this  way  the 
seed  of  Qospel  truth  has  been  scattered  among  these  new  comers.

The  debt  of  $609  15,  reported  by  the  Rector  (now  deceast- d)  at  the  close  of  1864,  has  been 
paid ;  new  doors  (to  open  outwards)  have  been  put  up  in  compliance  with  orders  from  the 
Building  Department,  and  a  new  vestry  room  built ;  many  bills  of  long  standing  have 
been  paid, and  no  bills  remain  unpaid,  "except  for  the  current  month,''  while  a  cont^ider- 
able  sum  is  still  in  hand  towards  further  reducing  the  debt  on  the  Church  property. 

This  has  been  accomplished  by  means  of  a  handsome  donation  of  $1,0U0,  the  kind 
assistance  of  several  '*  up  town  CUurches,''  and  the  generous  contributions  of  many 
formerly  connected  with  the  Church.  Another  lady  friend  of  the  Church  has  also  pre- 
sented the  interest  on  nearly  $800,  (over  $53  per  year,)  towards  current  expenses. 

An  excellent  work  has  Ir.tcly  been  commenced  in  this  district  by  ladies  from  the 
**  Mission,"  who  hold  a  "Mother's  meeting"  in  the  Church  every  Friday  afternoon. 
Much  good  will  no  doubt  be  the  result ;  it  will  also,  it  is  hoped,  lessen  the  labors  of  the 
Hector,  who  would  otherwise  often  have  to  climb  the  high  tenement  houses  which 
abonnd  in  this  neighborhood,  only  to  And  the  poverty  he  would  not  have  the  means  of 
relieving. 

This  Church  having  been  a  portion  of  the  year  without  a  Rector,  its  limited  means, 
and  the  necessity  which  exists  for  paying  off  (or  greatly  reducing)  its  debt,  '•  without 
which  it  cannot  continue,"  are  reasons  offered  for  omitting  to  report  contributions,  etc.

Most  of 
them  are  members  of  my  Church,  by  Joint  agreement,  and  come  to  me  for  Christeaing, 
marriages  and  burials,  but  cannot  possibly  attend  my  Church  regularly.  Many  American 
people  attend  my  Church  without  being  members  of  it. 

It  Is  my  earnest  desire  to  open  a  Mission  and  a  Sunday-School  amidst  French  people 
who  live  too  far  away  from  my  Church  and  are  not  able  to  pay  the  cars  for  their  children, 
in  order  that  they  might  attend  my  Snnday-Schooi.  The  French  speaking  population  is 
agglomerated  between  Washington  Park  and  Canal-street,  Bowery  and  Oreonwich-*trect.

Since  the  last  Parochial  Report  the  Rector  has  been  duly  instituted  in  accordanc<  with 
the  Institution  Service,  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  other  brethren  of  the  Clergy.  This  took 
place  on  the  2Uth  Sunday  aaer  Trinity,  Oct.  10, 1875. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  has  steadily  increased,  and  was  remarkably  large 
during  the  Lenten  season,  at  which  time  the  Rector  was  assisted  by  several  of  the 
leading  aergy  of  the  city;  for  which  he  feels  vcrygrateftU.  These  increased  services, 
during  Lent,  were  not  without  firuit ;  this  is  verified  from  the  large  class  confirmed. 

There  has  been  progress,  also,  in  other  directions :  A  lease  has  been  purchased,  whereby 
a  *'  Home  '*  haa  at  last  been  procured  for  aged  and  infirm  members.  ThlH  has  been  ac- 
complished'by  the  persistent  efforts  of  a  few  members,  who,  for  several  years,  have  been 
strnggliag  against  adverse  circumstances— about  $SUO  Is  needed  to  meet  indebtedness. 
The  Pariah  Missionary  Society  has  kept  np  slowly,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  surely.  Another 
society  has  been  organized,  consisting  chiefiy  of  the  recently  confirmed.  It  is  called 
•'  The  Christian  Workers,"  which  title  indicates  the  object  of  its  formation.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Peterson,  Deacon,  continues  to  render  valuable  services,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  he  has  been  cut  off  the  list  of  Public  School  Teachers,  for  this  leaves  him  without  a 
salary.    .

The  Report  of  Trinity  (^nrch,  Sangerties,  shows,  that  notwithstanding  the  pressure 
of  the  times,  its  usual  liberality  towards  the  charities  of  the  Church  continues.  In 
spiritual  things,  through  the  grace  of  God,  the  Chnrch  is  Improving.  The  number  con- 
flrmrd,  on  a  late  occasion,  is  83.  and  there  is  a  large  addition  to  thecommnnlcanto.  Both 
these  are  greatly  owing,  under  God,  to  the  earnest  and  intelligent  seal  of  the  male  and 
female  Superintendents  of  the  Sunday  Schools.  Both  have  been  onwearied  in  their  de- 
▼otion  to  the  schools,  and  also  to  visitations  to  the  poor  and  others.  The  teachers,  too, 
are  giving  fresh  indications  of  their  Interest  in  the  work  of  instmction.  The  Rector  can- 
not be  too  thankful  for  this  aid,  as  his  own  energies  have  been  lessened  by  the  painfhl 
condition  of  his  fliirolly,  interfering  much  with  his  repose  at  night.  Still  he  has  been  able 
to  continue  regularly  his  duties  twice  each  Lord's  Day  in  Church,  and  to  hold  two  services 
in  the  Chapel  in  the  week.  One  of  these  has  lately  been  transferred  to  a  large  Hall  in  a 
distant  part  of  the  town,  where,  in  addition  to  the  regular  evening  service,  a  Lecture  is 
fflven.  Here,  also,  a  second  flourishing  Snnday-School  has  been  organized  by  the  male 
Snporin  ten  dent.  The  expense  of  rent,  &c.,  for  this  is  considerable,  and  Is  assumed  by  a 
few  liberal  members  of  the  Church.  During  domestic  trials,  the  Rector  and  his  family 
feel  grateful  for  the  kind  sympathy  and  beneikctionf,  still  continued,  of  the  congregation.

The  Rev.  John  Anketell  reports  &b  follows : 

I  beg  leave  reflpeclfbllf  to  peport,  that  for  seven  montha,  (from  All  Bainta*  Day  to 
Trinity  Sunday  last,)  I  acted  as  asaielant  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  3kfon9ui,  of  St.  Thomas'  Chareh. 

Since  the  latter  date  I  have  officiated  and  preached  in  rarlons  Churches  in  and  about 
New-Fork  City,  havinj;  temporary  charge  of  St.  Thomas^  Chapel  daring  the  month  of 
August. 

I  alFO  report  two  (2)  infant  baptlpms,  one  of  which  was  ibr  St.  Thomas^  Chapel,  and 
two  <3)  burials  for  St.  Thomas*  Chnrch. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  A.  Bkodnax  reports  as  follows : 

I  havu  officiated  durin;;  the  year,  since  my  last  report,  as  I  had  opportunity,  in  New- 
York  and  adjoining  Dioceses. 
Statistics  of  my  acts  are  included  in  returns  fh>m  the  Parishes  in  which  they  were  done. 

The  Rev.  SAMUEii  BuEL.  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dog- 
matic Theology  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  reports  : 

That  during  the  past  year  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  Professorship  in  the 
General  Seminary.  He  has  also  officiated  in  Churches  in  the  City  of  New- York,  reading 
the  9cr\-ice,  preaching  and  administerins:  th^  Holy  Communion.  He  has  solemnized  one 
marriage.    He  has  performed  one  private  baptism. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Cowley  reports  as  follows : 

In  reporting  the  work  of  "  The  Children's  Fold/'  during  the  past  Conventional  year, 
I  am  happy  to  state  that  It  has  gone  steadily  forward,  in  hard  as  in  prosperous  times. 
Fifty-four  new  children  have  been  admitted ;  total  for  the  year,  109.  Average  number,  55, 
viz. :  51  in  the  Fold,  and  4  in  private.  This  is  our  limit.  Until  the  Church  shall  famish 
the  meana  of  a  larger  house,  better  adapted  to  our  nses,  55  must  remain  our  limit,  com- 
pelling us  to  say,  '*  the  Fold  is  fbll/'  and  so  to  refuse  more  than  twice  as  many  applicants 
as  we  admit.  Total  number  received  and  supported  during  the  ten  years  since  onr 
organization,  317  different  children.  Seven  of  tbcm  have  been  in  our  care  the  whole 
time,  and  about  a  dozen  for  one-half  of  that  period,  while  the  time  of  the  larger  portion 
has  varied  from  five  years  to  as  many  days. 

Thanks  to  the  gracious  Providence  who  has  watched  over  these  little  ones,  the  general 
health  has  been  excellent.  Even  the  torrid  heat  of  the  past  summer  did  not  occasion  the 
loss  of  a  single  meal  to  any  of  them,  and  the  voice  of  joy  and  song  has  rebounded  through 
the  Fold  Trom  all.  Their  moral  and  mental  training  has  been  careful  and  thorough. 
Five  of  the  boys  have  sung  very  acceptably  the  last  year  in  the  choir  of  a  neighboring 
Church.    Two  girls  have  been  confirmed.

Church,  Morrieauia.  and  officiated  occasionally  in  other  Parishes ;  has  read  aervice  in 
whole  or  in  part,  48  times ;  preached,  9S  times,  and  officiated  at  one  fUneraL 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Evan  Johnson  reports  as  follows : 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion seventeen  times,  and  have  baptized  twenty-eight  persons,  of  whom  six  were 
adults.  I  have  officiated  at  least  twice  nearly  every  Sunday.  The  greater  part  of  these 
services  above  mentioned  were  performed  in  the  fulfilment  of  my  doty  as  Rector  of  St.

That  he  hus  continued  to  act  as  Chaplain  of  the  Panama  Rail-Road  Company,  and  Rec- 
tor of  Christ  Church,  Ahpinwall,  Panama.  Has  officiated  at  the  nsaal  Sunday  services, 
conducted  the  Sunday-School  reported  last  year,  and  held  week  day  services  during  the 
season  of  Lent.

That  doring  the  past  Conventional  year  he  has  officiated  and  preached  fh>m  time  to 
time  in  varioas  Charches  In  tbe  aty  of  New- York  as  he  has  foand  opportunity,  and  In 
a  few  instances  In  country  Parishes. 

Having  recently  received  an  appointment  as  asslsUnt  Missionary  in  connection  with 
the  Church  of  the  ^oly  Innocents,  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  and  having  received  a  license  to  this 
end  from  the  Bishop  of  Northern  New-Jersey,  he  has  entered  upon  his  dnties  in  that  po- 
sition. 

The  Rev.  John  P.  Lundt,  D.  D.,  reports  as  follows : 

Sinoe  my  resignation  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  New-York,  on  St.  Andrew's 
Bay  last,  November  40th,  I  have  attended  one  Aineral,  solemnized  one  marriage,  and  bap- 
tized one  infitnt. 

I  have  also  read  Morning  Prayer  and  sermons  on  several  occasions,  at  Paul  Smith's, 
Adirondacks,  during  tbe  past  summer. 

The  Rev.  D.  Marvin,  Jr..  deacon,  reports  as  follows : 

Since  my  ordination  in  March  kst,  I  have  been  principally  engsged  in  teaching,  render- 
ing occasional  services  in  Churches  in  tbe  City  of  Brooklyn.  I  have  officiated  at  45  ser- 
vices, preached  19  times,  baptized  one  infknt,  and  attended  one  fUneral. 

The  Rev.  R.  U.  Morgan,  D.  D.,  reports  as  follows ; 

By  request,  1  have  read  prayers  and  preached  on  six  Sundays*in  Trinity  Church,  New- 
Hochelle ;  also,  on  Ascension  Day,  and  the  evening  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  J  have  ak»o, 
in  the  same  Church,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  twice,  solemnized  four  marriages, 
and  burled  three  adults.

That  Bince  the  last  Convention,  in  addition  to  bis  dnties  in  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  he  has  continued  to  fill  the  position  of  Chaplain  In  the  Hoase  of  Mercy,  New- 
York,  at  the  foot  of  West  Eighty-slxth-etreet. 

In  thi»  institution,  which  has  for  its  object  the  reclamation  of  fallen  women,  he  has 
officiated  on  2-23  occasions ;  he  has  baptized  1  adult,  admitted  8  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
and  attended  1  funeral. 

Outside  of  the  Housti  of  Mercy  the  Dean  has  baptized  5  adnlts  and  1  infant,  preached 
55  times  for  his  brethren,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  5  times,  attended  4  funerals, 
and  married  one  couple.

Since  I  resigned  my  Parish  in  Pleasant  Valley,  N.  Y.,  in  October,  1875,  on  account  of 
ill-health,  I  have  resided  in  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  have,  during  that  time,  performed  no 
official  acts,  excepting  that  I  have  assisted  thrice  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Sapper,  and  have  preached  once. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Spencer,  S.  T.  D.,  reports  as  follows: 

That  since  the  last  Convention  he  has  been  constantly  occupied  in  the  dnties  of  hli 
position  as  Professor  of  the  Greek  Language  and  Literature  in  the  College  of  the  City  of 
New-York.  In  addition  he  has  officiated  in  the  public  services  of  the  Charch  on  about 
ten  occasions,  and  buried  one  adult. 
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The  Rev.  H.  C.  Stowell  reports  as  follows  : 

My  work  in  the  Cbnrch  dnring  the  last  Ck^nTentioDal  year  has  been  abont  the  same  as 
the  year  previoa»,  with  the  exception  of  a  revere  atUclc  of  Bickneaa,  which  disabled  me 
abont  six  weeks.  I  have  baptized  three  children,  tolemniaed  two  marriagea,  and  offi- 
ciated at  three  ftineralB. 

The  Rev.  Edward  W.   Stle,  Professor  in  the  Imperial  University  of 
Yedo,  Japan,  respectfully  reports : 

That  since  the  first  of  May,  1675,  he  has  resided  in  Tedo,  and  has  been  engafi:ed  in  the 
regular  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Professor  of  History  and  Philosophy  in  the  KaUei 
Gakko,  He  has  also  maintained  a  Sunday  morning  service  in  his  own  residence,  and 
offlciatod  occasionally  at  Christ  Church,  Yokohama,  at  H.  B.  M.  Legation,  Tedo,  and 
at  Bp.  Williams*  Mission  Chapel  in  the  Foreign  Concession,  TikiOji, 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  ToRbbrt  reports  as  follows : 

Since  my  arrival  in  this  country,  the  1st  of  July,  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
abont  87  times ;  preached,  9  times ;  made  1  address,  and  baptized  6. 

The  Rev.  A.  C.  Tread  way  reports  as  follows: 

The  state  of  my  health  has  not  admitted  of  my  doing  mach  the  year  past.  Daring  the 
last  winter,  I  suffered  greatly  from  my  old  complaints,  and  was  really  disabled  from  doing 
any  thing.  And  yet  it  has  afforded  me  great  satisfaction  to  assist  my  brethren,  both  here 
in  Oswego,  and  in  Washington  City,  (where  I  have  spent  a  considerable  part  of  the  year.) 
in  reading,  preaching,  and  other  duties,  as  occasions  offered  and  my  physical  condition 
would  allow.  I  have  also  rendered  similar  services  in  Potsdam,  Lawrence  Coonty,  and 
for  my  former  parishioners  in  Malone,  Franldin  County,  New- York. 

The  Rev.  Edward  H.  Van  Winkle  reports  as  follows: 

That  he  has  performed  the  following  services  between  the  meeting  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion and  May  15th,  1876,  the  date  of  his  transfer  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  New-Jersey  : 

Be  has  read  service  2S  times,  and  assisted  thereat  82  times. 

He  has  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  twice,  and  assisted  thereat  10  times. 

He  has  preached  98  times. 

He  has  attended  one  funeral  and  baptized  one  in&nt. 

He  has  performed  the  above  services  since  December  15th,  1875,  as  Assistant  Minister 
of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Jersey  City. 

He  has  resided  at  No.  25  West  Ninth-street,  New-York  City. 

The  Rev.  C.  T.  Woodruff,  Superintendent  of  the  New- York  Protestant 
Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  respectfally  reports : 

That  in  addition  to  his  dnties  as  Huperintendent,  he  has  officiated  in  the  **  New- York 
Infant  Asylum,'*  corner  of  Blst-streot  and  10th  Avenue,  on  the  first  and  third  Sundays  of 
the  month,  and  at  No.  24  Clinton  Place  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  ;  he  has  also 
sustained  a  Sunday  service  at  4.15  P.  M.,  and  a  noon  service  on  Wednesdays  at  the 
"  Midnight  Mission." 

He  lias  officiated  at  4  weddings ;  79  baptisms ;  21  funerals ;  taken  the  daily  service,  62 
times,  and  preached  30  times  in  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel,  and  administered  Holy  Com- 
munion wholly  or  in  part  on  46  public  occasions,  besides  frequently  assisting  his  brethren 
of  the  Clergy,  and  often  visiting  and  relievinfl;  the  sick  and  needy.
